Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, 
Since your last meeting, the ancient Citjr of Que^ 
bee has been subjected to unexampled calamity in the 
successive fires which laid waste its buildings. Me^ 
sures, rendered indispensable by the exigency, were 
adopted by my Predecessor, which will be sent down 
for vour approval 

l^he sympathy and benevolence of different por* 
tions of the British Empire, were roused into active 
exercise by the knowl^e of the severe infliction 
with which it had pleased Divine Providence to per^ 
mit the Citizens of Quebec to be visited, and we have 
the strongest reasons for appreciating the noble gene- 
rosity which has been exhibited, and which has proved 
how truly the inhabitants of Canada ire felt by the 
people ol Great Britain, to be Brethren and fellow 
subjects of the same mighty Nation* It will be for 
your wisdom to consider what further measures it may 
be proper to adopt, for the restoration of what haa 
been thus destroyed. 

The last intelligence from the Mother Country in- 
dicates a most important change in the Commercial 
Policy of the Empire. I had previously taken occa- 
sion to press upon Her Majesty's Government a due 
consideration of the effect, that any contemplated al- 
teration might have on the interests of Cariada. But 
Until we have a fuller exposition of the projected 
Scheme, which a few days will probably bring to us, 
it would be premature to anticipate that the claims 
of thi^ Province to a just measure of protection had 
been overlooked. 

In these and the various other subjects affecting 
the prosperity of Canada, which may occupy you, 1 
offer my hearty co-operation ; and I earnestly trust 
that under the direction of an all-wise Providence, 
we shall be enabled to pursue a course calculated^ to 
promote the best interests, and to foster the rising 
growth of this rapidly advancing Colony.

In annoimcing to you the fact of my having thus 
become the Successor of Lord Metca^e, you will, I 
feed assured, concur with me in the expression of sin- 
cere regret at the painful cause which has removed 
this distinguished Nobleman from a Station, the Du- 
ties of which, he discharged with a zeal and ability, 
that on every occasion won for him the highest ap- 
probation of his Sovereign, and the respect and epra- 
titude of the People over whom he presided as Her 
Representative. 

The several Addresses to the Queen which were 
adopted during the last Session of the Lc^slature, 
have been laid at the foot of the Throne. It will be 
my pleasing duty to announce to you Her Majesty's 
gracious Replies. 

I should under any circumstances have directed 
your early attention to the condition of the Militia 
Law. But the unsettled state of the Negotiations 
which have been for some time past carried on be- 
tween the Imperial Government and that of the 
United States of America, renders it imperative upon 
me to press more immediately on your consideration 
the necessity of a reorganization of this arm of the 
public defence. I feel the most unbounded confidence 
that ihe loyalty and patriotism of every Class of Her 
Majesty's Subjects m Canada will be conspicuous, 
as niey have been heretofore, should occasion call for 
their services to aid in the protection of their Coun- 
try ; but a well digested and uniform system is in- 
' dispensable to give a fitting direction to the most 
zealous efforts. At the same time I fed warranted 
in assuring you that, while our Gracious Sovereign 
will ever rely on the free and loyal attachment of 
Her Canadian People for the defence of this Pro- 
vince, and the mamtenance of British Connexion, 
Her Miyesty will be prepared, as Her Predecessors 
have always been, to provide with promptitude and 
energy, corresponding with the power and resources 
of the Empire, for the security of Her North Ame- 
rican Dominions.

The Librarian has the honour to report, for the in- 
formation of your Honourable House, that, during 
the past recess, the extensive and valuable selection 
of books recommended to be procured by the Library 
Committee of the last Session, ( Vide Jounials 1844-5, 
pages 203 and 4, 378to380) have, withfew exceptions, 
been duly received. ITiis collection embraces con- 
tinuations for the two past years, of all the periodical 
works previously in the Library, together with many 
new and important publications in the various branches 
of French and English literature, which, it is hop<5d, 
will materially enhance the usefiibess of the Library 
for general reference, and meet the approbation of 
your Honourable House. 

In the class of Frendi literature, a considerable 
addition has been made, and the necessity for this 
will be apnarent, on considering that in this impor- 
tant branch no purcliases have been made since the 
Union of the Provinces m 1841, which had left a 
vacuum, particularly in Law and Histwy, it became 
highly desirable to fill up, in order to place the Lib- 
rary, m point of utility, on a par with those of other 
Legislative Institutions on this Contment. 

Agreeably to the order of your Honourable House 
of the 27tli March, 1845, measures have been taken 
to facilitate to Members, access to the Library, by the 
construction of a staircase thereto from the inner 
lobby of the House, thereby removing- much of the 
inconvenience hitherto occasioned by it« unavoidable 
location in a part of the buildmg so distant from the 
Iie^slative Chamber. 

The numerous additions that have been made to 
the Library since tiie year 1842, when the last cata- 
logue was printed, have rendered it advisable to pre- 
pare a new one, which has accordingly been done, 
and copies thereof will be distributed to Honourable 
Members without delay. In the compilation of the 
new catalogue, the same plan has been pursued which 
was adopted on the previous occasion, viz., by dasei- 



fication according to the subject matter of the works, lUpori; ttiurf 
with an index of authors' names appended at the ^^^n* 
end ; but much care has been bestowed on its pre- 

Earation. The classification and general arrangement 
as been rendered more complete, and every effort 
made to render it, as much as possible, an improve- 
ment upon its predecessor. It also Contains, in addi- 
tion to the works procured since 1842, a catalogue of 
the valuable class of books relating to the history of 
America, which at the period above-mentioned were 
at Quebec, and have since t)een brought up and in- 
corporated with the rest of the collection.

I have hud before the Queen the joint Address of 
the two Houses, and have had the honour to submit- 
to Her Majesty the views of Her Majesty's confiden- 
tial Advisers as to the proper course to be taken ia 
reference to each of the topics embraced in that Ad«- 
dress. 

The Queen having been pleased to approve and 
sanction the advice uius tendered to H^r Majesty^

The purpoae itf' such Duties would avowedly be, to 
offer a premium upon traffic* by way of the St. Lato^ 
fencey as oompared with traffic by way of New York^ 
and other parts -of "the United States. 

In respect to any proposal haying this object. Her 
Majesty's Government have to consider, in the first 
placcj, whether they Axsll adopt such a poUcv, make * ' 
it their 6wi\, a^d introduce measures into the Imjperial 
Parliament for the purpose of giving effect to it ; in 
the sepond, whether, ii they are not inclined to such 
a course, they shall still leave it open to the Provindal 
Legislature to deal with the q^iestion as one of inters 
nal, rather than of Xn^perial concern. 

Upon the fitst of these points I have to acquaint 
you that Her Maj^ty's Gt)vemment do not intend to 
propose to rarliamenfc any measure for the imposition 
of new differential Duties upon Goods brought into 
Canada by land carriage and Inland Navigation. 
Their opinion is that both the St Lawrence and the- 
route or the United Stqfes^ have their own conunerdal 
advantages. The Imperial Statutes already throw 
an additional weight| which I hold to be not incon- 
siderable, into the sode of the former route, and I do 
not think it would either be advisable in the parti- 
' cular case, or befit the commercial policy of the 
[ British Legislature, that it should undertake further 
I to effect the competition between them. 
I As a consequence of what I have alread]^ stated^ 
' you will readily infer, that I cannot authorize your 
Lordshin to recommend the introduction of any mea- 
sure of tne kind, with the authority whidi you possess 
as the Representative of Her Majesty. 

But on the other hand I must give a difierent reply 
to the question, whether ^ou are to intainate disap- 
proval of such a measure if you should find it to be 
unequivocally demanded by the general sentiment of 
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PMfrttliw, the commumty, wd ahould be presented io you for 
Lemlatiye sanction. 

1 ou are aware that it is a rule of Imperial policy 
generally to reserve to Parliament the consideration 
of any question of differential or protective Duty 
-which may arise in the Colonies. Not refusing to make 
due allowance for subsisting irregularities of practice 
in this respect^ I am desirous in prospective Legis- 
lation, to adhere to this maxim. But 1 grant that it 
is more strictiy applicable to maritime commerce than 
to the case of a Colony having direct and extended 
relations, along a frontier of many hundred miles, 
with k foreign countrj\ Your Lordship is therefore 
authorized to view the question as one to be deter- 
mined according to the convictions of the people of 
Canada, whatevef the^ may be, when oonstitutionaUy 
brought before you in the form of a Legislative 
measure. 

With regard, however, to the form of any such en- 
actment, supposing it to be introduced into discus- 
aion, I would suggest what appears to Her Majesty's 
Government a decided improvement upon that which 
is employed in the Act of the last Session " for grant- 
** ing Provincial Duties of Customs." The lower rate 
of duty, when a distinction is made, should be ex- 
tended to " Goods imported otherwise, than by Sea, 

from a British Possession," as well as to Goods im- 
ported by Sea. The practical or commercial effect 
of the change might be trivial ; but it would obviate 
an objection of general principle to an arrangement 
under which importation from a British Possession is, 
under given circumstances, made subject to a heavier 
burden than direct maritime importation from a 
foreign country. 

But I have also to notice another portion of the 
Address of the Legislative Council and Assembly, 
transmitted by Lora Metca^e with his Despatch of 
the 1845, which prays that 

the provisions of the English Navi^tion haw may 
be extended to the Inland Waters of North America. 

Her Majesty^s Government are of opinion that the 
time has not yet arrived when they would be enabled 
to examine that question in a manner befitting its 
importance. 

Li the preceding part of this Despatch, I have had 
occasion to state the principles upon which Her Ma- 
jesty's Government are prepared to act with respect 
to the imposition in Canada of inland, or even of 
avowedly aifferential Duties. 

Your Lordslup is aware that the general maxims 
on wluch such Duties ore founded, do not command 
the assent of Her Majesty's Government They 
must be justified, if justified at all, upon the ground 
of spedal circmnstances. Among the special circum- 
stances bearing upon their merits, in the case of 
Canada, the deUberate and well ascertidned inclina- 
tions of the people must hold a prominent place. I con- 
cave that the points suggested by my review of the 
Customs Act of last year, ajid the consideration of the 
call for countervailing Duties to meet the effect of the 
American Drawback Act, will put me much more 
fiilly in possession than I am at present, of the state of 
the public sentiment in Canada. Her Majesty's 
Govemm^t would indeed pay great r^rd under 
any circumstances, to an Address from both Houses 
of the Provincial Legislature. But it is manifest, I 
appreh^, that I cannot fully appreciate the views 
and intentions with which the Address now under 
discussion was framed, until I shall have before me 
the proceedings of the approaching Provincial Ses- 
sicm, and shall perceive from them, in what form, 
and to what d^ree, the Legislative Council and 
Assembly may be disposed to act in matters placed 
within their c(mtrol upim the principles which the 
Address recommends to Parliament. 



Another lessoQ which has had its kiAuence in pro- I>«r«tA«. 
ducing this eondusioA has been, tiiat there appears 
to be a probability of change in the Navigation Law 
of the United States, and that it would be well to 
know, what as yet can only be surmised of the views 
and intentions entertained in that country with re- 
gard to it, en>ecially as proceedings there might have 
a material effect upon general opinion in Canada, 

And I must request Your Lordship carefully to 
avoid anticipating the advice which Her M^esty's 
Government might hereafter tender to the Crown 
upon the subject to which this Despatch refers, as it 
is tiieir intention to reserve an uniettered discretion 
in r^rd to it 

Such being the views of Her Majesty's confidential 
Advisers on tiie subject of the extension to tiie In- 
land Waters of Canada, of the Navigation Acts, we 
have not been able to advise the Queen to return any 
specific answer at pi*esent to so much of the joint 
Address as relates to that subject. Your Lord^p 
will therefore inform the Legislative Council and 
Assembly that for tiiese reasons, that part of their 
Address is reserved for Her Majesty's further con- 
sideration. 

I am commanded by the Queen to instruct Your 
Lordship to signify to the L^slative Council and 
Assembly, that having considered that part of their 
joint Address which refers to an e^^nsion of the 
privileges of naturalization, when conrerred by Pro- 
vincial enactment. Her Majesty has directed that the 
necessary steps be taken for giving efffect to their 
wishes. Her Majesty's Government therefore pro- 
pose to recommend to Parliament the enactment of a 
Law for thb purpose.

My Lord, 

I have laid before the Queen the KHut Address of 
the Legislative Council md Assembly of Canada, on 
the subject of the alteration of the Act for the Re- 
union of Canada, so far SB respects the use of the 
French Language. 

I have also laid before the Queen your Despatch 
of the 8th of March, 1845, No. 287, which teansmitd 
the above Address. 

From regard to the wishes thus expressed by Her 
loyaf subjects, H^ Majesty is inclined to entertain 
the prayer of that AddresQ, and authorizes you to 
make a communication acocNrdingly to the Legisla- 
tive Bodies at the opening of the Sessson. 

Inasmuch, however, as it would not be practicable 
to obtain from Parliament, with convenience, the 
change which is required in the Act of Be-union so 
early as to take effect upon the proceeding of the 
coming Session in Canada, and as it is obviously far 
^m desirable that reiterated applications should be 
made for the alteration of a Constitutional Statute of 
so much importance. Her Majesty's Government do 
not propose to take any step of that nature until I 
shall have become acquainted with the proceedings 
of the Provincial L^islature, and shall have learn^l 
whether they may give occasion for inserting in one 
and the same amending Bill, together with a Provision 
relating to the exdusive use of uie English Language, 
another modification of the provisions of the Act of 
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Hcinfe,l^c.to

My Lord, 

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your Despatch 
of the 28th of January, No. 7, relating to the expected 
changes in the British Com Law, deprecating such 
changes generally in the interest of Canada, and at 
the same time lurging that if there be a determination 
on the part of Parliament to adopt them, it is much 
to be desired that they should not take in^mediate 
effect 

The interests of ^Canada have occupied the place to 
which they are Justly entitled, in the deliberations of 
Her Majesty's Government upon this iipportant sub- 
ject, and upon others which are akin to it At the 
same time, I need hardly, point out to Your Lordshij^ 
that there are matters in which considerations, imme- 
diately connected with the supply of food for the 
people of this country, and with the employment of 
Its population, must be paramount. 

Both in respect to Corn and in respect to Timber, 
Her Majesty's Government have determined to pro- 
pose, and to use whatever influence they may possess, 
for iht purpose of carrying through Parliament the 
proposal, that the alterations about to be made should 
be gradual ; and among the motives which have led 
them to this determination, has been the belief that 
this delay would be acceptable, and would also be 
advantageous to the people of Canada. 

In order to supply you with some further evidence 
of their desire to consult Colonial wishes and interests 
in discharging their public duties, I have to direct 
your attention to a Schedule hereto annexed, which 
. exhibits the duties now chargeable Upon articles of 
, Agricultural Produce when. imported from the Bri- 
tisn Dominions abroad, and the changes which it is 
intended to make in favour of the Colonial Trade, by 
the immediate abolition or reduction of these duties. 

I trust that Canada may largely avail herself of the 
advantages which are thus (for I venture to anticipate 
the favourable judgment of Parliament upon these 
propositions about to be submitted to it on the part 
of the Crown,)about to be placed within her reach. 
The desire of Her Majesty's Government is, that the 
Trade in Canada mav in all respects approach as 
nearly to perfect freedom, as the dispositions of its 
inhabitants, and the exigencies of the Public Bevenue 
there, may permit And, in evidence of that xlesire, 
I may advert to my Despatch No. 19, of the 3rd of 



February, rdating to the Provincial dut^ on the im* 
portation of Wlieat, and may a^in i^pnze you, that 
It is not the intention of Her Majesty s Government 
to check any disposition which Canada may nianifest, 
should such be tne case, for the repeal of that duty 
by the interposition of the Prerojrattive. 

Further, with r^ard to Corn, 1 have much sads* 
faction in reflecting that if Canada will have to enter 
into competition with the Western States of America, 
and to engage in this rivalry, when no longer covered 
by any protective duty, at feast she will not be called 
to maKC the effort without some advantages on her 
side; among them I reckon her light taxation, — the 
tissistance she has received from British credit and 
funds in the construction and improvement of lier 
internal communications, — ^her more regular and 
steady course of trade with this country, — ^her low 
tarift^ so favourable to improvement, and on that ac- 
count powerfully tending to encourage her reciprocal 
comi^erce outwards, — some advantage in the point 
of proximity, as compared with the most Westerly 
States of the Union, whiclyire also her most formidable 
rivals in cheapness of production; and lastly, the 
means of carriage without transhipments by the St. 
Lawrence, which cannot be had by the way of the 
Erie CanaL She will likewise have this in her favour, 
that her Com Trade will have become a settled one 
of some standing, with all its arrangements made and 
in full operation, while any regular commerce in that 
article from the United States must be a new creation, 
and must go through the processes attending its self- 
adjustment, to circumstances as yet untried. 

And if it be true that New York offers some advan- 
tages, as compared with Montreal, particularly in re- 
gard to the rate of insurance, on the other hand, I 
consider that the shipping of British North America 
has. many advantages over that of the United States, 
in the competition for freights, as it is constructed at 
far less expense, and is, 1 must assun^, navigated 
with equal vigour and equal economy. 

It is beyond doubt that Canada has felt a very in- 
vigorating influence from the augmented fiEWiUity of 
access to the British Market, which she has enjoyed 
since the Act of 1843, and that it has perceptibly 
stimulated the extension of her Agrici^ilture ; but the 
average prices of Wheat, during the years 1843, 1844 
and 1845, have been only 50e. lOd., 51s. 3d. and 508. 
Id. respectivcljr. 

Not presuming to anticipate, within any very close ^ 
limits, what are likely to be the ruling prices of this" 
Gr^, after a perfect freedom of Trade shall have 
been established, I yet venture to thmk,tbat the paoet 
competent persons are not generally of opinion that 
they will exhibit any reduction which shall place them 
greatly below the rates I have just cited, and^ as I 
trust we may look forward to some diminution in the 
cost of conveyance, between the place of growth or 
grinding, and Montreal, I cannot participate in the 
apprehensions of those who conceive that the measure 
now under consideration, will involve ruin, or any 
thing approaching to it, to the Trade in Canadian 
Com and Flour. 

I trust, therefore, that the Agricultural Population 
of Canada will look forward without fear, to a change^ 
of which it is probable that the effects will be &r le^ 
violent, exfber for good, or for. the partial evik whioii 
may accompany such good, than niany, pnnnpted 
either hj their hopes or meir fears, have been forward 
to anticipate. 

I now pass to the question of Timber, which is of 
great moment with reference to the Trade of Canada, 
although it has not the same interest as the subject af 
Com, for the mass of the PopulatioiL . 

I have much satisfaction in drawing Your Lord- 
ship's attention to the fact, that the Colonial Timber 
Trade prospers under the operation of those chaoses 
in the Iia,w, which were enacted in 1842, and whidi 
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had taken full effi^st before the end of 1848. I sub- 
join a statement of the number of loads of Timber 
Drought to England from the Colonies in each of the 
last ten years, and of the number of loads of Deals 
brouffht hither in each of the last three years, during 
which period alone, that mode of computation has been 
aed, so far as relates to this branch of Wood 



The increased facilities of internal transit in this 
country, independently of the very ^reat temporaiy 
demand connected with the construction of the Rail- 
ways that are to effect this great improvement, 
promise a considerable and permanent extension of 
the market for foreign Wood, an extension likely to 
be accelerated, unless it be as to Scotland^ bjr the 
progressive diminution of the home growth of Timber 
through the United Kingdom. 

The description of Wood supplied by the Britbh 
North American Colonies — the I ellow Pine— is not 
chiefly to be regarded as competing with the Wood 
of the Baltic^ but rather as available for different, 
though concurrent uses. For example — the increase 
of Baltic Timber, tending to encourage the construc- 
tion of new buildings, by supplying the best material 
for particular portions of them, has an effect, not in 
limiting, but in extending the demand for Canadian 
^Timber, as furnishing the cheapest and most convenient 
material for other portions, — namely, the inward fit- 
tings of the very same fal^rics. 

Her Majesty's Government are not indeed prepared 
to assert, that the question of the relation between the 
Duty on Foreign Timber, and the Colonial Wood 
Trade ou^ht to be adjusted with reference to this 
<K>nsideration alone, and you will perceive that they 
propose to retain a duty of 15s. per load upon 
Foreign Timber, which I apprehend may be consid- 
jcaad J0» iipoA Jthe ^yeisg.^ .mdy covering the differ- 



ence b^ween Freights from the Baltic^ and those Pw >i > o h 
from Britbh North America to the United Kingdom. 

Not only are the;^ free from the apprehension that 
the proposed remission of lOs. per load on Foreign 
Timber, and 12s. on Foreign Deals, will cause a con* 
traction of the Trade from British North America^ 
but they are sanguine in the anticipation that that 
Trade will continue, ^otwith^tandi^g the proposed 
change, to extend itself. 

The reduction gf the Duty on Colonial Timber and 
Deals to a nominal amount, which took place in 1842, 
involved the sacrifice of a considerable Keyenue, and 
that sacrifice may, I trust, have tended and may still 
serve to convince the inhabitants of Canada^ that it 
has been the earnest desire of Her Majesty, in afford- 
ing relief to Her people at home, by the changes 
effected in the Commercial Laws of the Empire, to 
obviate, as far as possible, the inconveniences, and to 
extend the benefits which those changes might tend 
to jmroduce for other portions of Her Subjects. 

This country has tiken upon itself the serious task 
of reforming its own Commercial System, in opposi- 
tion to what appears to be the prevailing disposition 
among other nations, and to bear testimony to the 
world, and to put in action the powerful influence of 
example in favour of sound principles of Trade. Her 
Majesty's Government trusts that the efforts of the 
British Legislature in this respect may be seconded^ 
their range extended, and the example rendered yet 
more impressive, not only by the acquiescence, but 
by the approval and the active co-operation of the 
Legislatures and the inhabitants of the Colonies.

My Lord, 

Having occupied some years (between 1826 and | 
1829) in drawing up a Scheme for the Reristry of 
Seamen, with a view to the prevention of desertion ) 
from both the Military and Merchant Navies, and 
presented it when completed to the late Lord High 
Admiral (afterwards published for distribution among 
Members of Parliament and other Officials,) I cannot 
but feel interested in the working of the present 
scheme as established by Sir James Graham, many 
of the essential parts being very similar to those sug- 



gested by me. It is therefore with unfeigned plea- Dtspatckc 
sure I learn that the Registry is no longer confined 
to London alone but extended to the Outports of 
the Kingdom. It may not however liave occurred 
to Your Lordship, that to carry out the 9th Regula- 
tion, which imposes a penalty of £10 on Commanders 
of Merchant Vessels for every man they may ship as 
part of their crews, who may be deficient of a Regis- 
try Ticket, it will be requisite that the Registry be 
extended to such of our Colonies as are essentially 
nurseries for Seamen, in which position Canada stanifc 
conspicuous. Her numerous Fishing Vessels form 
the very cradles of infant essayists — ^her building 
j Ports furnish stately Ships for the display of their 
I matured proficiency — ^ana the Commercial TraflSc of 
I her Merchants give employ to many thousands of 
first class Seamen both Jxative and European — 
among which mass of men, casualties must ever be 
occurring ; but under the ban of £10 penalty, such 
casualties cannot be remedied by filling up vacancied 
; occurring from death, sickness, &c, unless there be a 
j Registry in Canada, for native Mariners, or such as- 
' can establish their adoption of the Colony as their 
home. The Registry, if adopted, should not extend 
to any other Seamen, or it will operate against the 
working of the system of British Certificates, and 
every holder of a Canada Certificate on arrival in 
England, should be requured to exchange it for a 
British Ticket By such a scheme native Mariners 
may be obtained from the Colony, otherwise, I 
imagine, there must be an especial exemption from 
pendty when absent from Britain. 

Should the Treasury be induced to extend the 
Registry to Canada, I beg respectfully to solicit that 
Your Lordship would be pleased to nominate me as*

With reference to the correspondence which has 
passed relating to duties imposed on Supplies im- 
ported into Canada for the use of Her Majesty's 
Troops, I now transmit to Your Lordship copies of 
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a letter and of its enclosures which have been re- 
ceived from the Board of Treasury, representing that 
the new Customs' Bill, passed by the Canadian 
Legislature, contains no exemption of provisions or 
other articles imported ^into the Province for Her 
Majesty's Service. 

I cannot conceal from Your Lordship that this 
departure from an acknowleilged principle observed 
bv every Possession of the Crown has appeared to 
lier Majesty's Government to be ungracious; and 
that we are unwilling to assume that the Legislature 
of Canada deliberately purposes to impose on the 
British Exchequer, a burthen which it has never 
hitherto been called upon to bear. 

I trust, therefore, that at the next meeting of the 
Legislature, Your Lordship will use your best en- 
deavours with a view to obtain the exemption 
desired by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury, it being understood of course that Her 
Majesty's Government would readily consent to any 
arrangements which might be required in order to 
guard against abuse.

With reference to my letter of the 17th August 
last, and to your reply of the 12th November follow- 
ing relative to the duties to which certain articles 
imported for the use of the Troops in Canada were 
liable under an Act of the Provincial Legislature, I 
am commanded by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury, to transmit to you, to be laid 
before Lord Stanley y copy of a Renort to this Board, 
from Commissary General FildeVy oated 24th ultimo, 
with its enclosures.* 

Lord Stanley will perceive that in the new Customs' 
Bill, which has been passed by the Legislature of 
Canada, no exemption has been made of Provisions 
or other articles imported or supplied for Her Majesty's 
Service, and that even the Victualling Stores sent 
from the Government Depfit in this country, will be 
su^ect to a duty under the Act in question. 

The principle of exempting from Customs' Duties, 
both Imperial and Colonial, all article imported or 
supplied for Her Majesty's Service having been fully 
admitted, My Lords entertain no doubt that Lord 
Stanley will consider it right to instruct the Governor 
General of Canada to take such measures as His 
Lordship may see fit, with a view to the adoption of 
that principle in the Canadian Provinces. 

If M.r.Filder is right in supposing that the House 
of Assembly objected to eiempt certfun articles im- 

¥)rted into Catutda for the use of Her Majesty's 
roops from the payment of Duty, under an appre- 
hension that the privilege might be liable to abuse, 
My Lords have to observe, that it does not appear 
that any such abuse has been practised, in other 
Colonies, in which the exemption is in fiiU operation, 
and their Lordships cannot but suppose that arrange- 
ments which might be agreed upon between the 
Commissariat and the Custom House Officers, with 
the sanction and approval of the Governor General, 
would have the effect of preventing fraud in thb 
matter.

Referring to my letter of the 8th July last, and to 
yours of the 2nd JDecember last, I have the honour 
to report, for the information of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty's Ti-easury, that a ncAV Cus- 
toms' Bill has been passed by the Legislature of this 
Colony, augmenting the duty on live Cattle from £l 
to £1 10s. sterling per head, being about 24 per 
cent, on tlie cost of the animals, without containing 
any clause for exemptino: Cattle introduced for the 
use of the Troops from the operation of the Act. 

The supply of Cattle in the Colony being unequal 
to the consumption, excepting possibly in some of 
the remote Districts too distant for the surplus to be 
available for the deficient Markets, the price 6f all 
meat furnished to the Troops, whether the produce 
of the country or imported, is afiected by thb mea- 
sure to the full amount of the Duty. 

A provisional Duty has also on tliis occasion been 
put on Flour, of 6d. sterling per barrel, in addition 
I to the Imperial Duty of 2s. — without any exception 
being maae in favour of supplies of this article, or 
other provisions included in the Act, when imported 
for the use of the Troops. 

The Salt Meat for which I transmitted a denmnd 
on 8th May and is now I presume on its way from 
England, will consequently be subject to a duty of 
2s. sterling per cwt 

Having perceived from the public papers that it 
had been stated in the House of Assembly in the 
course of the debates on this subject, that if the 
Cattle required for the use of the Troops were per- 
mitted to be imported free of Duty, the privilege 
would be liable to be abused for other purposes, I 
b^ to observe that, with the co-operation of the 
Custom House Officers, there would I am of opin- 
ion, be no difficulty in preventing fraud on the part 
of the Contractors.

I enclose herewith, the copy of a letter from Sir 
William Burnett, suggesting the importance of em- 
ploT^ng in the rebuildiog of those portions of Quebec 
which have been destroyed by the late calamitous 
fires, wood prepared according to his plan. 

I also enclose the copy of a letter from the Secre- 
taiy of the Admiralty, forwarding Reports from 
Officers of the Dock Yard at Portsmouth, of the 
result of Experiments made by them to test the 
efficacy of this invention of preserving timber from 
ignition, together with a statement from the Secre- 
tary of the Patentees, showing the cost per load, 
of preparing Wood for purposes of building. 

In addition I enclose the copy of a letter from 
Mr. Jones, suggesting the applicability of this pre- 

gired Wood to the formation of roads in the Western 
ivision of Canada, and proposing that a portion of 
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Dctpttebct. the sum srant^d by Parliament for the relief of the 
sufferers by the fires at Quebec^ should be expended 
in the purchase of the requisite machinery and its 
conveyance to Canada* This gentleman mis lately 
returned to the Province, and would be prepared to 
afford to Your Lordship any expknation which you 
might require on the subject 

Considering the importance of any measure which 
has a tendency to diminish the risk of fires in a 
country in which, as in Canada^ wood is extensivelv 
used for the construction of dwelling houses, I think 
it right to bring these suggestions imder Your Lord- 
ship s notice in case you should think them proper 
objects, either for expending upon them a part of the 
sum lately voted by Parliament for the relief of the 
sufferers by the fire at Quebec^ or for making them 
the subject of an application to the Provincial Par-

It is not without considerable diffidence that|i 
I venture to intrude myself upon Your Lordship's! 
attention, and indeed, I should not have done so hut ' 
from the hope that the great importance of the sub-|' 
ject, in a material point of view, will prove my best], 
excuse for troubling you. 

No one mv Lora can have heard of the sad cala-p 
mity which has on two occasions lately befallen the 
inhabitants of Quebec^ by the conflagration of their 
City, without feeling desirous of preventing this 
from happening a third time ; and diis my Lord I j 
have much satisfaction in informing you, can be done il 
effectuaUy, and at a comparatively small expense. 

Circumstances connected with my public duties, 
forced upon my attentbn eight or nine prears ago,ij 
the possibility of preventing dry rot in timber, and 
mildew in canvas, &c, in which I have most fuUy 
succeeded, and my method is now employed to a j 
^ great extent in the Royal Dock Yards, &c, and by i; 
private gentlemen. 

In pursuing my experiments I soon discovered 
that m^ preparation possessed also very valuable 
properties of another nature, when the composition 
was employed in a more concentrated form ; in short, 
that it rendered wood, canvas, and even the finest 
muslin, incapable of receiving or sustaining flame ; 
:and thus eitiier a ship, or a house, constructed of 
materials so impregnated, is made incapable of being 
3;)unied by fire. 

Having communicated this valuable property to 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, their 
Lordships were pleased, in March, 1844, to cause 
the most trying experiments to be made by thei 
Oflicera of Portsmouth. Dock Yard, and these having 
fully succeeded, orders were soon after issued, 
that all the Bulkheads of magazines of ships of war, 
and the other Bulkheads below, and also the Timber 
of all kinds, used in the vicinity of the fires in war 
steamers, should be prepai^d with the solution in 
question, and to effect this purpose, there are two 
powerful hydraulic machines at work in Portsmouth 
and Chatham Dock Yards, capable of impregnating 
dghteen loads of timber daily. 

I fear I have already detained Your Lordship too 
long on this subject, but I was desirous of shewing 
^ou that it is no ephemeral matter I am endeavour- 
ing to bring under your notice, and I feel confident

With reference to your directions of Ist ultimo> 
to make experiments as to the degree of prevention 
against ignition into flame which Timber, saturated 
with Sir IVm. Bumetfs solution, affords compara- 
tively with Wood of the same and unprepared, we 
have the honour to state, that we have very care- 
fiiUy instituted a series of experiments on this sub- 
jest, of which the following are the results. 

Eleven different kinds of Timber were tried, each 
piece was two feet loi^, five inches wide, and three 
mches thick. Each piece was cut into two equal 
parts one foot long, and one part was prepared with 
a strong solution ot chloride of zinc, (m tne propor- 
tion of lib of chloride to four of water,) the other 
part was unprepared. 

Care was taken, after the preparation, to endea- 
vour to bring both to the same degree of dryness. 
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One of the Furnaces at the Metal Mills, in which 
the cakes of Copper are heated previous to rolling, 
was selected for the experiments. The heat of this 
Furnace was \ety great 

KiTid of Timber and Result of Experiments. 

African Oak — The unprepared burst into a strong 
flame in twenty-five seconds. 
The prepared continued to resist flame for two 
minutes, and then a weak flame began to play 
gently over its surface. 

English Oak — Unprepared burst into flame in five 
seconds. 

Prepared burst into flame in forty seconds, (a small 
flame,) at the end of ten minutes, the unprepared 
was rather more consumed than the other, but 
the diflference was not considerable. 

Italian Oak — Unprepared ignited into flame in fifteen 
seconds. 

Prepared into a small flame in thirty-five seconds. 

Dantzic Fir — Both prepared and unprepared being 
thrust towards the hottest part of the furnace, 
burst into flame immediately, but the heat was 
considered too great for sucn an experiment 

!New Zealand Cowdie — Placed not so far in the fur- 
nace as the above, but both immediately ignited 
into flame; the prepared however, burnt less 
fiercely than the other. 

Higfi Fir — Placed near the mouth of the furnace, the 
prepared was decidedly less inflammable than 
the other ; it ignited into flame some time after 
the unpreparea 

Pitch Pine — Unprepared burst into flame in five se- 
conds, prepflured resisted flame for six and a half 
seconds and then gave out a feeble flame. 

■Bed Pine (Canada) — Red hot iron placed over both. 
The unprepared burst into flame immediately. 
The prepared gave no symptoms of flame, and 
the iron became cold without its inflaming. 

JSIm (Canada) — Placed in the hot pots containii^ the 
Copper cakes lately ladled out of the remiing" 
furnace. 

The unprepared ignited into flame in half a min- 
ute^ The prepared into a very much smaller 
flame in two and a half minutes. 

Tellow Pine, (Canada) — ^Placed in the cake pots, 
similarly to the before mentioned. 
The unprepared burst into flame inunediately. The 

Erepared was watched for twelve minutes, but 
urst not into flame at all 
The heat was great 

A second experiment was tried on this timber by 
placing red hot iron on it The unprepared 
Ignited immediately into fliame. . The prepared 

. not at alL 

It appears from the above experiments that some 
of the prepared Woods, (especially the Canada Yel- 
low Pine,) have resisted ignition into flame to an ex- 
traordinary degree. 

We are of opinion that Yellow Pine Timber pre- 
pared in tl^ way might be used most beneficially, 
not only for Magazine, and Light Room Bulk-heads, 
but also for all the Bulk-heads of a Ship. There ap- 
.pears to be nothing in the solution calculated to in- 
juriously affect the Tiealth of the crew, and if by pre- 
paring X ellow Pine Timber in this way, it might be 
made as durable as the Timber generally used for 
Bulk-heads, it would be found to possess the double 
Advantage of preserving the Timber, and of prevent- 
ing its ignition into flame.

With reference to your Mem. 20th March last, di- 
recting me to report whether we propose that Bulk- 
heads should be prepared with Sir fF. Bttmetfs solu- 
tion of the same strength as that used in the experi- 
ments described in our letter of the 16th March last, 
that is eight times the usual strength, and if so, what 
would be the expense of fitting a Line of Battle 
Ship in that manner, also the expense of solution 
even of the ordinary strength, we have the honour to 
state that we have instituted several experiments, 
with a view to ascertain what strength of the solution 
would successfully resist ignition into flame ; the fol- 
lowing are the results : — 

1st The hard woods, such as African Dantzic, and 
English Oaks, are not much affected by the solution 
in respect of ignition into flame whatever be the 
strength of the solution. 

2d. In the case of the ordinary strength (1 lb. of 
the chloride to 4 gallons of water,) the prepared and 
unprepared Woo& are very nearly alike. 

3rd. In solution of 1 lb. of chloride of zinc to H 
gallons of water and do. to 2 do. We found tiiat cer- 
tain woods when exposed to the immediate contact 
of iron heated to a blood-red heaty didnotataU ignite 
into flame, whereas unprepared wood of the same kind 
burst into flame immediately. 

The following are the Woods : — 

1 lb. to H gallons of Water. 
Dantzic. 
SpruQe. 
Polish LarcL 
Scotch 
Yellow Pine. 

1 lb. to 2 gallons of Water.

In reference to the conversation wherewith you 
honoured me yesterday, respecting the employment 
of certain proposed W oods in the rebuilding of Que- 
becy and the formation of Railways in Canada^ I beg 
to state, that if it were determined to send out either 
Sir W. Bumetfs or Payne's Apparatus, I appre- 
hend there would still be time to do so, previous to 
the departure of the last fell ships for Ae St. Lawrence, 
at the cost of about a thousand pounds ; and reallv 
when one reflects on the enormous expenditure which 
is asai to have attended the transport of a single 24 
jwunder, during the last Amerian War in winter 
time, from Montreal to Kingston^ and that the object 
of the present suggested outlay would bean eminent, 
and timely, beneficept one, I would venture respect- 
fully to press it on the consideration of Government 
It is a plan indeed, which I feel so much confidence 
in myself, as to have the desire to xmdertake it as a 
financial speculation, if I had the funds conveniently 
at hand to do so. 

Since- writing thus far, I have been called on by 
the Secretary of Sir W,. Bumetfs Company, who 
says he would undertake the shipmrat of an A.ppa- 
ratus on their plan, this season, which Payne will not, 
as he requires three monllis' preparation, and says 
there are six prepared for the Kussian Government, 
which it has taken twelve months to complete. 

I venture no opinion on the respective merits of 
these rival processes, but am satisfied that either pro- 
cess would prevent the fibrous portions of the wood 
from flaming, and thus afford tne required security 
from sudden or extensive ignition. 



Should it be considered desirable to send out spe- De«|i 
cimens of either, or both of the modes of preparati<Hi, 
to the Governor General, they can be had by refer- 
ence to the respective Patentees. 

The two tremendous calamities which have occur- 
red so closely on each other at the ill-fated place in 
question, may be regarded as of a public nature ; but , 
a great portion of tlie individual settiers in the Pro- 
vince have to go through the ordeal of having their 
houses at least once burnt down, as it happened to 
myself some years ago, whilst at sea on my way 
home. 

Independent of the large sum voted by Parliament 
here and applicable to the relief of the sufferers, both 
the Admindty and the Ordnance Departments have 
building, and other operations going on in the Pro- 
vince ror which the Apparatus recommended might 
be used. 

It would be alike applicable, in all likelihood, for 
the construction of Eailways, and especially desira- 
ble in the section of the Western District about Port 
Samia, where I reside, since there is no stone to be 
had even for the formation of common roads, which 
are now constructed of mere planks. 

I have applied. Sir, the usual terms of parlance in 
speaking of the two appalling catastrophes in ques* 
tion, but after all they may eventually prove blessed 
events, if as I hope and trust they produce a 
kindly fusion of the repulsive feelings between the 
two races, — if the sympathy shown by their neigh- 
hours to the French portion who are the principal 
sufferers on the spot, and the extensive subscnp- 
tions promoted here at home, and the paternal care 
both of the Governor General wid of your Depart- 
ment, all tend to create that grateful and congenial 
return of sentiment which may be confidentiy antid- 
pated. ♦ 

Your obliging condescension. Sir, has encouraged 
me to go into these latter details, which I trust you 
will excuse. . 

Any expense or fatigue or trouble which I may 
have mcurred by my return from Liverpool, and 
change of route, will be amply repaid, if 1 can find 
that I have been of the least service in the matters 
herein treated.

My Lord, 

By thia day's Post, I have received fi-om Canada 
a copy of the " Royal Grazette," published by aii- , 
thority, and dated Ist October, 1845, wherein I findj 
two Letters from Your Lordship, bearlngr date 
Downu^ Street, 30th August, 1845. One addressed 
to the Governor and the otner to the Lieutenant ! 
Governor of that Colony, recommending to the con-| 
sideration of the Colonial Government the propriety 
of adopting the Patent process of Sir Hllliam Bur- 
nett, in preparing wood for house and ship building, 
as a means of diminishing the risk of fire. 

This recommendation on the part of Her Majesty*s 
Government, appears to be founded on a Report 
(also given in {he Royal Gazette) made by certain 
authorities of Portsmouth Dock Yard, detailing the 
result of a scries of experiments performed by them 
upon different descriptions of woods, which had been 
saturated with a strong solution of Chloride of Lime. 
I beg to be permitted to state, that the Chloride of 
Lime is not the material patented by Sir William 
Burnett, but the Cldoride of Zinc. If, therefore. Her 
Majesty's Government meant to recommend the 
adoption of Sir Hllliam Burnetts process, and which 
process, he in his letter to Your Lordship, (also given 
m the Royal G^ette,) states the Government were 
employing extensively in the Dock Yard here, it is 
evident the above Report must lead the Colonial 
Government into error; the Chloride of Lime bemg 
the material used and recommended in ity and not 
the Chloride of Zinc, the .latter being Sir William 
Burnetts Patent. That the Chloride of Lime is ef- 
fective in diminishing the tendency to combustion 
in wood, I do not doubt, and it forms one of the 
principal ingredients used and patented by me in my 
process, but certidnly it forms no part of Sir Wil- 
liam Btcmetts Patent, and may be used singly by 
any person choosing to do sa 

If used singly however, although effective in ar- 
resting the progress of fire, there is one serious and 
well known objection against it, namely, its extremely 
deliquescent nature, causing continued damp — an 
objection evidently &tal to its adoption in tliis state, 
for either house or ship building purposes. This ob- 
jection b removed by my Patent, my process being 
in using this Salty to combine with it a metallic Salt, 
and thus create a new and insoluble compound, 
equally protective against fire, and free firom the ob- 
jection of being any longer ddiquescent* 

Having thus brought these facts under Your 
Lordship^ notice, it remains for you to adopt such 
measures as, under such circumstances, you may 
deem proper, and as may be best calculated to canr 
out the wise and humane intentions of Her Majesty s 
Government, in directing the attention of the Colo- 
nial Government to the adoption of some means for 
ameliorating, if not entirely preventing, the frightful 
consequences attendant on nres in th^ portions of 
the British Possessions. 

Had I been made aware of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment having instituted inquiries oh tms subject, and 
directed experiments to he gone into, I would not 
have failed respectfuUy to have claimed for my pro- 
cess a fiiU and searching investigation, the result of 
which I presume to think, could not have been 
otherwise than satisfactory. These experiments 
however appear to have been confined simply to a 
process, supposed to have been that patented by Sir 
William Burnett^ Physician General to the Navy, 
nor does any step appear to have been taken to as- 
certain whether the miportant object in view coulc 
have bei^n obtained more effectually by any other 
means. 



I therefore beg respectfully to ask of Your Lord- De^«tck. 
ship, to cause inquiry to be immediately made with 
reference to the statement I have herein submitted, 
and fnrther that Your Lordship will give instructions 
to such competent parties as you may think fit, to 
investigate, and report upon my process, particularly 
as to itb effectiveness for the object now contemplate 
ed ; and in making this last request, I ask the favour 
of Your Lordship's perusal of Mr. Richard Philtipp^s 
Report to the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Woods and Forests, c(^y of which I ^close.

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

I have, by your direction, and with assistance of 
Mr. Payne, submitted to numerous experiments his 
process for preserving Timber from decay. 

This method consists in depriving wood of its air, 
by an exhausting process, causing it then to absorb a 
solution, and afterwards forcing into it another solu- 
tion, which shall so act upon the first contained in 
the pores of the wood as by chemical decomposition 
to impregnate it with a solid material, and such as it 
is presumed will be cflScacious in preventing its decay. 

In order to prepare for the more direct experiment, 
it appeared to me to be proper to determine whether 
the process proposed by Mr. Payne b such as to 
ensure tiie penetration of the Timber by the solutions 
which he employs. With this view, a block of 
wood was immersed in water for twenty-four hours, 
and on weighing it at the expiration of that time it 
was found to have absorbed less than seven per cent 
of water ; whereas a block of similar timber, submit- 
ted for only ten minutes to Mr. Payne's exhausting 
and forcing process, gained upwards of fift^ per cent 
of water. Being tiius satisfied that it is easy to 
penetrate Timber with a liquid to a gi-eat extent, I 
aflerwards tried repeated experiments with Mr. 
Payne's decomposing process with some of the various 
solutions contemplated in his Patent; which of these 
it would be better to employ, it would require ex- 
perience to determine. I found, however, that it 
would be easy to deposit eight per cent of solid, and 
presumed protecting matter, in the body of the 
Timber. 

This was determined by subiecting the Wood, 
afler impregnation, to a very high temperature, and 
afterwaras weighing from time to time during ten 
days. 

Time only can determine whether any substance 
thus introduced into Timber, can preserve it from 
decay, and there is much evidence m favour of ih^ 
actual existence of such protecting power ; and I am 
of opinion that Mr. Payne^s plan will probably prove 
the most efBcacious that has hitherto been proposed, 
on account of the great penetration which it effects, 
and the insolubility attending much of the matter in- 
troduced. 

I therefore take the liberty of adding, that should 
you contemplate the use of any preservative material,. 
Mr. Payne^s process is, in my opinion, well worthy 
of being submitted to the test of experiment on a 
considerable scale, and I may add that some of the- 
substances employed by him diminish the combusti- 
bility of Timber to a very considerable degree.

His Lordship will regret lif any prejudice has been 
occasioned to your interests by this mistake in the 
publication in Canada of Sir William Burnett's in- 
vention, and will be happy to remedy the inconveni- 
ence, if any, by ti^nsmitting to the Governor General 
of Canada copies of this Correspondence with you.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of Your Lord- 
8hii)'3 Despatch No. 308, of the 5th of July last, en- 
closing the copy of a Memorial which you had re- 
ceived from the Masters and owners of British Ships 
trading to Quebec^ suggesting the adoption of certam 
remedies for the inconvenience to which they are at 
present subjected by the constant infringement by 
their seamen of the engagements into which they 
have entered previously to quitting this country. 

Her Majesty's Government entertain no doubt of 
the existence of the evil complained of, to a consider- 
able extent, and they think it advisable that some 
measures should be adopted for checking the practice 
of desertion. 

The remedies suggested by the Memorialists are 
as follows : — 

1st. That every Ship-owner sending a new vessel 
from Canada to the United Kingdom should be com- 
pelled previously to import two-thirds of its comple- 
ment of sailors. 

2. That the seamen in Canada should be registered, 
and that the Masters and Owners of Provincial vessels 
proceeding to sea, should be prohibited from taking 
to sea any seaman, without a ticket of registry (it is 
presumed either British or Canadian), 

3. That until this Law be passed, vessels of the 
United Kingdom proceeding from Canada should be 
relieved of the restrictions as to taking seamen with- 
out a registered Ticket 

With regard to the first of these proposed remedies, 
Her Majesty's Government would be unwilling to 
recommend so novel a restriction on ship builders of 
Canada to be imposed by the Imperial or even by 
the Provincial Parliament, until other available means 
had been tried to prevent desertion. 

In the first instance, it would be better to try the 
second remedy proposed, which, although it might 
not prevent desertion altogether, would, atleaat> it is 
conceived, materially check it 

You are therefore at liberty to invite the Canadian 
Legislature to pass a law establishing a system of 
Registration of their own seamen, ajad prohibiting 
Masters, &c, of vessels proceeding from Canada, 
from eng^ing seamen without either a Canadian or 
Imperial Kegister Ticket. 



With respect to the third proposition, Her Ma- Detp«tA» 
jesty's Government entertain great doubts whether 
the complaining parties in Canada, and probably the 
authorities there, have not placed an inaccurate con- 
struction upon the Merchant Seamen's Act, by 
erroneously supposing that it prohibits the engage- 
ment in Canada of seamen without a Register Ticket, 
by Masters, &c, of Ships registered in the United 
Kingdom. 

Tne Law Officers of the Cn)wn having been con- 
sulted on the subject, they have reported their opinion, 
that the Act does not prohibit the taking seamen 
to sea, without a ticket, m vessels returning to the 
United Kingdom, in sailing from Canada, Quebec, 
or any other Colonial Port. 

! I enclose a copy of that opinion for your informa- 
tion, and for the guidance of the Provincial authori- 
ties.

My Lord, 

I have to direct Your Lordship's attention to 
the following remarks on an Act passed by the Legis- 
lature of Canada during their last Session, distin- 
guished in the records of this Office as No. 232, and 
entitled, "An Act to Incorporate the St Lawrence 
and Atlantic Railroad Company." 

The 38th section, which fixes the maximum rates 
which the Company are to charge for the carriage of 
passengers and goods, gives them power to a^ter all 
or any of those rates so long as they keep within the 
maximum. A similar power is given to Railway 
Companies in this country by the 90th section of the 
Act 8th and 9th Victoria, chap. 20; but, lest that 
power should be abused for the purpose of prejudicing 
or fevouring particular parties, or of collusively cre- 
ating a monopoly, a proviso is introduced, that the 
same charges shcdl always be made upon all persons, 
and upon all goods, imder the same circumstances. 
A similar precaution ought to be adopted in the 
present case. 

But the 50th clause is open to a more serious ob- 
jection. It gives power to the Company to take 
I possession of such parts of the Rivers St Lawrence 
I and Richelieu, or of any other rivers which may be 
[required for the use of the Railway; but there is no 
i provision (except a partial one in respect of the 
Richelieu) for preventmg the erection of works which 
might ifijure the navigation of either of those rivers. 

It would be very desirable that Your Lordship 
should obtain an amendment of these clauses, more 
especially the latter; and in the mean time. Her 
Majesty's decision upon the Act will be suspended.

General of Canada. That the result of that corres- 
pondence is to show that Mr. and Mrs. Harris were 
married in Canada in the year 1832 — that he was at 
that time residing there as an Officer attached to his 
Begiment, the act of Adultery on account of which 
the parties have been divorced was apparently com- 
mitted in Canadoy — that Mr. Harris bad no other 
domicile there than such as attached to him in his 
Military capacity, — ^that in the year 1841, Mr. Harris 
returned with his Begiment to the United I^ngdom, 
and has not since resided in Canada, — that l^Irs. 
Harris also quitted Canada for the West Indies, — 
that the Bill of Divorce was passed in March 1845 
and during the absence of both parties from the 
Province. 

That Your Lordship further directed Mr. Hope to 
request that we would report our ' joint opinion 
whether if this Bill should be confirmed by Her 
Majesty, the Courts of Law in this Kingdom would 
consider such an Act as a valid divorce within this 
Kingdom of Mr. and Mrs. Harris, and whether 
notwithstanding the Act, they would not within 
this Kingdom and elsewhere beyond the limits of 
Canada, still retain, in point of Law, their conjugal 
relation towards each other.

In obedience to Your Lordship's commands we Dwpatcbai. 
have the honour to report that as the parties were 
not domiciled in Canada at the time of the passing 
of the Act for the dissolution of the marriage, we are 
of opinion that the Courts of Law in this Kingdom, 
would not, if such Bill were confirmed by Her 
Majesty, consider such an Act as a valid divorce. 

We further think that Mr. and Mrs. Harris would, 
notwithstanding such Act, retain in point of Law 
their conjugal rebtion towards each other, within 
this Kinji^dom, and wheresoever else beyond the 
limits of Canada the Laws of England prevaiL

I have the honour to transmit to Your Lord- BriiSih pianu- 
ship, herewith, an Order made by Her Majesty in ▼e»ei«. 
Council on the 23d instant, leaving to its operation 
an Act passed by the L^islature of Canada, No. 
212, to secure the right of property in British Plan* 
tation Vessels. 

The last clause, however, enacts that this Act 
shall cease if at any time the Lnperial Act 3 and 4, 
}VilL IV. chap. 55, entitled, "An Act for the rois- 
tering of British Vessels,'^ shall be extended to vessels 
navigating the Inland Waters of the Province of 
Canada. This Act having, however, been repealed 
by the Act 8 and 9 Vict., chap. 89, it would be de- 
sirable that the original Act, Na 212, should be 
amended by introducing the words "or any other 
Act for the Begistering of British Ships," imme- 
diately after the words "the Act of Parliament," 
(viz.: 3 and 4, JVilL IV. c. 55,) entitled "An Act 
for the Registering of British Ships."

My Lord, 

I find that the impulse which has been given in Raiinajt. 
every other part of the civilized world to plans of 
Eailway commimication has been felt in many of the 
Britbh Colonies. The subject has been pressed on 
my attention from mimy different quarters and under 
circumstances both physical and economical as dis- 
tinct and as various as are the conditions of those 
widely extended settlements. 

To attempt to lajr down any one set of rules or 
even a single rule binding inflexibly on the Execu* 
tive Governments of them all, would obviously be fu- 
tile and impracticable. But the experience of this 
country has ascertained some general principles on 
the subject, the application of which is neither tran- 
sitory nor local, but which, it may now be presumed 
are applicable in various degrees to the legislation 
of every country in this new field of inquiry. The- 
object of this Despatch is to state, compendiously,, 
what those rules or principles are. 
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Despatches. It will, however be convenient that you should be 
in possession, in the utmost practicable detail, of all 
the provisions which have been established, either by 
positive Statutes, or by standing orders of both 
Houses of Parliament for the more effectually pre- 
venting the evils and securing the advantages incident 
to the creation of new lines of Railway in this coun- 
try. I subjoin a list of the various documents of this 
nature which accompany this Despatch. You will of 
course find in them much which could not be applied 
to the circumstances of the Colony under your Go- 
vernment. But you will also find much which will 
greatly abridge the labour of dmwing up any Rail- 
way Acts and much which embodies in a small space 
the results of long and laborious investigations and 
of very costly experiments. 

But whatever may be the utility or inutility of such 
details, I revert to the more general topic which has 
been already mentioned. 

1st. Then it is necessary that it should be ex- 
pressly stipulated in the fonnation of every Railway 
Company, that the Legislature shall be free by any 
future enactments to repeal, alter or amend any part 
of the original grant without being responsible on 
that account, to provide compensatioh or indemnity 
to the Shardioldei-s. It is, of course, assumed that 
in the exercise of this reserved authority, the Local 
Legislature will always respect the obligations of 
justice and sound policy. But to attempt once for all 
to enact a law of tnis kind which is thenceforward to 
remain unchangeable unless the concurrence of the 
Shareholders can be obtained or purchased, would be 
to subject society at large to all the hazards of what 
must, at first, be a precarious and doubtful experi- 
ment 

2nd. You will regard it as an indispensable preli- 
minary to the enactment by Her Majesty of a Rail- 
way Bill, that of the proposed Capital one-tenth at 
least should have been actually invested in good and 
available securities for the prosecution of the work. 

3rd. Every Railway Bill ought to contain provi 
fiions for the conveyance of the Royal IVfails. The 
object of sDch provisions should be to secure mode- 
ration in the charges of conveyance, and to afford the 
utmost possible fadlity for the effectual discharge of 
this branch of the public service. Reference may be 
made on this head to such sections of the Imperial 
Railway Acts as relate to it 

4th. Every such Bill should also contain all neces- 
sary provisions to insure the prompt and punctual 
conveyance of Her Majesty's Forces, whether belong- 
ing to the Regular Army or to the Militia, and of all 
Policemen, Constables, or others, travelling on Her 
Majesty's service. Rules of this nature will be found 
in the accompanying Acts of Parliament 

5th. In the contingency of Electrical Telegraphs 
Wn^ established on any une of Railway, provision 
should be made for a proper controul and superinten- 
dence of them, according to the terms or spirit of the 
section of the Act of Parliament on that subject 

6th. The Statute 7th and 8th Victoria, chap. 85, 
sect 1, contains a provision respecting the revision 
of the scale of Tolls on Railways, and the fixing a 
new scale in cases where afler 21 years the profits 
shall have exceeded 10 pfer cent The principle of 
this clause, with the substitution of 15 per cent for 
10, and of seven years for three, as the basis of the 
average to be calculated, ought, I apprehend to be 
adopted in every Colonial Railway Act 

7th. The second section of the same Act contains 
provisions for the purchase if it shall be thought fit, 
by the State, afler a certain la^e of time, and on the 
terms there prescribed of any Railway. In substance 
such a provision should form a part of any Act which 
may be passed in the Colony under your Govern- 
ment 



8th. The fifth section of the same Statute contains D«i|»tdi«». 

a provision for the keeping and the inspection of the , 
accounts of Railway Companies, which, with the ne- 
cessary variations of form, should, I think constitute 
an integral part of every Railway Bill which may be 
passed in any British Colony. It is however ma- 
terial that you should observe with respect to the 
three last provisions, that they are not mtended to 
rule afiirmatively by anticipation the questions to 
which they relate, or in any manner to prejudge the 
policy of the purchase of any Railway by the state, 
rhey have been prompted by the beheiT that the Rail- 
way system is still in a great degree an infant system, 
and that it is impossible accurately to predict the ac- 
companiments and effects of its maturity, or to mea- 
sure the exigencies which it may create. It has 
therefore been thought wise to take the best general 

fuarantee of which the circumstances will admit by 
eeping the field open for the free exercise at a future 
day, of the discretion of the Legislatures, and to pre- 
vent the growth of any notion of constructive or pre- 
scriptive claim on the part of the Companies to re- 
tain without reference to public interests, as they 
may hereafter stand, their original position. 

9th. You will find in the accompanying Acts vari- 
ous provisions which have the public safety for their 
immediate object Some modifications of them ipvill, 
of course, be requisite to meet peculiar local exigen- 
cies, but enactments of this kind very carefully con- 
sidered, are essential to all good legislation on the 
subject 

1 0th. In those Colonies in which Representative As- 
semblies exist and where the population is numerous 
there will, I tnist, be an adequate security both for 
the protection of private lights, and for preventing 
any improper favour being shewn to the interests of 
persons possessing peculiar local influence. In other . 
Colonies the security against abuses may be less per- 
fect and the duty of vigilance on the part of the 
Executive Government to prevent them^ may be the 
more urgent It is a duty, for the effective discharge 
of which, the Governor of every such Colony will 
consider himself as peculiarly responsible. 

Such appear to me to be the main general princi- 
i^es or provisions which ought to be embodied m any 
Railway Act which may be passed in the Colony 
under your Government 

You will perceive that my general object in fram- 
ing them has been to leave the freest scope to private 
and associated enterprize by the avoidance of all mi- 
nute interference, and at the same time to take some 
simple securities for testing the solidity of projects — 
for guarding gainst risk to life — and for guaranteeing 
to the public service from the first, a fair share of the 
advantages of the construction of anv Railway, and 
to the State as the representative of the public the 
means of dealing with future contingencies. But I 
do not venture to insist even on these provisions as 
absolutely indispensable, in every Colony and in 
every Railway Act I am too well aware of the 
diversity of circumstances prevailing in the various 
dependencies of the British Crown, to attempt so to 
fetter the discretion of the local Governments, or so 
to impede the free exercise of the discretion of Her 
Majesty's confidential Advisers. The practical pur- 
pose wnlch these Rules may serve is as follows : — It 
will not be necessary to reserve for the signification 
of Her Majesty's pleaaure any Railway Law which 
satisfies all these conditions! On the other hand, 
any Railway Law framed in neglect or disregard of 
them must be so reserved. In transmitting any 
Railway Law for the signification of Her Majesty s 
pleasure, vou will.distinctly point out to what extent 
these Rules have been followed or lieglected, and 
what are the reasons which, in any such case of ne- 
glect, are supposed to justify or to have occasioned 
it On the other hand, it may happen that in par- 
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D u f rtchM ticukr instances Companies may desire to accredit 
their schemes by soliciting a larger measure than I 
have proposed of the intervention of the Government. 
I do not object to the guarded extension of that in- 
tervention even beyond what the Legislature of the 
Colony imder your administration may generally re- 
quire, if it be with the active concurrence of the 
parties and without expense to the public. For ex- 
ample it may happen that parties may desire to sub- 
mit their projects to the examination of officers ap- 
pointed or approved by yourself for the purpose. In 
4such a case, or in any which you may judge to be 
analogous to it, 1 leave to your own unfettered dis- 
<5retion.

This Act stands for the signification of Her Ma- 
jesty's pleasure, and I am not able until an amend- 
ment shall have been introduced into it to advise 
Her Mjgesty to allow it. 

It involves two principles of great importance^ 
the first directly, ana the second virtudly. 

The first is the distinction between goods sea- 
borne, and goods otherwise imported. On this sub- 
ject I need simply refer you to what I have stated in 
regard to the proposal to levy inland countervailing 
duties upon goods generally. I am not. Your Lord- 
ehip will perceive, precluded by a difficulty aris- 
ing upon this part of the measure from advising its 
allowance, but I also find that for the duty of 5 per 
cent which has heretofore been payable upon leather 
and leather manu^acture8 imported into Canada^ 
rated imposts have been substituted, which appear to 
range generally from 10 per cent up to 25 or 30 per 
-cent ad valorem. In some cases a distinction is taken 
in favour of sea-borne articles — in others the appli- 
cation of the duty is uniform. 



Her Majesty's Government are not prepared to Despatches 
assent to the imposition on such British goods as are 
ordinarily sent to Canada from the United Kingdom 
or from a British Possession, of rates of duty sub- 
stantially higher than those which are levied xmder 
the previous Provincial Customs' Act, although they 
take no objection to the substitution, for duties ad 
valorem, of such fixed amounts as may be considered 
on the average equivalent to them. Your Lordship 
will consider this as their fixed decision, and will 
make it known accordingly. An amendment of the 
Act, to bring it into conformity with this decision 
is indispensable. 

Her Majesty's Government would very reluctantly 
consent to an increase of the duties iipon Foreign 
goods when imported bv sea into the British Colo- 
nies, as they stood before the passing of the Act 
now under consideration. 

If it be possible to consider the inland carriage as 
a matter rather for adjustment in the Province than 
as raising an Imperial question in which the particu- 
lar Colony can only be regarded as a portion of an 
Empire animated by a central and single principle 
of action, it is not possible, in the judgment of Her 
Majesty's Government, to extend this view to Mari- 
time Commerce, without the risk of great inconveni- 
ence. 

Any increase, however, of the kind to which I re- 
fer must not only be specifically and avowedly laid 
upon Foreign goods and upon Foreign goods alone, , 
when the article is one likewise produced in the 
United Kingdom or in the British Provinces, and 
entering into the Trade between them and the Pro- 
vince of Canada, but must likewise be supported by 
strong and special considerations to be stated for the 
information of the Government Whatevw influence 
of persuasion Your Lordship can exercise, you will 
employ for the purpose of reconmiending an adhe- 
rence to the conmiercial principles of the Circular of 
my predecessor, dated 28th June, 1843, or at the 
least of moderating the disposition to cdl for aug- 
mentations of difierential duties upon Foreign pro- 
ductions. 

I could have wished to find in this Act the usual 
exemption from duty of supplies required for Her 
Myesty's Forces.

adoption of such provision, together with the amend- 
ment to which I have above aBverted, as indispensa-

My Lord, 

I have received your Lordship's Despatches dated Official' 
the 12th and the 20th of May, 1845, and numbered S*^*^*** 
respectively 273 and 278, accompanied by the official 
transcripts of seven Bills passed by the Council and 
Assembly of Canada but reserved by yourself for 
the signification of Her Majesty's pleasure thereon. 

The Bill No. 315, authorizing the creditor of a 
public officer, to attach a certain proportion of that 
officer's salary in satisfaction of a judgment obtamed 
against him, appears to be regarded bjr Your Lord- 
smj) as defensible, only on the assumption that some 
similar Law is in force in this Country. The Law 
of England however had not hitherto established any 
such rule. 

When a Public Officer in this Kingdom becomes 
insolvent it is entbely at the discretion of his Supe- 
rior Officer to determine at the instance of his Credi- 
tors, what proportion, if any of the Debtor's salary 
shall be appropriated to the dischiu:^e of his debts. 
I am not aware that any iniustice has resulted, or 
has been allied to result from this practice. To 
establish by a positive Law, the rule contemplated in 
this Bill, would, as it should seem, be to give to a man's 
Creditors, such a vested right in his mture official 
earnings, as would afford an obstacle almost insuper- 
able to the removal of such a person fh>m office, even 
in the case of his incompetency being clearly estab- 
lished. 

Another effect of the Bule would be to compel 
the Government to retain the services of a man 
whose official income when so reduced might become 
insufficient for his decent maintenance, and therefore 
an insufficient guarantee for his fidelity, especially if 
employed in any office of pecuniary trust, — on the 
other hand the withholding from creditors prospec- 
tively the proposed power of attachment could hftfdly 
be productive of much inconvenience, because the 
effect would apparently be only to diminish in an 
equal extent tne power of public officers to obtain 
money or goods on credit ' 

These considerations compel me to pause in ad- 
vising Her Majesty to assent to this Bill, but I may 
of course be misled by some false analogy between 
the circumstances and wants of this Kongdom and of 
Canada, in this respect I have therefore to desire 
that Your Lordship would lay this Despatch before 
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Dttpatehtt. the Executive Council of the Province, and would 
report to me your own and their omnion whether for 
these reasons it would be fit that ttie Bill should not 
be allowed in its present form. If Your Lordship 
, . and the Executive Council should, on the other 

hand, be in fiivour of the allowance of it by the 
Qi^n, I should wish to be fully in possession of the 
grounds of that opinion.

The said George S. Tiffany y Esquire, was accord- G. 8- Tlft«y, 
ingly colled, and appeared at the Bar of the House, 
and was examined oy the Honourable Mr. Solicitor 
General Sherwood, as follows : — 

Question 1. Are you one of the Commissioners ap- 
pointed bv this House to take the Evidence on the 
trial of the Contested Election for the County of 
Middlesex. 

Ansioer. I am. 

Question 2. Why has not a Return been made by 
the Commissioners of their proceedings upon the saui 
Commission. 

Answer. I appear at the Bar of this Honoura- 
ble House, in obedience to an Order of this 
Honourable House, in the matter of the Con- 
tested Election for the County of Middlesex, call- 
ing upon the Commissioners to account for their 
neglect in not returning the Commission issued 
by Order of this Honourable House. I b^ to state, 
for the information of this Honourable House, that 
the Commissioners finished taking evidence early in 
the month of July last, and adjourned over to the 
16th day of October last, in order then to make the 
Return of the Commission. 

I was unable to give my attendance on l^t day, 
in consequence of severe illness which confined me to 
my bed, and therefore I had, some days previously, 
requested Mr. Notman to inform the other Com- 
missioners of my inability to attend on the day to 
which we had adjourned ; from this time, until the 
month of Februaxy, I had no communication with 
either of the other Commissioners, excepting with 
reference to the entry on the record of our proceed- 
ings, of a minute made bv me explanatory of the 
causes of our adjoiuimient from the month of March 
to that of J une, 1845, and also containing my opinion 
as to an alleged Protest said to have been made by 
one of the contending parties. 

On the second (ky of February last, being at 
London, I saw Mr. Horton, the Churman of the 
Commission, who informed me, to my surprise, that 
he had again adjourned to some day in March last. 
I then stated to him that unless the Commission 
should be returned, by the first day of the meeting 
of Parliament, that I feared it would be considered 
a contempt of this Honourable House. I also urged 
him to make the Return as soon as possible ; since 
that time I have had no communication from either 
of the Commissioners, but I have heard it rumoured 
in this City that they had again adjourned to some 
day in the present month. 

I also b^ leave to state, that my place of residence 
is about eighty miles distant from that of the other 
Conmiissioners, and the places for holding the sittings 
of the Commission, which rendered frequent persoim 
intercourse with them inconvenient My opimon was» 
and is, that the Chairman has the direction of the 
movement^ of the Commissioners, and that the duty 
of returning the Commission more particularly de* 
volves upon him. I was also of the opinion that, 
having b^n unavoidably absent upon the sixteenth 
day of October last, my signature and s«d to the re- 
turn was unnecessary ; 3tiU had I been requested to 
assist in making the return at any subsequent time, 
I woTild most cneerftdly have done so. 

I b^ to assure this Honourable House, that 
I have endeavoured, on all occasions, &ithfull^ 
to discharge my duties as a Commissioner in this 
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matter, and that nothing would give me greater 
concern and regret than to be considered dis- 
obedient to the lawful commands of this Honourable 
House, or disrespectful of its high powers and privi- 
leges. 

Ordered, That George S. Tiffany, Esquire, be di- 
rected to withdraw. 

Mr. Tiffany then withdrew. 

Resolved, That the said George S, Tiffany, Esquire, 
has satisfactorily answered the neglect charged 
against him as one of the Commissioners, for 
tScin^ evidence on the trial of the Contested 
Election for the County of Middlesex.

2. Is the present institution in actual operadon^ 
and if so, for what len^ of time has it been so? — 
It has been in operation two vears ; the number of 
reformed females within its walls is now about thirbr* 
three; there are eighteen ladies connected with the 
management of the establishment, — ^they also pro- 
vide for and educate a numbe^ of orphan ^rls; the 
whole number of persons in the establisnment is 
about sixty or seventy, and thev might, beneficially, 
be extended to two or three hundred. I consider 
the institution as tending greatly to the promotion of 
morality. The property they now hold consists of

S^ort on P«- Mr. Prince, from the Select Committee to which 
of J. was referred the Petition of John Macara, of the 
City of Toronto, presented to the House the Report 
of the said Committee, which was again read at the 
Clerk's table, and is as foUoweth :—

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Your Committee have examined the certificates R«pwt on Pt- 
and documents produced in sui)port of the Petition, Jj^JSri.*^ ^' 
and they find that the said John Macara served a 
Clerkship of five years with a writer to the Signet 
in the City of Edinburgh, previous to entering upon 
which the said John Macara attended all the Litemry 
Classes of the University of Edinburgh, required by 
the Society of Writers to the Signet from members 
of their body; — that he afterwards attended the Law 
Classes of the said University, during his clerkship ; 
and that upon these qualifications, which would have 
entitled him to admission to the Supreme Court of 
Scotland, he was duly admitted to practice before the 
Sherift*'s Courts of Scotland. 

Your Committee further find that the swd John 
Macara, has duly served under articles of Clerkship 
to an Attorney at Law and Solicitor in Chancery in 
this Province, since the 1st June, 1842, and that he 
has been a member of the Law Society of Upper 
Canada for upwards of three years. 

Your Committee beg further to report, that the 
said John Macara has produced to them testimonials 
from very high authorities in favor of his character 
and ability for the practice of his profession. 

Your Committee are of opinion that the said John 
Macara is only debarred from practising in the Courts 
of this Province by the rigid construction placed upon 
the Statute 7 Will IV., c. 15, which has not des- 
cribed the Scottish Courts bv the terms applied to 
them in Scotland, and has thus excluded the great 
body of Scottish Solicitors from the privileges en- 
joyed by English and Irish Solicitors in this Pro- 
vince, — an exclusion, however, which falls with un- 
xiBual severity on the Petitioner, in as much as his 
qualifications entitled him to rank in the highest class 
of Scottish Practitioners. 

While your Committee would recommend the 
claim of Mr. Macara to relief, as one entitled, in its 
peculiar circumstances to the favourable considera- 
tion of the Provincial Parliament ; — they would also 
recommend that a general measure should be intro- 
duced, admitting Solicitors, Writers, or Advocates, 
before the Sheriff's Courts of Scotland, after service 
of three years in this Province, to the privileges en- 
joyed here by English and Irish Solicitors.

\ Of Robert Flemhig Gourlay ; setting forth : — That, 
in the case of your Petitioner, a Report was sub- 
mitted to your Honourable House, September 11, 
1841, as follows: — 

" Report of Select Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the Petition of Robert F. Gourhxy, Esquire, 
have the honour to report : — 

" Your Committer having investigated the Petition, 
and examined witnesses in relation to the same, and 
procured affidavits from persons cognizant of the 
matters and allegations contained therein, find the 
following facts fuUy proven. 

" The Petitioner, Mr. Gourlay, first vi^ted Canada 
in the year 1817, where he had acquired property by 
marriage, and also by purchase; and commenced 
statistical enquiries into the capabilities of the Pro- 
vince ; in the course of which he became aware of 
the existence of various abuses. He then proposed 
that a Commission should be appointed to proceed to 
Great Britain, to have these abuses rectified; and 
held public meetings for that purpose, accounts of 
the proceedings of which were published in a pam- 
phlet, which was generally approved of by the people 
of the Province, but, bjr those in power, was con- 
sidered as having a seditious tendency ; and he was^ 
therefore, arrested, and put on his trial for sedition, 
B,t Kingston; but, being acquitted, he was again tried 
at Brockville, with, however, a similar result 

" He then had to proceed to New York, on busi- 
ness ; and, on his return, was imprisoned in the Graol 
at Niagara, where ill treatment, m being confined in 
a cell for five weeks, in the dog dajs, debarred fi^m 
the sight of, or communication with his friends, his 
counsel, and the magistrates of the district, threw 
both his body and mind into such a state as to render 
him totally unfit to defend himself upon his trial, or 
even to comprehend his arraignment The result of 
the trial was, that' he was banished from the Pro- 
vince, under pain of death should he return; his 
allied crime oeing, that he neglected to quit the 
country upon the order of a single ma^trate, (two 
Legislative Councillors) acting under an unjust con- 
struction of an unconstitutiond statute, most illegally 
exercised. 

"Your Committee do not think it necessary to- 
comment on such proceedings. 

" From the evidence adduced, which will be foimd 
in the Appendix to this Report, your Committee are- 
of opimon, that the arrest and imprisonment of the 
Petitioner, in Niagara, in 1819, was ill^al, uncon- 
stitutional, and without the nossibility of excuse or 
palliation: that, debarring nim from an interview 
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iL with his fnendfl or his cotmsel, was also ill^al, un- 
just, and unconstitutional : that, preventing magis- 
trates of a C!ounty or District from visiting the Gvtol 
of that County or I^istrict^ is a violation of all pro- 
priety ; and, if persisted in^ would lead to the most 
permcious consec^uences. 

*^ Your Committee are further of opinion, that his 
trial and sentence, when in a state of bodily and 
mental weakness, from suffering which he had under- 
gone, which prevented him from defending him- 
self, was unjust, unconstitutional, and cruel 

" Your Committee cannot but express a hope, that 
your Honourable House will do the Petitioner that 
justice, which has been so long denied him, and pass 
an Address to' His Excellency, the Governor General, 
declaratory of the above opinions, in order that the 
Crown may repudiate the transactions by which the 
Petitioner has been persecuted to his ruin ; and, that 
the L^islature may declare his banishment null and 
void ; and cause him to be compensated for the losses 
he has sustained by the unwarrantable exercise of 
authority. In the mean time, that some allowance 
be made to him, to defray his j^rsonal expenses while 
in attendance before the Legislature, defending the 
rights of a British subject 

" Your Committee are in possession of proofs, that 
during the rebellion, when the Petitioner was resident 
in the United States, His Excellency Sir Francis Band 
Head, then Lieutenant Governor of Upper Canada, 
derived from him the most important intelligence of 
the movements of the Briganos, then organizing for 
an attack on the Province, ifhis, your Committee 
humbly suggest, should neither be overlooked nor 
forgotten. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

Kingston, September 11, 1841.* 

That this Beport was debated, sustained, and stood 
among Orders of the day, for fiirther debate, till the 
16th September, when it was unanimously resblved, 
that a copy shoiild be communicated to the Governor 
GeneraL That, three weeks afterwards, the Adminis- 
trator of the Government caused to be paid to your 
Petitioner, the sum of Fifty Pounds, in part of ex- 
penses, in compliance with the recommendation of 
your Honourable House. That your Petitioner then 
resolved to proceed to Enghmd, there to lay the whole 
matter before the Imperial Parliament; and, with 
that intent, applied for Office Copies of necessary 
papers, which he procured, all but copies of two 
affidavits, then missing. That your Petitioner went 
to Quebec, for embarkation, hopmg to see the Gover- 
nor General, and be assured by him that copies of 
th.e said affidavits would be forthcoming when re- 
quired, &C. But,findingthat His Excellency wouldfirst 
arrive at Kingston, your Petitioner returned to that 
place, where, to his astonishment, he was served with 
a copy of a BepNort of a Committee of the Execu- 
tive Council, withstanding the opinions of your 
Honourable House. And thus it became necessary 
that he should remun in America till the Provin<nal 
Parliament was again in Session. 

In the month of September, 1842, your Petitioner 
had a Petition presented to your Honourable House, 
complaining of irregularity on the part of Crown 
Ministers, and praym? for enquinr mto the same. 
THiat Petition was referred to a Cfommittee, which 
widved its only object, and recommended that a Pen- 
rion should be granted to your Petitioner, "in con- 
sideration of his losses and sufferings," which he could 
not accept, as that recommendation confficted witii the 
BepoH of 1841 : in fact, it has subjected your Pe- 
titioner to unspeakable distress ; certainly^ not inten- 
tionally, for your Petitioner is assured that it pro- 
ce^ed from the greatest kindness. It put an end 
to aU hope of app^ to the Imperial Parlumient, and 
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furnished excuse for denying your Petitioner any Petiiim r«ti» 
allowance recommended by your Honourable House 
to be made to him " while defending the rights of a 
British subject" 

The Beport of 1841 was well digested, and Tem^- 
larly debated. Never was there a question before 
your Honourable House, wherein the dignity of tiie 
Crown was so deeply involved. Never were respon- 
sible Ministers so pledged to watchftdness, as when 
this question was debated. If aught could be said 
in behalf of ill used power, then was the time to say 
it. But, in fact, no plea could be put in, which 
could not instantiy be repelled. Not a word, in 
opposition, fell from Ministers of the Crown, on that 
occasion. On the contrary, bII acquiesced, at every 
stage ; and joined in the unanimous vote for address- 
ing the Governor General. 

After business was thus finished, what right had 
Ministers of the Crown to draw up a Beport in con- 
tradiction of the opinions of your Honourable House? 
Sir Richard Jackson had previously declared to your 
Petitioner^ that he would not enter on the considera- 
tion of the question, because " he was only in the 
temporary administration of the Government;" and 
your Petitioner had never expected that he would do 
anything of the kind. To your Petitioner, first and 
last, it has appeared a result of treachery and clan- 
destine interference : treachery on the part of Crown 
Ministers, and interference or some party interested 
in the issue. Nor can your Petitioner ima^e any 
subject more imperatively demanding enqmry. To 
him, the Beport of the Committee of the Executive 
Council seems a tissue of unwarrantable assertions 
and fallacious ar^ments; and he believes it was 
served upon him, m the hope, that he would succumb 
or perish in unequal combat 

xour Petitioner returned to Canada as a peace- 
maker, and for benevolent objects. He was encou- 
raged to remain, and petition the Legislature, by 
the unbounded kindness of the inhabitants. Your 
Honourable House has ever manifested towards him 
the warmest sympathy; and, his saddest reflection 
is, that stem duty has held him up as regardless 
and ungrateful. Indeed, duty to the rights and 
respectcS)ility of your Honourable House has thrust 
him into this cruel dilemma. 

Since 1841, your Petitioner, thoi^h labouring 
under every disadvanta^ has never, for a moment, 
relaxed exertions in this preat cause — the cause of 
truth and justice — ^which is equally yours and his ; 
a cause which must now or never be determined, as 
he is fast sinking beneath age and infirmity. 

In 1842 your Committee pleaded want of time for 
a full discussion of the subject Now, tiiere is need 
of no such plea: now, your Honourable House can 
investigate every circumstance: withstand every as- 
sault, and arrive at a satisfactory end. 

Your Petitioner has no doubt whatever, that your 
Honourable House can sustain the Beport of 1841, 
against that of the Executive Council; and, that 
opposing forces may be viewed at once, he will annex 
hereto a copy of that Beport 

He now entreats, that the whole of these premises 
may be taken into the serious consideration of your 
Honourable House. 

Copy of a Beport of a Committee of the Executive 
Council, of the 10th December, 1841, and 
approved by His Excellency the Adminis- 
trator of the Government, in Council, on 
13th December, on' the^ application of Mr. 
Robert F. Gourlay. 
The Committee of Coundl, in obedience to your 
Excellency's commands, have considered the appU- 
cation of Mr. Robert F, Ctowrlay, prayingto be in- 
formed, what he has to expect from the JSxecutive 
Government, in consequence of an Address of the 
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MUoMTMd. Honourable the Legisktive ABsemblyy founded npcm 
a Report o£ a Select Comniittee of that Honour- 
aUe House, of which the fiDUownig is an extract : — 
Your Committee cannot but express a hope, that 
^our Hofioinrable House will do the Petitioner that 
justice whidi has been so long denied him, and pass 
an Address to His Excellency the Governor General, 
declaratory of the above opinions, in order that the 
Crown may repudiate the transaction by which the 
Petitioner has been persecuted to his ruin, and that 
the Legislature may declare hb sentence of banish- 
ment null and void, and cause him to be compensated 
for the losses he has sustained by the unwarrantable 
exercise of authority: and, in the mean time, that 
some allowance be made to him, to defray his per- 
sonal expenses, while in attendance before the 
lature, defending the rights of a British subject'' 

The wrong complained of by Mr. Gmirlay, appears 
to have originated in an Act of the Provincial Par- 
liament, passed in the year 1804, entitled, " An Act 
for the better securing this Province i^nst all 
seditious attempts, or lesigns, to disturb the tran- 
quillity thereof.** 

This Act authorized the Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, or person administering the Government 
of the Province, the members of the L^slative and 
Executive Councils, the Judges of the Court of 
' King's Bench, or other persons authorized in that 
behalf, by warrant, to arrest any person or persons, 
not havii^ been an inhabitant or mhabitants of the 
Province, for the space of six months next preceding 
the date of such warrant, and not having taken the 
oath of alliance, who, bv words, actions, or other 
behaviour or conduct, hatn or have endeavoured, or 
hath or have given just cause to suspect, that he, she, 
or they, is, or are, about to endeavour, to alienate 
the minds of His Majesty's subjects of the stud Pro- 
vince, from his person, or his Government, or, in any 
wa^, with a seditious intent, to disturb the tran- 
quillity thereof, and, upon such arrest, and upon 
examination, to order such person to leave the pro- 
vince. 

The same Act provides, ''that, upon any such 
person being founa at lajge within the Province, 
without licence to return, granted by the Govern- 
ment, he should be committed, without bail, until 
released by the Government, or be delivered bv the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, in due course of law. 
And, that he should be liable to imprisonment and 
banishment, from which banishment, if he should 
again' return, without license, he shoidd be liable to 
suffer death as a felon." 

This Act has been long since repealed^ in the 
opinion of the Committee most wisely and properly, 
by the Legislature ; but, in the consideration of the 
present question, the Committee feel bound to look 
to the law as it stood at the time of the events com- 
plained of. 

It appears, that Mr. Gourhy^ upon information 
given upon oath, by a memb^ of (he House oi 
Assembly, was arrested, and brought before two 
members of the Legislative Council, upon a charge 
of having endeavoured, by words, actions, and 
haviour, to alienate the minds of His Miyesty's sub- 
jects from the King's person and Government, and 
to raise a rebellion against the IQng's Government, 
in the Province; and, not being able to give Ml 
ud complete satisfiaction to the gentlemen who 
issued the warrant, on these points, he was ordered, 
by them, to quit the Province within a time limited. 

Mr. Churhw chose to disregard the order thus 
given, and, by his disobedience, rendered Umself Uable 
to tbepeimhies of the Act: aiid b^i^ found at large 
witlmi the Province, contrary to its provisions, he 
was anested, tried, and con^ted, upon &e statute ; 
and sentenced to be imprisoned and banidied Mr. 



Ocfurlay now daims redress, and is desirous to know^T^lai 
the intentions of the Executive Govenitoent respect- 
ing his case. 

It appears, that, in accordance with one part of 
the Aadress, your Excellency has directed a pay- 
ment to Mr. Gourhy of fifty pounds. 

It is further required by the Address, that the 
Government should repudiate the transaction. 

The proceecling against Mr. Gourhy does not ap- 
pear to have been an act of the Executive Govern- 
ment, but of a tribunal exercising extraordinarjr and 
extensive power, and having the widest discretion as 
to the mode in^which it should be used. In assent- 
ing to the repeal of the Act itself, the Government 
has already expressed its opinion, in the strongest 
manner, against the continuance of such arbitraiy 
power in any person, or body of persons; but, the 
Committee do not see how tlie disavowal of the act 
of persons over which the present Gt)vemment of the 
Province had no control, can, in any wise, help Mr. 
Gourhjfs case. 

If the legality of the proceeding be called in ques- 
tion, on the ground that the statute was not intended 
to apply to British subjects, a reference to the Act 
itself will shew that actual residence in the Province, 
and the taking the oath of allegiance, were the neces- 
sary qualifications which would exempt 'any person 
from the operation of the law. The being a natural 
bom subject of the Crown does notxnter into the 
question. 

On looking to the history of the time when the 
Act was passed, only a few years after the suppres* 
slon of a formidable rebellion in Ireland^ and almost 
immediat^y after an attempt of the same nature in 
the same country, and at a period when the war of 
the French revolution was raging, a ccmtest of prin- 
ciple by which all men's minds were more or less 
agitatea, it Is not extraordinary that such a measure 
£ould have been entertained in a distant, and then 
weak portion of die empire. There is no good reason 
to suppose that it was not intended to operate against 
British subjects, ouite as stringently as against 
Foreigners ; and the power summarily to prevent 
even Sritish subjects from settling in Britisn Colo- 
nies, and ordering them to depart uierefrom, was not 
so unprecedented as to found an argument on the 
impossibility of the Upper Canadian Legislature 
meaning to extend the provisions of the law to all 
persons, whose presence m the Province appeared to 
be dangerous to its peace, and who came within the 
strict letter of the Act There is no ground to ques- 
tion the power of the Legislature to pass sudi an 
Act; and the repudiation of the^ proceedings under 
it, as ill^al, would, without benefitting Mr. Gourhy^ 
have the effect of a declaration pun)orting to make 
invalid what was, nevertheless, manifestly legal, how- 
ever harshly the law may have operated against the 
applicant for redress. 

If the statute of the Provincial Parliam^t be ad* 
mitted to be valid, it will be seen that the widest 
power and discaretion were given to those who wer^ 
to act under it. 

It appears not to have been necessary for the pro- 
curement of an order to leave the Province, to state 
or prove any podtive overt acts of sedition or trear • 
son, to produce a general impression from a person's 
act or g^eral deportment Even '^amounting to 
suspidon," was all that was necessary, and the law 
appears to have been so fkr complied with. A satis* 
factory enquuy'into the grounds for the proceedin|^ 
wod^ at this dav, if practicable, tend to no gora 

Surpose. Mr. drourlay suffered for direct di^be- 
lence to the law, as it stood. He could not legally 
have been acquitted by any jury, for such disobe* 
dience ; and no regret that such a law should have 
existed, or^ thlat it should have been used with seve- 
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lyUMpmii. rity against him, and no commiseration for hk soffer- 
ings, will authorize* the admission of the dangerous 
and destructive prinoipley that individuab are to 
judge for themselves, and, with impunity, act in 
defiance of the positive law of the land. 

Mr, Gaurlay appears, legally, to be in a position 
requiring protection from the sentence passed upon 
him, as to its future operation. The Committee 
believe that he mi^ht, at any time, since the repneal 
of the Act in question, have procured this protection 
by means of a paidon, under the great seal, and there 
is no good reason why, if he wishes it, he should not 
be granted a pardon now. But, he further seeks 
pecuniary indemnity, for what he considers an illegal 
prosecution and conviction, which cannot be granted 
in the shape he requires it, unless it can be shewn 
that the prosecution and conviction were really 
ill^aL ' 

Sefore any grant of indemnity can be made to Mr. 
Gmrlajfy it is necessary that the matter should be 
brought under the consideration of the Legislative 
Assembly by the Government It is not the inten- 
tion of the Committee of Council to advise a limita- 
tion of the liability of the Legislative Assembler, by 
• withholding from it an opportunity of granting a 
sum of money, which would relieve Mr. Gourlay^ to 
any moderate extent; but it would be imjust to 
him, wei^ he to be permitted to remain under the 
impression that the (jrovemment recognizes the ille- 
gality of the sentence pronounced against him, or 
liability of the public funds to indemnify him, as a 
matter of right, agiunst the consequences of his own 
deliberate infringement of the law of the Province.

duties as the Speaker of thb House. 

I trust it is unnecessary for me to assm^ Honour- 
able Gentlemen, that, from ihe moment I was placed 
in the Chair, my greatest desire has been to obtain 
the confidence of this House, by the faithful discharge 
of my duties, and the impartiality of my conduct ; 
if, in the pursuit of this object, I should at any time 
havje failed to distinguish correctly, between what 
was due to private feelings and public service, or to 
have overlooKed the many instances I have expe- 
rienced, of the kindness and partiality of my friends, 
I trust that this House will not place the error to 
the account of a presumptuous reliance on my own 
abilities. It may have happened that, either from 
hastiness of temper, or the pain of indisposition, I 
have shewn inattention, or feelings of imtation to- 
wards members of thb House ; to all such I beg to 
express sincere regret for its occasion, and . most 
humbly apologize for it 

Having had some years experience in the office of 
Speaker, £ am not unacqoainted with the difficulties 
of the station I have had the honour to fill,— difficul- 
ties wliich are frequently increased by the imexpected 
urgency with which tihey present themselves for 
daeidation and reiAovaL ^ The satme experience has, 
however, tanght me, that in all such cases, Whoever 
has the honour to fill the Chair of this House, can at 
all tKnes confidendr rely upon the support and the 
indulgence of the ELouse. 

If, thereffbre, it should be the pleasure of the 
House, owin^ to the melancholy position in which 
I am placed, to relieve me, for the present, from my 
duties as tl^ir Speaker^ they may rest assured, that 
I shall not fidl to use every exertion to resume my 
duties, whenever I may be relea^ fit>m the dis- 
ehutge of thoise sacred obligations of my domestic 
curde, which this House wiU permit me to say, I 
caniHit but fed inre paramount to eveify o^er oon* 
ttd^ralioli.

The Administrator of the Government transmits Ci«cfyB««w 
for the information of the Legislative Assembly in 
reply to their Address of the 7 th instant, a copjr of a 
Report of a Committee of the Executive Council, ap- 
proved by the late Governor General, suggesting cer- 
tain alterations in the R^ulations prescribed by Her 
Majesty in Council for the sale of the Clergy Reserve 
Lands. 

The Administrator of the Government informs the 
Legislative Assembly that the Report referred to 
has been transmitted to Her Majesty's Secretaiy of 
State for the Colonies, and is still imder the consider- 
ation of the Imperial Government. 

Government House, 

Montreal, 14th April, 1846. 

(Copy.) 

Copy of a Report of the Executive Council, dated 
17 th of September, 1845; approved by His Ex- 
cellency the Governor General in Coimcil, the 
same day. 

On the Petition of John Armstrong, that the amount 
of nine years' interest on Clergy Reserve Lot No. 15, 
in the Third Concession of the Township of Lam^ 
downe, on which he has settled and improved may be 
remitted. 

The Committee have attentively reconsidered the 
complaint of the Petitioner as wdl as that of many 
other individuals who have recently come before 
Your Excellency with their representations on the 
subject of the existing R^ulations for the sale of the 
Clergy Reserves. 

In order to bring before Tour Excellency the par^ 
ticular circumstances of this cas<^ it mav be projjer 
to state that under the authority of the Lupenal 
Statute passed in the seventh and eighth years of the 
Reign or His Majesty King George the Fourth for 
the sale of the Clergy Reserves in the ProvincNBS of 
Upper and Lower Canada, His Excellency Sir 
Maitland, the Lieutenant Governor of Upper Canadop 
by and with the advioe of his Executive Cotmcil oa 
the 16th day of February 1828, ad(qyted certnn Re- 
gulations for the disposal of the Clergy Reserves in 
aiatProvince,the6tii of which Erected ''that the lots 
''not underlease b^disposed of by private sale; the7th 
" that the lots be payaUe by instalments as follows : 
" Ten per cent, u^n entering into the agreement 
" and tne residue m nine equal annual instalments 
" with interest yearly or at any eariier period at the 
"option of the purchaser." These regulations do 
not require the occupants of lots not under lease to 
pay any back interest or rent ; and it was during the 
time that they were in force tliat the greater number 
of the complainants went upon these lands and ap- 
plied for their purchase at the then valuation. 

It is well known that a huge quantity of the 
Clergy Reserves was valued by different individuals 
under the authority of the Gt>vemment5 long prior to 
the Union of the Provinces^ and many persons ia 
possession of these lands so valued, repeatedly made 
application te the Commissioner of Crown Lands to 
be allowed te purchase under the R^ulatioos then in 
existence, but owii^ to the limited quantity of Clergy 
Lots at the disposal annually of that officer, and to 
other causes unknown to the Committee, very many 
of these applicants were disappointed in their endea- 
vour te become ihe purchasers up te the be^nning 
of the year 1841, when all sales of the l^serves 
ceased. 

On the 21st of October of that year, in pursuance 
of the Lnperial Act 3 and 4 Victoria chapter 78, aa 
order was passed by Her Majesty in Council for the 
disposal of the Clei^y Lands in this Province, and it 
was provided by liie 9th and 10th Regulations of that 
order, that Lessees or their Assignees, and oocupanis 
of theae lands should be entitled for the space of twelve 
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r calendar months after the land should be offered for 
sale, to beoome the porckaaerB, and that all sales shall 
be for mo&ej in hand. 

On the 10th of December 1842 Her Majesty in 
Council was pleased to resdnd the above Regulations 
in order that the agent for the sale of tliese lands 
shall allow the privil^e of pre-emption to Lessees or 
their Ass^nees and to occupants, and that in case of 
my sales to Lessees or their Assignees or occupants 
interest upon the purchase money at the rate of six 
|>er cent per annum, shall be added thereto from the 
time the leases of such lands expired, or from the 
time of occupation as reported by the Inspectors. 

It was also ordered by these last Regulations, that 
:& credit of part of the purchase money snail be given ; 
that is to say that two-^ixtJis of the purchase money 
shall be paid in hand, and the remidning four-sixths, 
in four equal annual instalments, with interest at the 
Tate of six per cent. 

The Committee understand by the Petitions before 
them, that the Lessees whose leases 'have expired, 
and llie occupants of Clergy Lots, are dissatisfied 
with the terms upon which trnj lands are now offered 
for sale because they are less favourable than the Re- 
gulations which existed when they took possession, 
^d were led to expect the privilege of becoming pur- 
chasers of their respective lots, and also because they 
are required to pay the full amount of the purchase 
money within the period of four instead of ten years. 
They complain of the charge of back interest on the 
present valuation of the lancb, and allege that had they 
been permitted to purchase at the former valuation, 
ju^ und^ the old regulations, their condition would 
Imve been greatiy preferable, as the uncertainty in 
which they have been kept has tended to unaettie 
their minds and retard theur improvements. Besides 
wfaidi it is stated, that the present valuation exceeds 
in many instances the accumulated principal and in- 
tmst of the f<»rmer valuation. 

Takinff into consideration the whole of the (urcuo 
stmces <n tins very important and perplexing ques- 
4ton, the Committee are disposed to advise Your 
Excellency to re<iommend to Her Majesty to resdnd 
the ninth and tenth Regii^tions of Her MajcMsty's 
Ordtr of the 10th December 1842, and to substitute 
the following : — 

iV&tfft. That when any of the said Clerjry Reserve 
Lands shall' be offered for sale, which mive been 
leased, the leases of which have expired, and the 
rent remaining unpsdd, or which have been occupied 
without authori^ prior to the 1st day of January 
1841, the agent mr the sale of such Clergy Reserves 
shall allow privil^e of pre-emption to such Lessees 
'Or their Assignees and to the said occupants. And, 
that in case of any sales to such Lessees or occupants, 
the parties in possession shall fbrmsh to tiie Asent 
or the Collector of Clergy Rents, an affidavit mm 
two neighbours shewing the period of occupancy 
tmd the nature and extent of the improvements 
made, and the said Agent for the collection of the 
Rents, shall be authorised to arrange the amount to 
be paid, at the customary rent of leased lots, such 
jurrangement to be sulyeet to revision and medica- 
tion in particular cases by the Governor O^eral in 
CounciL 

Tenth. That the said Clei^ Reserve Lands shall 
be sold on the followii^ terms, that n to say : — One- 
tenth of the purchase money to be paid in nand, and 
the remaining nine-tenths in nine equal instalments, 
payable on the first day of January in each year, 
with interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum, 
— ^the first of tiie said instalments to iaU due and be 
payable on the first day of January next ensuing 
met any such sale. JProvided always, that the 
purchaser or purchasers shall be at liberty to pay the 
whole purchase money cnr any instalment or instal-

Fifieenth. That the privilege of pi^mption 
granted by the ninth Rqpilation to Lessees and their 
Assignees, whose leases expired previous to the first ^ 
day of January 1841, and also to occupwits of Cleigy 
Lots without authority priw to the same date, shau 
not be censored to extend to such Lessees or their 
Assimiees, or to such occupants as do not on or before 
the first day of January 1847 make application to 
the Commissioner of Crown Lands, for the purchase 
of the Clergy Lots which they respectively occupy, 
and who do not on or before that day, pay to the 
Agent for the collection of rents, all rents wrdch may 
be due, according to the ninth R^ulation of this 
date.

Your Committee have taken into consideration the Bfpirt. 
subject matter of the Petitions of the Church Socie- 
ties of the Dioceses of Toronto and Quebec, and the 
Petitions of others on the same subject, and they beg 
most respectfully to report the adoption of the ao- 
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companying Address to Her Most Gracious Majesty, 
the Queen, with a view of carrying, out the objects 
and wishes of the Petitionere, 

To the QueerCs Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign, 
Adtfrrai to We, Your Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the 
Htr Majesty. Legislative Assembly of Canada^ in Provincial Par- 
liament assembled, beg leave to represent to Your 
Majesty, 

That by the Act, intituled " An Act to provide 
" for the sale of the Clergy Reserves in the Province 

of Canada; and for the distribution of the proceeds 
" thereof," the Government of the Province of Ca- 
nada is empowered to sell all or any part of the 
Clerffy Reserves, under regulations to* be approved 
by Your Majesty in Council, and that the proceeds 
in money to be derived from the sale and leasing of 
the Clergy Reserves, after the deducting of certain 
allowances, which are specified in the said Act, are 
directed to be divided into two equal part5 ; one of 
which is to be distributed in certain portions between 
the Churches of England and Scotland^ and the 
other to be applied by the Governor of this Pro- 
vince, with the advice of the Executive Council, for 
the purposes of Public Worship and religious in- 
struction in Canada. 

That, from these provisions, it appears that it was 
not the intention of the Imperial Parliament, at the 
time of the passing of the said Act, to apportion the 
said lands among the denominations of Christians 
whose claims were therein recognized, but rather to 
place the Clergy Reserves at the disposal of the Go- 
vemment, to & sold, and the proceeds to be divided 
in the proportions mentioned in the said Act 

That tne attention of the Provincial Legislature 
has been drawn to this subject by the Petition of 
the Church Society of the Diocese of Toronto and 
the Diocese of Quebec^ and other Petitions, signed 
by many thousand persons, members of the United 
Church of England and Ireland^ resident in the said 
Diocese of TorojttOy and Diocese of Quebec ; praying 
to have the control over, and the disposition and 
management of, their respective shares of the Clergy 
Reserves, as is equivalent to the proportion of the 
funds assigned by the provision of the Act of the 
Imperial Parliament, as aforesaid, passed in the fourth 
year of Your Majesty's Reign, and they concur in 
the prayer of the Petitions, for the following consid- 
erations : — 

First, That at the time these lands were set apart 
for the support of Religion, and the mamtenance of 
Public Worship, it wa« thereby intended to create 
an adequate fund to form a permanent endowment 
for those important objects ; but they now perceive 
that, under the system adopted, the share appropri- 
ated to the Church of England, the Church of the 
petitioners, is likely to be in a great measure con- 
sumed by chaiges which appear unnecessair, and to 
so great an extent, as, if ^rsevered in, will reduce it 
to Httle more than a nominal provision for the sup- 
port of their Church. 

That the policy of the Imperial Government has 
ever been, with this exception, to place under the 
management and direction of the Church they meant 
to support, such endowment as they deemed it expe- 
dient to grant. Thus, in the State of New York, the 
members of the Church of England are at this daj 
enabled to build their Churches, and station their 
Missionaries in every section of that extensive coun- 
try, by the aid of funds provided by the pious care 
of a British Monarch when that country was a Bri- 
tish Colony. That the numerous Dut(3i population 
of the same State, are supplied with pastors from 
ample funds provided also at an early day by the care 
of the Government; and that, in both these cases, 
the foundation of the endowment was a grant of land. 



small in extent and value at the time it was made, Addr«» to 
compared with the Clergy Reserves set apart in this Majettj. 
Colony, by His late Majesty, King George the Third ; 
but which grants being scrupulously presen-ed, care- 
fully and economically managed by their respective 
Churches, which were deeply interested in their pro- 
ceeds, and at the same time respected by succeeaing 
Governments, now yield munificent resources for the 
support of religion. 

Second, We b^ permission fuiiher to represent, 
that our Roman Catholic fellow-subjects of Lower 
Canada have been treated by the Imperial Goveni- 
ment with the same generosity and confidence. They 
enjoy at this day the most ample endowment for their 
Churches and Colleges, aiising from early grants of 
land, which, if alienated at the value they once bore, 
would have aflPorded but a nominal provision wholly 
inadequate to the wants of the passing hour; when 
we contrast these several examples of the generosity 
of the Imperial Government, and the valuable result 
from such proceeding, we feel strongly the inipolicy 
of the provision in the Act to which we have i-eferi-ed, 
and the justice of the claims set forth by the Peti- 
itioners. Moreover, while this policy continues^ 
murmurin^s and heart-burnings must be continually 
j engendered against the Provincial Government, by a 
I very large portion of Your Majesty's most loyal s ub- 
I jects for the mismanj^ement of the property, whether ^ 
} well grounded or olherw^ise ; so that it would be no 
t small advantage to be relieved from a burthen which 
must be always att^ded Avith much vexation and 
grave discontent 

' Wherefore, we most humbly beseech Your Ma- 
jesty to recommend to the Imperial Parliament to 
amend the aforesaid Act, passed in the fourth year of 
Your Majesty's Reign ; so as to place at the obposai 
of the Church of Enaland their snare of tlie said Re- 
serves in Upper ma Lotoer Canada respectively, to 
be controllai and managed by Lay Committees of 
the respective Incorporated Church Societies of the 
Dioceses of Toronto and Quebec ; and to be sold under 
such regulations and conditions, and within such a 
period of time as Your Majesty, by Order in Council, 
shall from' time to time direct ; and that Your Ma- 
jesty will he pleased to extend to other denominations 
entitled to a share of the Clergy Reserve fund, the 
same advantages if they so desire.

ceive that the importance of the Parish of Montreal

Your Committee have considered the Petition of 
the Municipal Council of Hochelagay praying for a 
Division of the Parish of Montreal, into five distinct 
Municipalities; and having duly considered the same, 
they are of opinion, that such a division woidd be 
exceedingly beneficial to the interests of the inhabi- 
tants, and they therefore beg leave to recommend 
that it be carried into effect; and they would further 
suggest, that each of the Municipalities so to be 
established, be authorized to assess themselves, for 
the maintenance of Sdiools, to any amount, not 
exceeding three times the Government allowance. 
AJso, that each School District be assessed sepa- 
ratcljr, when so decided by the Municipal Council, 
provided that no district be assessed for a less amount 
than its own share of the Government allowance. 
The said Municipalities might be authorized also to 
assess themselves to the amount of £200 in one 
School District, and £100 in the others, for the 
building of School-Houses, where none exist at 
present. 



Fires, and for maintaining good order in any jMirt 
Avhich they may establish as a Village. The Munici- 
palities should also cause a census to be taken from 
time to time, at their own expense, so as to give to 
the Superintendant of the Schools the means of 
apportioning the School Moneys. 

Your Committee have also considered the Petition 
of James Dickson and others, of the Banlieue of Three 
Rivers ; praying that the said Banlieue be incorpo- 
rated as a distmct Municipality, separate from the 
Town of Three Rivers; and they respectfully recom- 
mend that it be so incorporated, but that the Law, 
in every other respect, remain as it is at present 

l?he Petition of P. P. Demaray, and P. Gamelin, 
Esquires, Warden and Secretary of the Municipal 
Coundl of the Parish of Saint Johns, Dorchester^ 
praying the consideration of the House to certain 
Kesolutions, submitted by them, with respect to 
an extension of the powers granted to Municipid 
Councils. 

The first suggestion, that the Municipal Councils 
may have the sole ri^ht of panting Shop and Tavern 
Licenses within their jurisdiction, is a matter well 
deserving the attention of the Government, as it is of 
a genersd nature, and not one merely affecting this 
Municii)ality. They further desire tliat the Mayor 
of the Municipality, or his Deputy, may be a compe- 
tent Judge in Boad and Police matters, without 
assembling the Councillors, — a power which your 
Committee do not think it would be expedient to 
grant. 

They also pray for the Repeal of the Act 4th, Geo. 
4th, chap. 2, on the ground that it does not agree in 
its operation with the Municipal Act ; should such 
really be the fact, your Committee conceive that it is 
the province of tne Government to make the Acts 
aJlu<^ to agree in their general effect. 

With respect to that part which relates to a 
Division of the Southern part of the^ District of 
Montreal, for Judicial purposes, and the establish- 
ment of Criminal Courts for minor offences, your 
Committee are humbly of opinion, that those sub- 
jects cannot properly come within the powers of the 
Committee.

Your Committee, to whom was referred the Pe- 
tition of J. R, GemnMl, Esquire, of iMnark, son of 
the late Reverend S. Gemmilly Presbyterian minister, 
of Lanarky in the County of Lanark^ b^ leave to re- 
port, that they find the late Father of uie Petitioner 
was a Presbyterian Minister, who came to this 
country about 1822, with a large emigration of 
settlers, well known as the Lanark settlers, from the 
Counties of Lanark and Renfrew^ in the West of 
Scotland; that all these settlers received grants of 
Land and a loan of Money; that the said S. GenimiH 
officiated many years amongst this people as their 
Pastor, with little or no remuneration from them, 
and that Government granted an order in Council 
about 1836, to authorize the Land granting depart- 
ment to give the said S. Gemmill three hundred 
•acres of find; but from various causes, connected 
with the said land granting department, and not in 
■any way depending on Petitioner's Father, he failed 
during his life to get this land, although it is known 
to one member of this Committee, tliat he made 
several fruitless attempts to obtain it, but owing to 
the continually changing regulation of that day he 
could not succeed in obtaining land fit for settlement. 

That this state of things remained until 1841, 
when an application for certain land by petitioner's 
father, who had become aged and infirm, he was in- 
formed his application was now too late; shortly 
after this he, petitioner's Father, died, and the son ap- 
plied for scrip, and was informed the order in Coun- 
cil had become lapsed. 

Your Committee respectfully recommend that an 
Act of your Honoiurable House be immediately 
passed, not only to do justice to this petitioner, but 
to all who are similarly situated, who may have or- 
ders in Council, which have been in this way repu- 
diated by Government

B«port Your Committee after a careful examination of the 

numerous Documents and Correspondence connected 
with Mr. Ryland!s case, have established the foUow- 
ingfacts, viz. : — 

That in 1818 Mr. Rt/land first entered the public 
service as an Assistant in the Office of the Executive 
Council of Lower Canada^ and in 1821 was ap- 

S>inted and sworn in as Clerk Assistant of the said 
ouncil, which office he held until the 13th October, 
1838. On that day he received his Patent from the 
Earl of Durham^ the then Governor General, as 
Clerk of the Executive Council of Lower Canada^ 
an appointment which appears to have been conferred 
in the usual manner, and without any conditions at- 
tached thereto. 

From the period of Mr. Ruland's appointment in 
1838, as Cleric of the Council of Lower Canvda^ he 
-continued to discharge the duties of that o&ce until 
the Union of the Provinces. When that event took 

Slace, Lord Sydenham^ the then Governor General, 
id not deem it necessary or advisable to deprive Mr. 
Ryland of his office, but, on the contrary, thought 
proper to " continue his services" as Clerk of the

Executive Council of Canada^ and he was ac(iordingly Report 
sworn in under his old Letters Patent to ^rform the 
duties of his office, as appears by the IVIinutes of 
Council of the 13th February, 1841, andt^n the re- 
moval of the Seat of Government to Kingston, he 
proceeded to that place with the rest of the Public 
Officers, in charge of his Department 

Even supposing Lord Nomianbi/s Despatch of the 
3d July, 1839, to have been applicable to Mr. Ry- 
land!$ case, (which the Committee do not admit,) it 
is evident that the contino;ency therein mentioned 
did not occur. For instead of its being found impos- 
sible to continue his services, he was actually ap^ 
pointed Clerk of the Executive Council of the Pro- 
vince of Canada after the Union, and continued to 
perform the duties of the office for nearly a year af- 
terwards. In August, 1841, Lord Sydenham 
thought it necessary, on grounds of public policy, 
and m organizing his Council on a new system, to 
make several changes in the constitution of that 
body, and to transfer many of the duties which, up te 
that period had been perfonncd by the Clerk, to the 
President of the Council, whose salary was increased 
from £100 to £1,100 per annum. In consequence 
of this arrangement, the Governor General proposed 
to Mr. Ryland to surrender his appointment, and to 
accept in its stead the office of Registrar of the Dis- 
trict of Quebec, at the same time guaranteeing to 
him an annual income, from the emoluments of such 
office, equal to the sum of £515 currency, which it 
was admitted he would be entitled tt) as a retiring al- 
lowance, under the Imperial Statute, 4 and 5 Wm. 
IV., cap. 24, by which Statute the amount of pen- 
sions granted to the other Officers who retired from * 
the public service was regulated. 

Mr. Ryland, on being thus guaranteed, and being 
assured that the emolun^ents of the Registrar, under 
the Ordinance then lately passed, would amount for 
the first year to a very laige sum, afibrding him am- 
ple compensation for the loss of the CounQil Office, 
acceded to this proposal, and placed his situation at 
His Excellency's disposptl. But he expressly stipu- 
lated in his official acceptance of the new appomt- 
ment, as well as in his answer to the Circular of His 
Excellency Sir Richard Jackson, dated 8 th Decem- 
ber, 1841, " that in the event (of the Registrarship 
of the District of Quebec) not proving near^^ equal in 
value to his appointment as Clerk ot the Executive 
Council, the sum guaranteed was not to be considered 
as comi>ensation in full, either for the loss of that of- 
fice, or of his claim upon the Government." In 
consequence, however, of Lord Sydenham's decease, 
the Ordinance was not put in force in October, 1841, 
as had originally been determined, and it was not 
until January following that the law was promul- 
gated. During this delay the Legislature altered 
the Ordinance, and in effect depriveu Mr. Ryland of 
the advantages that he would have received from the 
law as it stood when he was fii*st appointed; and, 
notwithstanding his remonstrances, no steps were 
taken by the Executive to protect him imder the 
arrangement previously entered into with him. And 
yet about the same time the Clerkship of the Coun- 
cil, which until then had reniained vacant, was filled 
up, and Mr. Ryland thus prevented from returning 
to it, as he hacf originally stipulated in his acceptance 
of the Registrarship. Although Mr. Ryland was 
appointed under his arrangement with Lord Syden- 
ham, Registrar of the District of Quebec, and al- 
though the emoluments of such appointment were in- 
sufficient to satisfy his just expectations, yet, in ad- 
dition to his other losses, he was obliged, by the pass- 
ing of an Act during the Session of 1844, abolishing 
District Registrarships, to receive instead the situa- 
tion of Registrar ot the County of Quebec, being 
only one-fourth of the office originally conferred upon 
him. And it is proved to your Committee, by the 
Report of the Commissioner appointed to examine 
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into the several offices by the Registry Ordinance, i 
that this situation, instead of being one of profit to ! 
Mr. Rylandy has only been a source of labour and. 
expense. 

On the death

That Your Excellency's petitioner having heard 
with great surprise and regret (notwithstanding the 
prayer of his Memorial of the 4th of February last) 
that it has been decided by the Honourable the 
Executive Council to alienate the Glebe lots set 
apart for the Church at Bytown, and that one has 
been sold, and the other b ordered to be sold — chastens 
to lay before Your Excdlenqr his earnest prayer that 
so irreparable an injury may not receive the sanctioii 
of Your Excellency, by the issue of the Patent Deed 
of Lot No. 39, and broken front 1st Concession of 
Nepean, on the Ottawa, until some equitable compen- 
sation has been made to the Church at Bytown, for 
the wrongs which such an Act would subject her to 
at the hands of the Government, or until your peti- 
tioner has been allowed the privilege of appeal to 
the Imperial Government on so special a case. 

That Your Excellency's petitioner'craves the op- 
portunity of shewing tlmt John flochester^ can have 
no chum to the Lot Na 39, Concession A. in Nepean, 
called a broken front, from pre-emption ; that it is a 
separate Lot from 39, 1st Concession, Nepean ; that 
an Order in Coundl, bearing date 12th March, 1842, 
decides that no person was allowed to lease two Re* 
serve Lots at the same time, and that ther^re it 
would be wrong that John Rochester should be allowed 
pre-emption for two Lots; that some compeps*-* 
tion may be made the Church of England, by the 
restitution of the broken front, if the whole cannot 
be applied to it ; and that if it be not appronriated 
to sudi a purpose, the offers made for its purchase to 
the Agent for Crown Lands to the extent of £15 
per acre, should have been accepted for the benefit of 
the Clennr Reserve fund. 

That lour Excellency's petitioner cannot but con- 
ceive the endowment of the Scotch Church with 200 
acres of Clergy Reserve in 1836, (as an equivalent 
for the lands set apart for the Church o{ England at 
Bytown,) for which the Patent Deed was issu^ with* 
out difficulty, and which has been held without mo- 
lestation since, should have entitied his endowment 
to the same good fiiith and protection on the part <^ 
the Government which has marked its conduct to- 
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Q\f^ wards tlie Presbyterian Body, as well as to other de- 
nominnttiops ; and that as it has been admitti^ by the 
Ex^tive, that the Glebe lots in Question were set 
raart for ^e Church at Bytowny ana that the (Muiies 
claiming to purchase them could not substantiate a 
claim, and could have therefore no title to pre-emp- 
tion. Your petitioner considers the subject of tl^ir 
alienation.from the Church, should have met with the 
gayest consideration, and the most ample investic^- 
tioui on the part of the Executive; and that his 
prayer to be allowed an appeal to Her Majesty's de- 
cbion should have been h^rd, since it could not have 
invaded any just right of John Rochester or fViUiam 
HopIuHs to the purchase of his Glebes, and would 
have afforded your petitioner the opportunity of re- 
press. 

That the recommendation of the Committee of the 
Honourable Executive Council, as furnished your 
petitioner from the Crown Lands Department, to 
the effect that if any vacant Crown Lands exbt in 
the neighbourhood of Bytowny (excepting Lot Letter 
O,) a free grant of ten acres thereof be made to 
Ihe Episcopal Church of Bytowny if desirable for the 
erection of a new church, parsonage house, burial 
ground, &c., could in no degree be a compensation 
to the church already in exbtence for the loss of ^ 
endowment ; and that could such a grant be made, it 
would be utterly useless for the purposes specified, 
whilst Lot Letter O is excepted, since this is the 
only Crown Land known to the Crown Land Agent 
to be vacant within ten miles of Bytown which could 
be considered at all likely, from its population, to 
need a new church parsonage, or bunal ground. 
Nor can your petitioner be otiierwise than surprised 
at such exclusion, whilst it b understood that the 
Boman Catholic Church are to have its alrei^dy mag- 
nificent endowment from the Crown, augmented by a 
further grant from thb very spot That under the 
iurcumstances detailed, your petitioner feeb the 
Church of England at Bytown b sufferii^ great 
grievances at iHae hands of the Executive, by the in- 
vasion of her endowment without just compensation, 
whiUt others are left in undbturbed possession of the 
favours of the Crown. 

Your Excellen^'s petitioner therefore pravs for a 
xe-consideration of^^ the subject in which counsd may be 
heard on hb behalf; that he may be granted redress 
and full compensation for his Glebe lots, if otherwise 
appropriated ; and that if the Executive should still 
renise to grant him such redress or compensation, that 
no Patent may issue to John Rochester until he has re- 
ferred the question to the Imperial Executive. 
And your petitioner will ever pray.

That Your Excellency's Memorialist in the year 
1837 was appointed to* the Bectory of Bytown with 
the sanction of the Lieutenant Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Upper Canadoy Sir Francis Bond ffead, 
Baronet. 

That at the time Your Excellency's Memorialist 
was so appointed, there was a Glebe set apart for the 
use of the said Bectory, as appears bv the Beports 
of the House of Assembly in 1836, which consisted 
of Lots Nd. 17 and 18 in the Township of Gloucester. 

That in 1838 Your Memorialist, in reply to a let- 
ter received from the Clergy Beserve Agent, asking 
Your Memorialbt if it was accessary that any change 



should be made in the above mentioned Glebe lots, BjrUwn oi«U 
replied that it was necessary, in as much as Lot Na L^j^S^T**" 
17 appeared to be leased, and Your Memorialist 
therefore prayed that Lot Na 39, 1st Concesrion of 
Nepeauy Ottawa front, might be substituted for it, 
the Scotch Church having been endowed with 200 
acres equi^lly near the town. 

That, on a vbit o^ the late Lieutenant Governor, 
Sir Georye ArthWy to Bytowny a short time after- 
wards Your Memorialbt laid before Hb Excellency 
the destitution of the Church of Englandy in conse* 
quence of its endowment having been withheld, 
whilst other denominations had been so favoured, 
and prayed the interference of the Executive in its 
behalf. 

That Hb Excellency Sir George Arthvry admitted 
the hardship of the case, and requested that a letter, 
with a statement of the circumstances, mi^ht be 
addressed to him through the Secretary, which letter 
gave rise to the correspondence, copies of which are 
enclosed. 

That it will be seen by the said correspondence, 
that the justice of those claims were admitted, and 
would have been remedied by the Executive, had the 
Clergy Beserve question been settled. 

That your Memorialist has learnt, with mreat re- 
gret, that the Lot 18, 1st Concession of Gloucester, 
on the Ottawoy clumed by a person named Hopkins, 
or Rathwelly which claims were set aside by a minute 
of Council, copy of which b annexed ; and that Lot 
39, Ist Concession, Nepeany Ottatca front, which 
your Memorialbt prayed for in exchange for Lot Na 
17, in Gloucester y and to which exchange the annexed 
correspondence diews no objection on the part of the 
Exeeutive« but for the unsettled state of the Clergy 
Beserves, the Squatters on it having been held to 

Sssess no clfum, are now offered for sale; and your 
emoridbt, therefore, prays that the claims oi the 
Church at Bytowny to thes^ Lots, may again be con- 
sidered, and nave full and impartial justice rendered 
them, before the Executive sanctions their alienation* 
That your Memoriafist cannot but think the Church 
at Bytown possesses the strongest possible claims to 
the indulgence of the Goverament, as it regards these 
Glebe Lots, in as much as in the year 1836, a Cler^ 
Beserve, Lot H, in Concession 6, Township of Ne- 
peany consisting of about 200 acres, was exchanged, 
as your Memorialist is informed, for 25 acres of 
Crown Land, (utterly worthless) in order that the 
said Clergy Beserve might be bestowed on the Scotch 
Church at Bytown. 

That Her Majesty's Board of Ordnance having 
endowed tiie Boman Catholic Church with a new 
valuable piece of Land, and the Methodbt also, 
whilst such a favour was withheld from the Church 
of Englandy your Memorialist believes these endow- 
ments were made in consequence of its being fblt 
that the Glebes set apart were secured to her by 
every principle of good &ith, and would become her 
property. 

That your Memorialbt, therefore, lays before your 
Excellency in Council, hb claims for redress, and prays 
that if the questbn be not considered one in which 
the Executive in thb country can inter&re, that the 
sale of these Glebe lots may be stayed Until the plea- 
sure of Her Majesty can be ascertained upon the 
subject.

difficulty, they cannot avail to invalidate an appropri- 
ation of land really vacant as to any right of occupa- 
tion in dl public departments.

Mwesty's Troops. These difficulties the inhabitanto gtawi 6ki» 
had hoped to have overcome, by a grant Irom Her 
Majesty's Government, or an allowance fromi^ the 
back rents of the Clergy Reserves, such a promise of 
aid having been held out to them during Skt John 
Colbome's administration in 1833. 

Not a farthine, however, has the Government or 
Colony ever appUed to the Minister or the Church, 
and it has even devolved on the people to support 
the Chaplain to the Troops, as well as to provide 
them a Chapel from their own resources, whilst 
many other Churches in the Province, both of the 
I Establishment and Presbyterian Mth,^ have been 
favoured with adequate salaries for their Ministers^ 
as well as grants for their Churches.

Vere the question of the Rectories and Cler 
Reserves set at rest, the Council see no great dii 
culty in the way of acceding to the prayer of the 
Petition ; the person now in occupation of the Lot 
has no legal title, and his improvements i^pear to 
have been amply compensated by the timber which 
he is represented to have taken from the land; if the 
contrary should appear, he may be otherwise compen- 
sated. But the Council having hitherto abstained 
from any proceedings which cotdd involve the- 
Lieutenant Governor, personally, on the question of 
the endowments, respectfully recommena that all 
proceedbgs on the present Petition*be stayed until 
the great question shall be settled ; the Lot is, mwe- 
over, in the immediate neighbourhood of the Chau^ 
diere Falls, and may be required for public purposei^ 
and it is, therefore, desirable that, until it be finally^ 
disposed of, no pledge shall be held out to any 
claimant.

His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor on his 
late visit to this place havine expressed himself favor- 
able to the endowment of the Cnurchhere as a Rec- 
tory, and been pleased to think my wishes for the an- 
nexation of a Cler^ Reserve near the Town proper, 
may I b^ you to lay before His Excellency an in- 
closed letter from Mlajor Bolton, certifying that it is 
not wanted for Government purposes, together with 
the copy of mine which elicited it, as in £e event of 
the issuing of a patent I know of no other at all 
available for useful purposes but this Reserve and 
Lot 18, 1st Concession Gloucester, on the Ottawa^ 
which latter is reconimended to be set a^rt for the 
Rectory of Bytoum in the schedule of Church En- 
dowments returned in reply to the Governor's Mes- 
sage of April 12th, 183& The other lot forming 
mrt of the proposed endowment is, as appears in the 
Government Office, disposed of under Lease. 

His Excellency havinjg manifested a ereat desire 
for the promotion of the spiritual welfare of this 
place, I may perhaps be permitted to lay before him, 
at a future period, a statement of the difficulties 
under which our Church was built, the wants of an 
increasing population, and the utter impossibility 
which exists for the accommodation of the poor in so 
small a building, more especially whilst the only 
room provided for such a purpose is occupied by Her

Sir, 

Before I publish to the congr^tion under my 
charge, the Minute in Council refusing the prayer of 
my late Petition, craving Govemm^t assistance for 
the Church at Bytown, I would respectfully solicit 
permission once more to place before His Excellency 
some of the extreme features marking the case of the 
Established Church in tlus nlaoe ; features which, I 
know, carrjr with them to the minds of many per- 
sons, a decided conviction that they have been treated 
by the Government with undutiiul neglect, if not 
punitive indifference. • 

Equitably entitled under the pledge given by the 
Government of Upper Canada, to me Society tor 
Propagating the Gospel in Foreign parts, to an 
annual salary for their Minister, the claims of the^ 
Church in this respect have always been rejected. 
Whilst grants of money and sites for the erection of 
Churches of other denominations were freely made 
throughout the Province, Bytoum was refused all 
assistance either in money or land ; and s^ destitute 
is it of a resting place for its d«id, as to be com- 
pelled, on the sufferance of the Engineer Officer in 
command, to inter them within the snot destined for 
miUtary defences. And all this indifference to the 
just, not the exclusive, claims of the Established 
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Gkbe Church in Bytown, exists, whilst within its precincts 
the Roman Catholics have received Government 
nants both m land and money ; the Scotch Church 
uie best Cleigy Beserve in the neighbourhopd, in 
addition to a handsome salary for its minister; and 
the Methodists, as forming part of the general body 
who receive Government assistance, have also been 
relieved. 

Without reference to such an endowment as shall 
involve the Lieutenant Governor, personally, in the 
Clergy Reserve or Rectory question, (which, as it 
respects this place, I am content should abide the 
great general decision) I may, perhaps, be allowed 
to state my perfect inability to retain this Mission 
without I am granted land sufficient for the erection 
of a Parsonage and the maintenance of a horse. At 
present, from undertaking the Cure of Bytown, I am 
compelled to pay half of the stipend which I receive 
from the Society for my Lower Canada Mission, for 
a House without even a Garden. 

Should my present application for a portion of the 
Clergy Reserve, already petitioned for, to be applied 
lo such purposes, be granted upon a simple tenure 
without reference to 3ie Rectory endowments, into 
^hich it could merge ; should the settlement of the 
^neral question prove favourable, I should perhaps 
be enabled to erect a house, relieve myself of a large 
portion of my expenditure, and retain my Mission : 
but if this application should be unsuccessful, po 
alternative will remain to m^ but one which I shall 
very reluctantly assume, vis., the resignation of my 
Mission ; an alternative already laid before the Lord 
Bishop of the Diocese, as probable^ 

Before submitting the minute in Council to my 
Congregation, I cannot but hope that the apparent 
indifference which it betrays to the establishment 
here, may be modified by a favourable reconsideration 
<of the Petition, and an order entitling the members 
<of the Church of England to at least the same as has 
J!)een ceded to the Scotch Church. It will be impos- 
mble, under any other decision, for the Ministers or 
Congr^ation of Bytoton to consider themselves as 
^iiitabfy treated ; indeed, a negative to their claims 
will amount to a political censure for their honest 
adherence to the Cnurch of EnglaiuL

Copy of a Report of the Executive Coundl of the 
2l8t instant, approved by His Excellency, the Lieu- 
tenant Govmior, on the letter of the Reverend & S. 
Strong. 

Tfaie Executive Council have perused and considered 
the renewed application of the Reverend Mr. Strong 
for a portion of a Clergy Reserve, in the neighbour- 
liood of Bytaum, to be ap^ed to the use of the par- 
M>iiage at that place. 

^e Act of Parliaments, Slst Geo. IIL Cap. 31, 
distinctly points out the manner in whieh the Cnurch 
<3t England is to be endowed; and die Council re- 
spectfolly conceive that an wpropriation of land in a 
^uflferent manner, pending the present discussion of 
the Cleisy Reserve question, would, instead of being 
benefices, prove highly detrimental to the interests 
4>f the churdi. 

The l^al question raised respecting themifficiency 
<si the instructions under which the 57 Rectories 
were foiyided, caused the Government to forbear 
making any further endowments, until a final settie- 
ment of the disputed point should enable it to do so, 
without giving rise to renewed complaints on the

part of those who disputed the validity of the instruc- Byt<iwa Gi«b« 
tions. 

When, from the documents before them. Her Ma- 
jesty's Law Officers were led to the opinion that the 
instructions were insufficient ; the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies directed proceedings to repeal the 
grants ; it was then open to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, if it saw fit, to have confirmed the institution 
of the Rectories by new letters patent, but such a 
course seems not to have been considered advisable. 

When, upon inspection of new documents. Her 
Majesty's Law Officers reported the institution of the 
Rectones lawful— the Government still considered 
the question open for legal adjudication, and recom- 
mended that it should be tried by appeal to the 
Court of ultimate resort in England; and no instruc- 
tions have been since received, either for the confir- 
mation of the old Rectories, or for the erection of 
new ones. 

The general instructions and the terms of the 
Royal Commission ma^, no doubt, be held sufficient 
authority for the creation of New Rectories, but it 
would not be consistent with the ofier to try the 
validity of the institution of the 57 Rectories — and 
the absence of all orders to confirm them, — to assume 
that it is the actual desire of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment that new Rectories should be at present en- 
dowed ; on the contrary, it appears to the Council to 
be the wishes of Her Majesty's Ministers, to leave 
the whole matter as it stands at present, until it shall 
be finally disposed of upon general principles. 

As regards appropriations made to other Churches 
or Congregations, tne Council b^ to observe, that 
none oi these could legally be made of Clergy Re- 
serve land, as such ; the land in such cases was in- 
tended to be withdrawn from the Clergy Reserves, 
and granted as Crown Lands, other Crown Lands of 
equsd value being assigned in lieu as Clergy Re- 
serves. 

The granting lands for these purposes has, for a 
long time ceased, and the law at present does not 
allow of free erants for any purpose, unless the chum- 
ants be entitkd under former orders of Council, or 
regulations of the . Government. 

The Council trust that these remarks will shew 
Your Excdlency that, in declining to advise Your 
Excellency to accede to the prayer of the petitioner, 
the Council has proceected altogether firom a desire 
to avoid any further difficulty or emlMurrassment to 
this Government, and that in fact there was scarcely 
room for choice or discretion in the course to be pur- 
sued.

That your petitioner, in the year 1836, purchased 
from Mr. Isaac Firth, of By town, Lot No. 39, 1 st Con- 
cession, and 39 on ^e broken front in the Township 
of Nevean, for which he pud £60, currency, which 
are Clergy ]Refierves. The said lots were granted by 
His Excellency, Sir P. Maitland to Mr. Firth, in 
1824, who was from time to time assured by Major 
HilKer, the Secretary to the then Governor, that a 
Patent might be expected for the same. 

That the sdd Isaac Firth made repeated subse- 
quent api>licatioiis to the Crown Land Department, 
accompanied by the necessary documents for a Pa- 
tent, who was on every occasion encouraged to be- 
lieve he would receive one, but from the difficulties 
which arose respecting the settiement of the Clergy 
Besenres, it was defenred. 
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Byto%iB That your petitioner, on the faith of those aamur* 

ances from the Grovemment^ haa incurred a great ex- 
pense in erecting dwelling houses and oth^ build- 
mgs, botii upon the broken front and on the lot 
where he now resides with his family, and had nerer 
for a moment entertained a single doubt of his re- 
maining in the peaceable possession thereof. 

That your petitioner has reason to bdieve that one 
of the Commissioners, who inspected the lots from a 
persoiial and sinister motive, wishes to have the 
broken frrat detached from the other port of the 
land, of which it constitutes an integral part. Your 
petitioner will be able to prove the assertions above 
alluded to by the clearest testinumv ; in the event of 
your petitioner losing the broken mmt, he would be 
completely cut off from his water privileges, thus 
reuitering the remainder comparativelv of little value, 
there being on the whole not more than 25 acres of 
good land. Your petitioner therefore most humbly 
begs that Your Honour will be g^raciously pleased not 
to sanction the dissevering of said broken front from 
the lot of which it originidly formed, and still con- 
tinues to form, an integral part, until a fair and open 
investigation takes place. 

Your petitioner makes this application to Your 
Honour, knowing from universal report, that your 
motives are just and equitable, wishing to see justice 
done in all cases that come before you.

The lot» by thereeent inspection, is reported to be 
in the occupation of John Rochester^ with 30 acres 
improved ; and should Your Excellency consider the 
claan advanced by the Reverend Mr. Strong invalid, 
I would recommend that Mr. Rochester be fulowed tx> 
pmrchase at the valuation (50a. jper acre) under the 
present r^ulatione^ upon paying baok rent since the 
occupation o( Isaac Futh, (in 1823,) from whom he 
purcnased the possessLtm, with the exception of the 
south part, ^44 acn^) required by the Ordnance 
Department tor the Rideau CanaL 

The broken fyoat, intervening between the above 
and the Biver OttawOf is also a Clergy Reserve, 
oontaining about 76 acres, reported to have but three 
acres improved therecm, tmd having been in dispute

I have received your Despatches of the numbers 
and dates enumerated in the mar^, relative to die 
construction of a Railroad, which shall connect 
Halifax and other points in Nova Scotia, as well as 
the chief Towns <^^^»i; Brunswick with Canada, by 
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ifaUfcz and Quebec^ and thus facilitate the intercourse between 
Qaebec Ball- q^^^ Britain and all those Provinces. You will 
learn from my Circular Despatch^ addressed to you 
this mail, that my attention has been already 
durected to tl^e important subject of Bailway com- 
munications in the British Colonies, and you will 
readily conceive that, considering the magnitude of 
such undertakings, I find it necessary to use great 
caution, previously to sanctioning the adoption of 
any jpositive measures, so as to avoid the risk of 
excitmg expectations which . may not be realized. 
The remark which applies to proposed Railways in 
all Her Majesty's possessions abroad, is peculiarly 
appropriate to a project of the kind now under my 
notice, which is an enterprize of great importance, and 
possessing a commercial as well as a military character. 

Her Majesty's Government are certainly disposed 
to view with gr^t favour the present scheme, if it 
be undertaken with an earnest intention on the part 
of the Provinces concerned, to provide adequate 
means for the purpose of carrying it into execution. 
But, I must distmctly observe to you that a very 
strong, and also a verv peculiar case, must be made 
out to justify those Provinces in the expectation, 
that Her Majesty's Government would ijike upon 
themselves the responsibility of recommending the 
promotion of any such undertaking, whetlier in 
whole or in part, to Parliament, for assistance &om 
the funds of this Country. Reliance must be placed 
in a great degree on pnvate enterprize and capital, 
but up to the present time, I have very little know- 
ledge, as to what is really to be expect^ from those 
sources, towards the formation of any Railway com- 
munication of the nature I have described. I am 
disposed to hope much may be ascertained &om the 
proceedings of the Legislatures now in Session, as to 
the strength or weakness of the disposition which 
prevails in the respective Provinces to present Rail- 
way projects to the Assemblies. The form of the 
Bins, and the actual shape which such projects may 
assume, will necessarily improve any means of esti- 
mating their solidity. 

In considering specially your De^tch No. 100, 
'of the Idth November, and the valuable information 
which it contains from yourself and from Captain 
Owen, for which I request you will accept my 
thanks, I must acknowledge, that I am disposed to 
asree with you in thinking, that a line from the 
North Eastern point of thva Scotia, keeping far 
from the Frontier of the United States, wouM be Ae 
most advantageous with reference to Imprial inte- 
rest^, and consequently would be the line which 
would have the best claim upon the countenance and 
aid of the Imperiat-Govemment. 
- If you should find that there is any disposition to 
entertain that route as a main line, into which colla- 
teral lines from Halifax, St Johns, or other points 
might run, I apprehend that it would be prudent to 
encourage the adoption of such a route, in preference 
to any other ; but I must request you to understand 
that, in the present state of my information, I cannot 
hazard my ppsitive opinion, nor give you any in- 
structioBS which shoula overrule your own dear and 
decisive judgment, on any questicm that may arise 
with r^ard to the merits of different schemes.

Despatch No. 249,tlated 2l8t September, being in 
reply to my Despatch No. 339, of the 19th August, 
in whidi I informed you, that I had received a Me- 
morial from a body styling themselves the Promoters 
and Provisional Board of the Halifax^ Quebec and 
MontrealBojlvreLy Company, requesting that I woidd, 
in my capacity of Lieutenant Governor of Nova 
Scofia, take steps for their incorporation, and for se- 
curing to them certain exclusive facilities and advan- 
tages therein detailed. 

1 deemed the observations contained in Your Lord- 
ship's communication to be of so much importance, 
so well calculated to prevent the evils jrou deprecate, 
as likely to result from precipitate action in this mat- 
ter, ana at the same .time, essentially to promote the 
ultimate success of the tmdertaking, should it turn 
out to be practicable, that I thought it mv duty to 
promulgate them through the medium of the Provin- 
cial Press. 

By the same Packet which brought the above, a 
second letter was addressed to me, by Mr. Bridges 
(who signs himself the Secretary to the Provisional 
Committee of the projected Railway), accompanied 
by a paper containing an account of certain proceed- 
ing which took place at a meeting of the said Com- 
mittee, and in which I conceive my previous corres- 
pondence with that gentleman, to be very inaccurately 
described. 

This paper, together with a copy of Mr. Bridget 
letter, 1 herewith send, as well as two other pt^rs, 
transmitted to me by the last mail, (the one purport- 
ing to be a prospectus of a Railway from Halifax to 
Quebec^ by way of FrederictoTij witn a branch to St, 
Johns, in New Brunswick^ to be undertaken by 
company with a capital of no less than three million 
six nundred thousand pounds sterling, and the other 
the prospectus of a Railway (com Halifax to Windsor, 
in Nova Scotia, to be constructed by apparently the 
same company, with a capital of two hundred thou- 
sand pounds,) and a copy of the letter in whidi they 
were enclosed* 

These prospectuses, bothmarked "private," andsaid 
to have been so in England, were made public in this 
City, by Messrs. WilUam and George R. Young, (who 
are named in them as Solicitors in Nova Scotia) to 
both Companies, and a meeting of Merchants and 
others was subsequently held, at which, as I am in 
formed, much suspicion was thrown on the origin and 
management of the contemplated scheme in London. 
Opinion is Uierefore divided as to the character of the 
Company; but all parties appear to entertain the 
belief, that the construction of a Railroad from hence 
to Quebec and Montreal, by solvent parties, would 
lead to results highly conducive to the prosperity of 
the British North American Colonies. 

Whether the (so-called) Halifax Quebec Ridl- 
way and Land Company, has been formed with the 
intention, or possesses the adequate funds, to execute 
the gigantic project to carry out which, it has been 



ostennbly called into existence, Your Lordship has Haiito moA 
muchgreaterfecilities than loancommwidfar asoer^^^ 
taining ; but various fiusts, in relation to their pro- 
ceedings, have come to my knowledge, with which 
I consider it imperative on me to make you ac- 
quainted. 

The Attorney General of Nova Scotia found his ' 
name on die prospectus of the HaUfax and Qud^ec 
Railway, as standmg Counsel to the Company, with- 
out, as he assures me, having been in any manner 
consulted on die subject, either before or after his iqn 
pointment; and I have read in the newspapers, a 
letter from Mr. T. C. HaHburton of Windsor, a Judge 
of the Supreme Court of this Province, whose name 
was put forth on the prospectus of the Railroad, be- 
tween Halifax and Windsor, as a Member of the 
Provisional Committee, indignantly repudiating all 
connection with the ComMny. 

Mr. Robie, the Senior Member of the Executive, 
and President of the L^rislative Council, and Mr. 
Jeffrey, the Collector of Customs, who has been twice 
Administrator of the Government of the Colony, 
during the absence of the Lieutenant Governors for 
the time being, both of whose names appear in the 
Qome prospectus, as Members of the same Committee, 
have written me a letter, a copy of which I forward, 
stating that their names have been introduced into it 
without their consent or knowledge, and without any 
communication ever having been made to them on 
the matter, and that they therefore decline serving ; 
and I have likewise learned that other influential 
gentlemen here, whose names are inserted in the 
prospectuses as being connected with one or other 
scheme, have denied that they have ever sanctioned 
such insertion. 

Such reckless conduct, in the unauthorized use of 
the names of some of the most respectable gentlemen 
in Nova Scotia, may very naturally inspire distrust, 
and deprive the Company, who profess themselves 
ready to achieve this vast enterprise, of the confidence 
of the community ; but does not, I think, militate 
against the highly beneficial tendency or the practi- 
cability of the plan itself, to the success of which, 
provided it can be brought about, by proper and 
justifiable means, it appears to me that every well- 
wisher to British interests and dominion in North 
America, must be anxious to contribute, and which 
therefore, solicitous as I am for the ftiture welfare of 
a Colony in which I have so long resided, I should 
deeply lament to see abandoned, for want of every 
exertion having been made to ascertain its feasibility, 
or from its having been undertaken bv individuale, 
not endowed with sufficient weight and influence to 
effect its completion. 

As the most sanguine advocates of this costly pro- 
ject do not appear to anticipate, that it can for some 
years to come produce the amount required to pay a 
fidr rate of interest to die Shareholders, after the 
abstraction of the sum necessary to defray the large 
annual expenditure, which sudi a work will entail to 
keep it in repair, it becomes requisite to consider 
from what sources they (the Shflureholders) may be 
guaranteed from any great loss, until the lapse^ of 
time shall have rendered th^ property a remunerating 
one, and it has been prc^osed to effect this through 
prospective grants, to be m force for a certiun num- 
ber of years, by the Local Le^slatures of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and United Canada, each 
Province to contribute to the whole sum granted in 
the proportion of its revenue; a hope is also in- 
dulged Uiat, as the Mother Country would reap from 
the work all the advantages of direct communication 
with Quebec, contemplated by the long talked of 
Military Road through New Brunswick, which would 
then be no longer necessary, the British Govern- 
ment, provided the plan assume a practicable shape, 
and be proceeded with under proper auspices, may 
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Haii&z »i«d be induced to contribute towuds the completion of 
^^J*® the fonncT, some p<Hrtion of the money which would 

have been expended in the latter route had it been 

constructed. 

So deeply imbued am I with the conviction, both 
that the proposed Bidlway will cost more than is ge- 
nerally supposed, and that the proceeds at the com- 
mencement will bear small ' proportion to the outlay 
which will have been incurred, that without I enter- 
tained the hope of a combined and spirited action on 
the part of the several Provincial L^islatures, I should 
look on the scheme as idle and visionary in the high- 
est d^ree, if regarded as an investment of capital, 
likely to produce immediate profitable returns. 

As, however, I cannot but feel persuaded that the 
Local Legislatures will be sufficienUy alive to the 
great benefits which would accrue from the accom- 
plishment of this grahd design, to be willing to en- 
deavour to place it on such a footing that European 
capitalists may be enabled to co-operate in its pro- 
motion with safety, I am desirous of afibrding to the 
Parliament of Nova Scotia^ at its next meeting, all the 
information likely to forward such an, attempt; and 
I would therefore request Your Lordship to be good 
enough to interest yourself to procure from the Ord- 
nance Department .copies of any surveys which have 
been made in the Provinces of New Brunswick or 
Canada, with a view to the formation of the Military 
Road above alluded to, or any other topographical 
data which may exist likely to facilitate the object I 
have in view. 

The step, however, which appears to me to be of 
primary importance, and to demand immediate atten- 
tion, is the conducting of an accurate survey, for as- 
certaining the practicability of the plan, and for the 
selection of the best route. 

The importance of the ultimate object is so great, 
both to tne Mother Coimtrv and the Colonies, that 
I trust Your Lordship will deem this preparatory 
measure to be worthy of Imperial assistance, and I am 
therefore induced to ask you, whether Her Ma- 
jesty's Government would be disposed to send out 
competent Military or Civil Engineers to conduct 
such survey, either at the expense of the British or 
of the Colonial Governments, as Your Lordship may 
deem proper. 

Such a measure would engage confidence, both in 
England and the Colonies, and preclude the risk 
which would attend unsound or inadequate informa- 
tion <m this essential part of the imdertaking. 

As it is my intention to communicate with the 
Governor General, and Sir William Colebrooke on 
this topic, I should wish to know if any reasonable 
hope might be entertained that, should the three Co- 
lonies unite in pledging a portion of their revenues 
for the interest and gradual repayment of the princi- 
pal of the money advanced, any assistance would be 
afforded them on the same terms as those on which 
aid was extended to Canada, in the cases of the 
deau, Beauhamoit and Wetland Canals, or more di- 
rect succour firom tlrc Lnperial Treasury upon the 
like security. 

I have already intimated my opinion, that if a Com 
pany were to be incorporated imder the name of tiie 
Hakfax and Qufi^Bauway, or any other similar deno- 
mination, it were better that it shoidd be done by 
an Act of the Lnperial Parliament, but as it may be 
deemed expedient to introduce an Act for the incor- 
poration of some aoch body here in the approaching 
Session, I should be much obUged, by your Lordship^ 
instructing me as to the natu^ of the guarantees and 
provisions, which it may be right to insert for the 
protection of the StockWders and the Public 

The immense political advantages that would at- 
tend the stttisfiEK^tory completion of tiie proposec 
BaHway must be so apparent to Your Loraship, as 



to make any detailed reference to them on my part Halifax and 
alike unnecessary and obtrusive, and I will ther^re 
trespass on your attention no longer, than to sdicit 
an early answer to this communication.

the titles of the parties would be confirmed. 

I take this opportunity of enclosing to Your Lord- 
ship, the copy of a Despatch, which I have lately 
addressed to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
with a Joint Address from the Legislative Council 
and Assembly, on the subject of the Boundary in

We have the honour to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of this day, requesting us to exjd^n, 
for the information of His Excellency the Lieutenant 
Governor, the proceedings taken by us last season, in 
settling the claims of the SetUers under the Treaty 



of Washington ; and, in reply thereto, b^ to state, New Brsu. 
tikat upon receiving our appointment as Commis- j}^^*''^ 
sioners, in April last, we immediately proceeded Uy 
Madawaska, and caused public notice of our appoint- 
ment and arrival to be given to the Inhabitants, and 
requested all persons claiming lands, under the T^res^;^, 
to appear before us and state their claims. That in 
consequence of this notification, all persons having 
any cUims to lands within the settlement, appeared 
before us, and were examined upon oath as to the 
validity of their respective claims — ^the nature and 
extent of their improvements, — and the original 
occupation of the land. We also required their 
statements to be confirmed by other evidence, in all 
cases which we considered at all doubtful, or where 
the person claiming the land was not the first occu- 
pier; and in all conflicting claims between the 
Settlers, Ae evidence on both sides was fully heard, 
and the matter decided according to the best of our 
judgment, upon principles of justice and equity, and 
to the satisfaction of the parties in almost every 
instance. 

We may also state, that the claims of each indi- 
vidual was separately adjudicated upon, and any 
evidence whicn he thought proper to produce in 
support of it, fully weighed and considered. 

After having h^ux[ afi the evidence, we proceeded to 
the land claimed by and in the occupation of the Set- 
tlers, and in presence of the parties established the 
boundaries between the lots ana the courses of the di- 
viding lines. This was followed up by a perfect and 
complete survey of each lot, under our direction, the 
side and rear lines being distinctly marked to prevent 
any coUision between the respective occupiers ; as wUl 
appear by the Plans which have been snown to His 
ExceHency.

Since the departure of the Mail this day, a depu- 
tation from the Legislative Council and Assemoly 
have waited on m^ with a Joint Address to the 
Queen, herewith enclosed, whidi I have been re- 
quested to forward by Express, in order that it may 
reach Halifax in time for the Mail Packet 

The claim of the two Houses, that the Canadian 
Boundary, as defined by the Act of Parliament 14 
Geo. in, chap. 83, appearing to be eusbtantially just, 
I anticipated that it would 1^ uiged by them, and the 
objections to a River Boundary between contiguous 
States and Provinces have been so abundantly proved, 
as well as the advantage of adopting the highlands 
dividing the waters as m the Act in question, and the 
Treaty of 1783, that it ought to be adhered to as far 
as may be practicable. 

Hie Canadian Government having formed some 
settlements on the left Bank of the Ristigouche, would 
probably desire to preserve these, but a line drawn 
m>m the head of the Biver to meet the line of the 
American Boundary, on the St Francis, would dis- 
turb none of those settlements, and the intersection 
of the southern part of the Temiscouafa Seigniory, 
which is unsettled, would be attended with no incon- 
venience or prejudice to any party. I am therefore 
induced to hope that this line, which I proposed to 
Lord Metcalfe in January, 1844, may be the utmost 
limit of the concession made to Canada, in the settle- 
ment of the question, and that the intermediate Ter- 
ritory on the Frontier of the United Spates, may be 
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New BraiM. settled by the people of this Province, who have 
Li^^"***^ proved on so many occasions their devot^ loyalty to 
the Crown, and me sacrifices they are prepared to 
make for its support, and for the preservation of 
British interests m this quarter.

To the QueetCs Most Excellent Majesty, 
The Joint and Humble Address of Her Majesty's 
L^islative Council, and House of Assembly, of 
the Province of New Brunstvick, in General As- 
sembly convened. 
May it Please Youb Majesty : 

We, the Lerislative Council and Assembly of New 
Brunswick, in Provincial Parliament assembled, beg 
leave to approach Your Majesty with renewed assur- 
ances of our devoted attachment to Your Majesty's 
Person and Government. 

The occasion of this our humble and dutiful Ad- 
dress, is one of vit^ importance to the present and 
future interests of this Province; and confident in 
the justice of the claims now to be preferred for Your 
Majes^'s Royal consideration, we cannot for a mo- 
ment doubt the decision which Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to pronounce in the premises. 

From the first erection of this Province into a 
separate Government, in the year 1785, down to the 

5 ear 1842, the Territorial Rights, as well as the legal 
urisdiction of this Province, have been undisputed 
on the Upper Saint John, and its Tributaries, save by 
the American Government. 

During the whole of that period, the Government 
of this Province exercised J urisdiction over the said 
Territory, and the inhabitants residing thereon, in 
like manner as in other parts of the Province, viz : by 
granting lands, organizmg Militia, appointing Magis- 
trates and Parish officers, making roads and building 
bridges, relieving the poor, serving Writs and Pro- 
cess of every description, and granting Licenses to 
cut logs and timber; and even pending the dispute 
with the American Government, the accustomed 
J urisdiction was retained by this Province, except in 
the disposal of lands and timber, which was suspended 
by agreement between the two nations. 

Upon the Treaty of Washington being concluded, 
we reasonably supposed, that our accustomed juris- 
diction would be continued without interruption, over 
the residue of the Territory ; but to our astonishment 
we learned in 1843, that Uie Canadian Government 
for the first time, had asserted a ri^ht by selling logs 
and timber from the lands on the Kiver St Francis, 
and other Rivers and Streams in the vicinity. 

Knowing that the Southern Boundary of Canada 
had been already defined by the Act of Parliament 
14 Geo. Ill, cap. 83, and tKat by no possible construc- 
tion of that Act, could its SouUiem Boun<kry be ex- 
tended, to include any of the Rivers flowing into the 
Main Saird John, and thence to the sea; we had 
hoped that the remonstrances of the Government of 
this Province, would at once have put an end to the 
unwarrantable daims of Canada, and prevented us 
from further interruption ; but we regret to inform 
Your Miyesty that in this respect we have been dis- 
appointed and that at the present time, the two Pro- 
vmces are exercising a conflicting jurisdiction over 
the same Territory. 

The Province of Canada is descril^ in the Royal 
Proclamation of 1763, and by the Act above referred 
to, as being Bounded on tlie South bv a line from 
'^the Bay of Chaleurs alon^ the Highlands, which 
''divide the Rivers that fsJl into the River Saint 
Lawrence, from those which fall into the Sea, to a 
''point in 45 ^ of Northern latitude, on the eastern 
32 



" bank of the River Connecticut^ and we entertiun New Bran»- 
not the smallest doub^ that it will appear as clearly 
to Your Gracious Majesty, as it does to us, that no 
part of the Province of Canada can possibly be situ- 
ated on the Southern side of the line described with 
so much clearness in the said Act, and which can at 
any time be surveyed and marked upon the ground 
without difliculty. 

Yet, notwithstanding the explicit language of the 
Act thus defining the Boundary, the Canadian 
Government now sa far overstep the same, as to 
claim as their Southern Boundary, a line running from 
the mouth of Ristigouche River to Mars Hill, as in- 
dicated by the yellow line on the Map hereunto an- 
nexed ; a claim which, if sustained, would deprive 
this Province of more than one quarter of its Terri- 
tonr. " 

Having brought under Your Majesty's notice the 
former occupation and jurisdiction of this Province, 
together witn the Southern Boundary of Canada, as 
fixed by Act of Parliament, in contrast with the pre- 
sent claims of that Province, we would now respect- 
fullv su'bmit for Your Royal consideration, the equi- 
table, as well as l^al rig;ht of this Province, to the 
Territory in question, arising out of the compact en- 
tered into between Your Majesty's late Royal Unclq, 
of revered and blessed memory, and the Ijegislature 
of this Province. 

By the Provincial enactment 8th William IV, 
chap. 1, entitled "An Act for the support of the 
" Civil Government of this Province," and the terms 
of which were settled by the Imperial Government 
before its enactment, it was provided, among other 
things, that the proceeds of all Sales and Leases of 
Crown Lands, Woods, Mines and Royalties, deduct- 
ing the expenses of collection, should be paid over to 
the Provincial Treasury for the use of the Province, 
and in return therefor, the sum of fourteen thousand 
five hundred pounds currency, was charged upon all 
the Revenues of the Province, for the support of the 
Civil Government, which Act was tfterwards made 
rpetual, and confirmed by Your Most Gracious 
aje sty in Council. 

We would now humbljr submit to Your Majesty's 
consideration, that at the time the sdd Act was passed, 
and the Civil List was guaranteed in peroetmty, we 
had no reason to apprehend that the line of boundary, 
as then claimed by the British Gt>vemment, and dis* 
puted by the Government of the United States, would 
be abandoned, whereby a lai^e extent of Territorial 
resources for defraying the Civil List would be lost 
to this Province. 

We need not remind Your Majesty, that through- 
out the whole of the n^ociations with the United 
States, the Territory in question was claimed by Your 
Majesty's Government as a part of New Brunswick ; 
nor did we ever learn that during that protracted 
dispute, any such claim was made, as is now set up 
by the Canadian Government. 

Your Majesty's Government, however, in the exer- 
cise of its undoubted power, was pleased to concede 
to the American Government bv the Treaty of Wash^ 
ington, at least three fifths of the Territory then in 
dispute; which embraced by far the most valuable 
portion thereof both for Agricultural and Lumber- 
ing operations. 

We assure Your Majesty, that although the loyal 
inhabitants of this Province were greatly aisappointed 
by the terms of the said Treaty, they were unwil- 
ling to complain of a result, however injurious to 
their interests, seeing that it was confirmed by Your 
Majesty's Government, and approved of by the 
British Parliament, but when a neighbouring Colony 
now seeks to deprive us, not only of the residue of 
the said Territory, but of a large additional portion,; 
the proceeds whereof have been transferred to us by 
a solemn compact with the Imperial Government, 
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New Brant- we cannot but oomplain ; and while we lay before 
widkBoundtrj Your Gracious M^Wy at this time, our protest 
^' affainst the unwarrantea encroachments of the Cana>^ 

dian Govemmenty and their usurpation of our Teiv 
ritorjj we assure Your Majesty that we entertidn 
the most imshaken confidence in Your. Royal judg- 
ment, and that the result of this, our humble and 
dutiful appeal, will afford the inhabitants of this 
truly British Province, another proof, that in the 
hajids of Your Majesty, their rights and interests will 
ever be protected. 

, We, tnerefore, most humbly imd dutifully implore 
Your Majesty, to order the line of Boundaiy in 
question, to be surveyed and marked out in the 
terms of the Act of Pariiament, commendn^ at the 
Bay of Chakurs, and thence, passing alongbetween 
the Heads of the Rivers that M into the River St 
Latorence, and those that faU into the Sea, to a point 
in the line of Boundary latelv established by the 
Treaty of Washington; and also to secure to this 
Province, the quiet and peaceable possession of the 
whole of the Territory, lying on the Southern side 
of this line of Boundary, with all the privileges, 
profits and advantages now arising, or wnich may 
hereafter arise from the same.

May it Pleasb Your Excellency: 

The undersigned have the honour to submit the 
following Report, on the subject of the Boundary 
Line, between the Provinces of Canada and New 
Brunswick ; and of their conferences with the gen- 
tiemen named for this purpose by Hb Excellency 
Sir W. Colebrooke, at Fredencton^ on this subject; 
as well as in reference to granting Xioenses to cut 
timber on the Territory in dispute, imtil the Boun- 
dary be determined. 

It is necessary to refer to the Boundaries expressec 
in various public Documents, Commissions, &c 

The Royal Commission, appointing the Governor 
oi Nova Scotia, dated 2l8t JiSoveml^r, 1763, states 
the Boundaries of that Province thus, **To the 
northward our «aid Province shall be bounded by 
" the Southern Boundary of our Province of Quebec^ 
as far as the western extremity of the Baie des 
*^ Chaleurs, to the eastward by the said Bay and the 
Ghilf of St Lawrence, and to tiie westward, although 
^'our sidd Province hath anciently extended, anc 
dotii of right extend, as far as the River Pentagast 
or Penobscot, it shall be bounded by a line drawn 
" from Cape Sable, across the entrance of the Bay 
of Fundy, to the mouth of the River Ste. Croix, by 
the said River to its source, and by a line drawn 
due north, fVom thence to tiie Southern Boundary 
" of our Colony of Quebec.^ 

The Proclamation of 1763 describes the Boimdary 
of the Province of Quebec, thus, after running certfun 
lines not affecting the matter in question, up to the 
south end of the Lake Nipissing, from whence the 
said line crossing the River St. Lawrence and the 
" Lake Champlain, in- forty-five degrees of north 
latitude, passes along the Highlands which divide 
^'the Rivers that empty themselves into the saic 
River St Lawrence, from those which fall into the 
Sea, and also, along the north coast of the Baie des 
Chaleurs and the coast of the Gulf of St Lawrence, 
" to Cape Rosier."" 

The British Statute of 1774 thus designates the 
Boundanr, the Territories, &c, ^'Bounded on the 
" south, by a line from the Bay of Chaleurs, along 
the Himlands which divide the Rivers that em^t 
*^ thems^es into the St Lawrence, from those wmcl 
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fall into the Sea, to a point into forty-five d^rees Ntw w 
"of northern latitude, on the eastern bank of the Jjj,^*^ 
"River Omnecticut"' 

The Treaty of 1783, between Great Britain and 
the United States of America, in defining this^ portion 
of the Boundary, between the two contracting par- 
ties, uses the foUowii^ language : — 

" From the northwest angle of Nova SeaOa, yiz. : 
" tiiat angle whidi is forn^ by a line drawn due 
"north from the source of the Ste. CroizBiver to the 
" Highlands, along the sidd Highlands which divide 
" those Rivers that empty them^ves into the River 
" St Lawrence firom those which fall into the Atlantic 
" Ocean, to tiie northernmost head of the Connecticut 
" River, tiience down along the middle of that River, 
" to the 45th d^ree of north latitude, east by a line 
" to be drawn w>ng the middle of the River Ste. 
" Croix, from its mouth in the Bay of Fundy to its 
"source, and from its source directly north to the 
" aforesaid Highlands, which divide the Rivers that 
" iall into the Atlantic Ocean, from those which fidl 
" into the River St. Lawrence."* 

llie Boundmes of New Brunswick were, in 1784, 
defined in the Commission to the Governor of that 
Province, thus : — 

" Bounded on the westward, by die mouth of the 
" River /Ste. Croix, by the said River to its source, 
" and by a line drawn due north, from thence to the 
" Southern Boundary of our Province of Quebec, to 
" the northwurd by the sud Boundary, as &r as the 
" western extremity of the Bate des Chaleurs ; to the 
"eastward by the sud Baie and the Gulf of St 
Lawrence, to the Bay called Baie Verte; to the 
" south by line in the centre of the Bay of Fundy 
" from said River to its source ; and from thence by 
" a due east line across the Isthmus, into the Baie 
" Verte to Join the eastern line above described." 

A carenil comparison and consideration of the 
foregoing descriptions brought us to the conclusion, 
that, on the part of the British Government, it was 
intended, that the language used should so define the 
limits, as, that the Eastern Boundary of the United 
States, and the Western Boundary of, first, the Pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia, and afterwards of New Bruns^ 
wick, ^ould be identical, that each of them would go 
nortii so fiir as the north-west angle of Nova Scotia, 
when the Southern Boundary of the Province of 
Quebec would be reached, and cbnsequentiy the limits 
of New Brunswick could not be extended either west- 
ward of a line to be drawn due north, from the source 
of the River Ste. Croix, or north of the range of High- 
lands, which would limit the United States Territory, 
and we thought it clear that the same range of High- 
lands was intended by the diffei^nt phrases, " the 
" Highlandswhich divide theRivers that empty them- 
selves into the River St Lawrencefrom those which 
" fall into the S^" or " the s^d Highlands which 
" divide those Rivers that empty themselves into the 
" River St Lawrence from thoNBe that fall into the 
" Atlantic Ocean f for New Brunswick was carved 
out of the Province of Nova Scotia. Its northern 
Umit is defined by the same words as are used to de-* 
fine the northern limit of Nova Scotia, viz. : " the 
" Southern Boundary of our Province of Quebec,"" 
the nortii-west angle of Nova Scotia, became the 
north-west angle of New Brunswick. That north- 
west angle was defined to be " that angle which is 
" formed by a line drawn due nortii from toe Ste. Croix 
" River to the Highlands." The Province of Nova 
Scotia extended no further north than these High- 
lands, which therefore, as the Province of iN^va 
Scotia was bounded on the north by the Province of 
Quebec, must have formed the Southern Boundaiy 
of Quebec, 

When, therefore. Great Britain asserted a particu- 
lar range of Highlands to be those constituting the 
Northern Boundary of the United States under the 
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NewBm»* Treaty of 1783, she alflo, to the extent of the United 
wtokBoootey States frontier at all eyents, necessarily asserted those 
Highlands to be the Southern Boondary of Canada; 
ana haying acceded to a boundary to the northward 
of what she had contended was the true one, Canada 
oannot be the less entitled to treat the Boundary so 
agreed upon as hers also ; in other words, to continue 
conterminous with the IJmted States as fiur eastward 
as the line due north from the source of ihe Sie. Croiz. 
The adoption of a conyentional line between Great 
Britain and the United States, by which a portion of 
the Territory included within the former Iknits of 
Canada, and therefore pro tanto, at the expensd of 
Canada, was ^yen up, could not affect the rightful 
daim of that Froyince as &r south as that conyen- 
tional line. 

If, then. Great Britain ri^tly asserted the range 
of Highlands by which the north-west angle otNava 
Scotia was formed, was to be found at Mars Hill, 
then it would necessarily follow that the same range 
formed the Southern Boundary of the Proyince of 
Quebec, which must then be traced fromiKfor^Hill to 
the westernmost extremity of the Baie des Chaleurs. 
This line would depriy^ New Brunswick of Territory 
which she has long possessed, and her right to which 
has in some decree been recognized by Canada, as 
well as by the British Groyemment. 

On the other hand, the United States insbted that 
the north-west ai^le of Nova Scotia was formed by 
a range of HighEmds nearer the Lawrence, the 
same range which New Brunswick now contends for. 
This line would depriye Canada of Territory which 
she has long possessed, both under the French and 
English Goyemments, and her right to which has in 
fiome d^ree been recognized by New Brunswick, as 
well as by the British Groyemment. 

It would, we belieye, be found impossible to find 
in either of these ranges a literal compliance with the 
Proclamation of 1763, and the Act cf 1774. 

The words of the Proclamation, the Highlands 
which diyide the Riyers that empty themselyes into 
the sidd Biyer St. Lawrence £rom those which iall 
into the Sea, and also aloi^ the north shore of the 
Baie des Chaleurs,^ do not certainly appear to con- 
template crossing the Baie des Chaleurs, in order to 
arriye at a range of Highland^ on the south side of 
the Bay, though the distance -across be only a few 
miles, and yet this must be done to reach the High- 
lands which are connected with Mars HilL 

On the other hand, the words of the Act of 1774, 
Bounded on the south by a line from the Baie des 
Chaleurs along the Highlands which diyide the 
*^ Biyers that enrply them^yes,'' &c., would neyer 
be supposed to haye been intended to direct that 
from the iSate des Chaleurs a line should be run in a 
direction almost north fiira distance of from thirty- 
fiye to forty miles ere the commencement of the 
aoutbern Boundary of Quebec could be found, for 
this line from the JBaie des Chaleurs to the Highlands 
would form a western and not a Southern Boundary 
for the Proyince of Canada. 

While, therefore, we are of opinion that the same 
Highlands which formed the Northern Boundary of 
the United States and the Southern Boundary of 
Ccmada were also in their continuation intended to 
diyide Canada and New Brunswick, we ure coim)dled 
to admit that these Highlands, as they exist, oo not 
fulfil what eyidentiy was anticipated by the frtuners 
of the Proclamation of 1763, and the Statute of 
1774, and while we insist that tiie range contendcKl 
for by Great Britain was the true line of division, 
we are fully aware that its exact course and termina- 
tion was erroneously assumed, and haye consequently 
been erroneously described. 

If, then, neither one nor other of these ranges will 
all the terms of the Proclamation and Statute, 



we are driyen to enquire whether the intention of NtwBnuM- 
the British Gbyemment is soeyincedby the language JiJl^^''*'"**^ 
used in these instruments as to afibrd the means of 
arriving at a conduoon in what direction this line of 
division was really intended to be run. Now it ap- 
pears to us unquestionable tiiat from the Baie des 
Chaleurs, the southern Boundary of Quebec, was to 
commence, according to tiie Statute; the words 
Bounded on the south by a line from the Baie 
des Chaleurs along the Highlands," appear to 
admit of no other coostructkm. The words of the 
Proclamation, though not making the Baie des Cha^ 
lews the point of ccHnmenoement, appear to us equally 
to make it in connection with and continuation of tlie 
Highlands named the. Southern Boundary of that 
Proyince; the words are, along the Highlands 
which diyide the Bivers, &c., and also along the 
north coast of the Baie des Chaleurs.'^ It seems 
to us a yery forced construction to treat these words 
as meaning along the Highlands which divide, &c., 
" unto the termination thereof, and thence southeriy 
to the western extremity of the Baie des Chaleurs, 
and also along the north coast^** &c. To this con- 
struction New Brunswick necessarily resorts, in 
claiming the Highlands nearest the St. Lawrence as 
her Northern Boundary. 

We abstun purposely from the discusuon of the 
ai^raments arising on the words, Rivers that empty 
tii^mselyes into the River Si^^ Lawrence, and those 
"which fell into the Sea." This subject was ex- 
hausted in the controversy between Great Britain 
and the UniUd States. We have not overiooked the 
difference of the languages in the Treaty of 1783, 
and all the other documents we have referred to ; nor . 
omitted to notice tiiat the fmner contains the words, 
which fall into the Atlantic Ocean,"* while in aU 
the others we fii^ which faU into the Sea." We 
treat them as synonymous, and think ourselves 
warrant^ in so doing, by the reasons on which our 
firat conclusion respecting the proloi^ti(m of the 
line of Boundary, between Canada and the United 
States, in order to ascertain the line between Canada 
and New Brunswick, are founded. 

We think, then, that the language used, and be- 
fore quoted, just^es us in considering it to have 
been the intention of those by whom it was used, 
that from the Baie des Chaleurs, a line was to run in 
a wesfterly direction, until it intersected the line 
drawn due north from the source of the Ste. Croix ; 
such a line must evidentiy commence on the north 
side of the Bay, and from the description of the 
Boundaries of Nova Scotia, and of those of New 
Brunswick, the point on the North Shore is to be at 
the western extremily of the Baie des Chaleurs; 
which western extremity had been pointed out in 
various grants from the Crown, and particularly in 
one dftted in 1788, to John ShooBnred, Esquire. In 
the grants now rderred to, the Crown both before 
and after 1763, treated the Province of Quebec as 
extending from tins western extremity, along the 
Biyer Bistiffouche, and from thisp<»nt for a consider- 
able distance up the River, each Province has treated 
it as the Boundary between them. Canada, by the 
aforementioned erants of land, and in 1829, the 
erection of the County of Bonaventure, by a statute. 
New Brunswick having erected her County of 
Northumberland, as bounded on the north by the 
Baie des Chaleurs, and the Southern Boundiuy of 
the Province of Quebec, which would not represent 
its Boundary, according to the views now ui^ed on 
her behalf, for the Baie des Chaleurs would he the 
Northerly Boundary only as fer as its western ex- 
tremity, and then the Province of Quebec would 
form an Easteriy Boundaiy, for thirty miles and up- 
wards, ere the Southern Boundary of the Proyince 
of Quebec would be arrived at 
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New BniiM- It appeared^ therefore^ to us, that tbe Ene of the 
wif^Boondarj Riyer Bistigouche had been adopted, to a certain ex- 
tent at least, as that complying with the spirit anc 
intention of the various publio documents, and in 
consequence of its being impossible to find such a 
line of Highlands as would fulfil all the conditions 
required. 

The due north line to be drawn from the source of 
the Ste. Croix Biver, did not seem at first sight, 
likely to afford any dfficulty as to the boundary on 
this side — ^the more especially, as the point of start- 
ing had been agreed upon between the Governments 
of Great Britain and the Vmted States, and the line 
itself had been partially traced It appears, never- 
theless, that New Brunswick treated a considerable 
part of the Territory lying westward of the protrac- 
tion of this north line as being within her limits, anc 
has mad^ settlements there, as well as disposed of the 
Timber growing thereon; we have found no reason 
whatever for supposing that in the first instance. 
New. Brunswick acted otherwise than under a iul 
belief that the settlements made, and the jurisdiction 
exercised, were upon, and over Territory, to the east 
of the due north line, for it cannot be denied tluit for 
a long time, it was believed that the source of the 
Ste. Croix, from whidi the due north line was to be 
run, was considerably to the westward of the point 
ultimately decided on, and no doubt, therefore. New 
Brunswick acted imder this belief. From the time, 
however, that the due north line was actually esta- 
blished, we do not mrofess to understand upon what 
principle of right, tne extension of those settlements 
and claim of jurisdiction could be mdntfuned. 

We have been particular in this explanation, in 
order that Your Excellency may understand the 
views we entertained, and which influenced our 
judgments in endeavouring to lay the foundation, in 
connection with the gentlemen appointed by His 
Excellency the Lieutenant Governor of New Bruns^ 
udck, to confer with us, for determining the Bonn 
' daiy between the two Provinces. 

These views may be thus recapitulated : — 
1st. That it was the intention of Great Britaifi, 
that the Territory of the United States should be 
conterminous with the Province of Canada, from 
west to east, till the line, due north from the source 
of the River Ste, Croix, was reached. 

2nd. That this due north line would be the^ 
Boundary between the United States and the Pro- 
vince of New Brunsufick, till the Northern Boundary 
of the United States Territoijr was reached. 

3rd. That at that point, it was not intended the 
Province of New Brunswick should extend directly 
north, but in a northerly and easterly direction along 
the assumed range of Highlands to the westernmost 
extremity of the Baie des Chaleurs, 

4th. That the Territory of New Brunswick was 
not to extend to the westward of this due nordi 
Une. 

5tL Th&t in the absence of Highlands, Ailfilling 
these expressed intentions of Great Britain, in refer- 
ence to the boundaries of her Colonies, the line of 
the Biver Bistigouche had been, for a certain dis- 
tance, adopted by both Provinces, and that this line 
is, in fact, nearly in accordance with the intention of 
Great Britain, though confessedly at variance with 
the language used, as it does not pass along High- 
lands. 

^ 6th. Hat the respective settlements and jurisdic- 
tion, made and exercised by Canada, and New Bruns^ 
wick on the opposite sides of the Bistigouche, and the 
settlements and jurisdiction, made and exercised 
under an erroneous impression of ri^ht, to the west- 
ward of the due north line, rendered the adoption of 
a conventional line almost indispensable. K o time 
was lost, on our arrival at Fredericton, in opening 
our conference with the two gentlemen named by 



His Excellency Sir William Colebrooke for that pur- 
pose. 

It required a very short time to convince us that 
our views were irreconcileable. The suggestions on 
the part of New Brunswick for a conventional line, 
were based on an assumption of right we could not 
admit, for they treated, whatever land lay between 
their proposed line and the Highlands nearest the 
SL Lawrence, as so much given up by them, and for 
which they were to be oompensated, by lands to the 
westward of the line due north firom the source of 
the River Ste. Croix. 

Their daim was twofold: — 
1st. They insisted that the Southern Boundary of 
Canada, was to be found in the range of Highlands 
nearest the River St Lawrence, the range contended 
for by the United States, as forming their Northern 
Boundary. 

2nd. As to their Western Boundarys they cliaimed 
a right founded upon possession and enjoyment, and 
the exercise of various acts of jurisdiction^ to the 
west of the due north line, and that Canada had not 
till lately, denied or disputed such right, or claimed 
any herself in tJiis Territory ; and thev further urged^ 
in connection with this branch of the subject, that 
even admitting the right of New BruTistcick to the 
West of the due north line to be questionable, still it 
coidd not be questioned by Canada, because as her 
southern limit, according to their construction, was 
far to the north, and near the River St Laiorencey 
she could not, under any circumstances, have any 
pretension to this Territory, or interfere with Neuy 
Brunswick in her occupation of it. 

While, therefore, they admitted that the settle- 
ment of a conventional line was exceedingly desirable, 
by agreement between the Provinces, they urged the 
adoption of such a line as would be sustained by the 
foregoing assumptions; such a line, in fact, as no 
one could agree to, who was not prepared to concur^ 
to a great extent, in the justice of the principles 
advanced by them. 

It is needless for us here to recapitulate the general 
arguments against the adoption of the range of High- 
lands contended for by New Brunswick, as constitu- 
ting the Southern Boundary of Canada. But there 
are some particuhr fiicts, which were advanced by^ 
us in reply to these pretensions, to which we would 
respectfiJly solicit Your Exc^ency's attention. 

The Province of Canada, when under the French 
Government, clearly was not confined within these 
limits, first, as to that part lying east of the due 
north line from the source of the River Ste. Croix„ 
there had been various grants and concessions ex- 
tending to the River Bistwouche. Such were the 
Seigniory of Cloridon and of Matepediae. 

At the cession of Canada to Great Britain, all 
individual rights and the French laws were gauran-- 
teed. British authority succeeding French authority,, 
and after the cession, and afler the Proclamation of 
J 763, and the Statute of 1774, namely, in 1787, the 
Seigniory of Cloridon was resumed by the Crown, 
according to the Lawi^ so guaranteed, and as a pos-* 
session in Canada, clearly shewing that the limits of 
Canada were, under British aumority, as well as 
under French, considered to extend far south of the 
Highlands contended for by New Brunswick. In 
1788, another Seigniory was conceded, commencing 
on the western extremity of the Baie des Chaleurs, 
and extending several miles upwards along the Riv^ 
Bistigouche, thus interv^iing directly between that 
River and the Boundary claimed by New Brunswick. 
Canada has also erected a County on this part of the 
T^iitory, and the inhabitants have exerdsed political 
rights, aiM continue to be represented in the L^ie- 
lature, imder the authority of the Union Act, though, 
aoeording to these daims, the 'vriiole County of iSoaa* 
venture, which tiie Imperial Parliament, in 1844^ 
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reoo^iizod as part of Ccmada^ imd whioh extends to 
the Biver Risikfouche^ is withm the Province of New 
Brunswick^ and that Provinoe was not at any time in 
^noranoe of the more important of these proceedings. 
Her County of Northumberland^ whose northern 
limit was declared to be the Southern Boundary of 
Canada^ was erected in 1785, but it was never at- 
tempted to be pushed across the Biver RiiHgouche, 
although on the claim now put forth, it reached the 
Highlands near the St. Lawrence. That country has 
since been divided, and the County of Ri$tigouchey 
extending to the Southern Boundary of Canada, has 
been ered;ed out of part of it ; but it has been in fact 
limited, and is so at this moment, by the Biver 
Biitigouche^ 

It was impossible for us, therefore, to agree to any 
settlement, predicated on the assumption, that tlie 
land between this Biver and the Highlands near the 
St jAxwrefice, belonged to New Brunswick, because, 
de facto, she never had possessed any part of it, and 
could never, according to our view de jure have 
claimed. We felt we nad at least equal ground for 
contending that it was Canada who lost by taking 
the Biver RUHgouche as a boundary, instead of tli^ 
range of Hi^Uands from Mars Hill to the Baie des 
Chaleurs. We say at least equal ^pxmnd, for we had 
the authority of Great Britain m support of our 
claims to the Boundary, and we forbore to xurge this, 
only becanse we thought it our duty, to endeavour to 

Srocure a reasonable settlement, even at some sacri- 
oe, and not to interpose the difficulties arising from 
an assertion of extreme rights. 

Then as to the land to the westward of the due 
north line, we have already ^ven the general reasons, 
which to us appear conclusive, for main t aining, that 
the northern lunit of the United States was also the 
southern limit of Canada. But there are other facts 
to be considered, in reply to the attempt to limit 
Canada by the Highlands, -so often adverted to. 
Settlements were made from Canada long ago, far 
to the soutliwMxI of these Highlands, on the Biver 
St Francis. Tte Seigniory of Madawaska and of 
Ij^Q^Temiscouata, conceded by the French Crown, 
was, and still is treated as part of Canada. It ex- 
tends about thirty miles south of these Highlands, 
embraces part oi the 'Rvvqx Madawaska witlun its 
limits, and comes to within about twelve miles of the 
Biver jS^ John ; and New Brunswick has reco^ized 
this grant, by giviuj^ up timber cut upon its umits, 
whic£ had been seixed en the ground that it had 
been cut on Crown Lands without I^al authority. 
We could not then entertain a conventional line, 
taking for its basis, the assumption that Canada had 
no right to treat aU the land to the westward of the 
due north line, and to the northward of the United 
States Boundary, as being comprised within her 
limits. 

The line, therefor^ suggested by His Excellencrjr 
Sir fVm. ColetnTooke, in his Despatdii to Your Lord- 
ship, dated 13th January, 1845, appeared to us to be 
open to most serious objections. This line it was 
proposed, should be run directly from a point on the 
Biver Ristigouche, which appears as laid down in 
Mr. WeUs' Mw, marked to be in latitude 47^ 
49' north, and longitude 67^ 20* west, or thereabouts, 
to the northernmost ai^le of the United States 
Boundary, on the Biver & Frana's. 

The leading olyeQtions to this line in our o^ioo, 
ittpe:— 

Ist It departs from the line of the RMg&uche 
Biver, whim for the reasons ahready given, and be- 
cause it has already been partially adopted as a Une 
^ dii^Mon by both Pioviaoes, and beoaoae it is a 
aaturd Bofundary easily to be asoertalned, we think 
Aodd be MUmed ta 
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2nd. It gives to New Brunswick Iwds north of that New Braos- 
Biver, over which she has never exercised acts either J^'^liII^ 
of possession or juriddictiiCHi, and which lie within the ^ 
limits of tiie County of Bonaventure, according to the 
Statute of Lower Canada, and are consequently re- 
cognized by the Imperial Statute uniting the Canadas 
as within the Lower Province. 

3rd. By depriving Canada, for so lon^ a distance, 
of both banks of the Biver Risttgouche, it interferes 
materially with her means communication with the 
Baie des Chaleurs, to which it ought to be our en- 
deavour to promote the carrying of timber for ship- 
ment. 

4th. It intersects Lake Temiscouata, and various 
tributary streams, the objection to which has been 
already pointed out by tiie Executive Council of ' 
Canada, and to whose Beport on the subject we beg 
to refer. 

6th. It intersects the Seigniory of Madawaska, 
placing part of it under the jurisdiction and Laws of 
New Brunswick, which are incompatible with such a 
tenure. 

6th. It transfers to New Brunswick a much laiger 
portion of Territory, which belongs to Canada, thm 
any plea arising from actual settkment and posses- 
sion tsJken unaer the authority of the Government 
of the former, either warrants or requires. 

7th. It aggrandizes New Brunswick throughout, 
at the expense of Canada, without any sufficient jus- 
tification, or even equitable ground, except so far as 
the settlement north of the St. John, and east of the 
Madawaska Bivers are concerned. 

We are compelled therefore, earnestly to entreat 
of Your Excellency not to agree to this hue. 

The only other line suggested on the part of New 
Brunswick, is a line to commence at the Forks of the 
Biver Peetamkedgewee, which appear as laid down 
on Mr. WelU Map, marked A, to be in latitude 47^ 
49' north, and longitude 67® 57' west, or thereabouts, 
running thence a direct course, towards the same 
northeny angle of the United States, as that proposed 
by His "Excellency Sir WUUam Colebrooke, until it 
readied the limit of the Seimiory of Madawaska, 
then around and following uie boundaries of that 
Seigniory, until it reaches a point where the westerly 
side of the Seianiory would be intersected by the 
first mentioned line produced, and thence following 
the course of the first mentioned line, from the Forks 
of the Biver to the northerly angle of the United 
States, a^d on the Biver St Fronds. 

It was asserted, that the Biver Peetamkedgewee is 
in truth the main branch of the Ristigouche, and 
should have been so designated on the Map, and if 
this were agreed to, then the branch would, as part 
of the Biver Ristigouche, form a continuation of the 
Boundary formed by that Biver. 

We fdt it impossible to agree to this line. The 
course of the Biver Peetamkedgewee, instead of being, 
as that of tlie Ristigouche, south westeriy from the 
mcMith, forms nearly a right angle with that Biver, 
running westeriy of north, and differing from the line 
proposed by Sir fVm. Colebrooke only in two points 
of any importance; firsts that it leaves the Seigmory 
of Madawaska entirely within Canada^ and project- 
ing into what ihm would be New Bnmsunck, in a 
sort of wedge like form, while, as if by way of 
comp^isation for this trifling concession, it takes more 
than double the quantity of land contained within 
the portion of the Seigmory so left out, and is open 
to every objection whQi cwld be uiged against ^r 
Win. Colebrooke's line, except the foregoijig one 
marked No. & We conceive, tberefoce, that this 
line could never be aoeeded to by Yonr ExceUeacy 
in behalf of Canada. Feeling it neooseaiy to c^er 
some cottaterH3uggestiQns» ana after etxplaaning tuSij 
that it was to ^ consklered merely as emimating 
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from ourselves^ subject entirely to Your Excellencj's 
dedsion, and as being made without knowing the 
views of the Executive Council, but at the same time 
fully persuaded that it would be considered as the 
uttermost limit of concession and very probably 
thought to go too &r — ^we pointed out a Ime to be 
drawn as follows :— from the mouth of the Biver Rii- 
tiffouche, following its different windings south wes- 
terly, until it riches the due north fine from the 
source of the River Ste. Croix ; thence in a direct 
course to the nearest an^le of the Madawaska Seig- 
niory ; — ^thence, to the Kiver Madawaska along the 
boundary of the Seigniory ; — thence, down t^t River 
to the River St. John, and the Boundary of the 
United States. 

But even if this proposition was agreed to, a right 
must be reserved to Canada to construct a Railroad 
from the St. John to the River Ristigouche, through 
the Territory thus acquired by New Brunswick^ to be 
under the control of Canada, in order to facilitate the 
conveyance of her products to the Baie des Chaleurs, 
without subjecting it to the internal regulations of 
the Government or L^islature of New Brunswick 

This line would give to New Brunswick all the 
settlements east of the Madawaska, and north of the 
St. John, together with a large and valuable tract of 
land adjoining, (if the map be correct) containing more 
than 600 square miles. It would give Canada access 
to the St John, make the Madawaska (a well defined 
Boundary) open to both Provinces, and would pre- 
serve the Ristigouclie in like manner to both pro- 
vinces. 

In strict right, we have felt that New Brunswick 
ought not to cross the due north line, and that her 
proper Boundary would be to foUow that line from 
the point where it first intersects the River Risti- 
ffouche, and it is principally with a view to procure an 
immediate decision that we have su^ested' terms, 
which we conceive so fitvouraUe to tl^ Sbter Pro- 
vince. 

On the part of New Brunswick, there did not ap- 
pear any disposition to accede to this suggestion, and 
we proceeded to endeavour to agree on a temporary 
arrangement as to the timber on the Disputed Ter- 
ritory. 

From what we could gather, it seemed to us, there 
was a stron^^ feeling to denv all right in Canada, to 
any land whatever south of the l£ghlands near the 
aSI^. Lawrence, or to agree, even temporarily, to re- 
cognize her authority to license cutting timber in any 
part of these lands, but to bush the pretension of 
New Brunswick to all the Territory between those 
Highlands and the Boundary of the United States, 
as settled by the Treaty of Washington ; for we coulc 
in no other way interpret the claim of jurisdiction of 
New Brunswick, west of the due north line, and her 
adherence to those Highlands as tiie southern limit of 
Canada. A glance at the map, keeping in mind the 
limits assign^ to New Brunswick, by the Roya 
Commission of 1784, will show the injustice, and we 
must add the extravagance, of such pretensions. 

Whatever the motive may have been, we found, 
however, that they would not be parties to any ar- 
rangement) imder which Licenses were to be grantee 
for cutting timber in any part of t^e Territory under 
the authority of Canada, — ^they proposed to resume 
licensing, but to exercise exclusive jurisdiction in this 
respect ; keeping an account of what was cut anc 
collected, until me question was settled ; and refusec 
our proposition that Canada should continue as she 
had begun to grant Licenses, — New Brunswick doing 
the same — ^that the expenses of mana^ment shouk 
be borne out of tiie respective Provincial Funds, anc 
that the proceeds of all Timb^ cut under such Li< 
censes should be collected by New Brunswick, anc 
funded until the question of Boundary was decided 



We could not agree to their proposal, because we Sew Brvn*. 
i-elt that Canada ought not to recede one iota fr^n^ Pj^""' 
the position she had taken. They refused, apparently "** 
resolved not to reoo^ize even teniporauily the au- 
thority of Canada. jSoih proposals, it must be borne 
in mind, were made without prejudice to future pir>- 
ceedings. 

The necessity that all Timber cut on the land 
should be brought down the St. John, was glanced 
at, as shewing uie power of New Brunswick to con- 
trol all operations in this respect ; we felt obliged to 
remark that Canada would he driven to survey seve- 
ral Townships in the Territory, and fill them with 
Settlers, in order to miuntain her just rights and pre- 
vent it being urged against her, that she was ac- 
quiescing in what we should be forced to treat as the 
encroacmnent of the Sister Province. 

Such was the substance of our cxHnmunications. 
His Excellency Sir WiUiam Colebrooke expressed his 
intention of brining the whole matter before the 
Executive Councd of New Brunswick, and again 
communicating with Your Excellency. 

We have omy to urge the necessity of permitting 
no delav that can be avoided in a final arrangement ; 
for we have certainly arrived at the conclusion, that 
the interests of Canada are in every respect prejudiced 
by delay, and the stress whic^h it appears to us is laid 
on the so-called tacit aoquies(^ence of Canada in 
the possession and jurisdiction of New Brunswick, 
west of the due north line, renders it, in our humble 
opinion, imperatively necessary to urge a prompt 
decision. 

The Timber is being carried off in the meantime 
by plunderers, and if a forfeiture takes place it is all 
to tne advantage of New Brunswick ; if by License 
from that Province, the share Canada may get in the 
proceeds is left to future negociation. ^ 

It is not' for us to offer any suggestions here, as to 
the course proper to be taken. Your Excdlency 
will doubUess adopt the measures you may deem best 
under all circumstances. 

A copy c^ a minute of our conver^tions with the 
gentlemen appointed on the part of Sir WUKam Cole- 
brooke accompanies this Report

Monday, 14th July. 
His Excellency the Lieutenant Governor an- 
nounced to us that he had named Mr. Street, a Mem- 
ber of the Executive Council, and Mr. Reade, who 
had been in WasMngfton, on tJie part of New Bruns^ 
wick, at the n^otiation of the Ashburton Treaty, to 
confer with us. Mr. Reade having met with an 
accident, we met Mr. Street alone. 

Mr. Street c<Hnmenced by observii^, that unless 
we laid down some basis on which we could sgtee, 
we were not likely to approach a settlement, and in- 
vited us to consider on what principle we would agree 
as to tJie Boundary, in order to discuss the details for 
carrying such prindi^ out. 

We replied that this involved several eonsideta- 
tions,-^ 

Ist^Wm we simply to ascertain the Boundary 
Line, as fixed by the Ccnnmissionera establishing New 
Brunswick as a separate Province— 4f so^ there was 
little to discuss. The Gulf of St. Lawrence was tiie 
Eastern Boundary, the Bay of Funtfy the Souths, 
the Western was definitely fixed by a line due north 
from the source of the Ste. Croix, a line which had 
been explored in part, and had only to be ccmtanued 
till it reached the Sratiierly Boundary of tlie Pro- 
vince of Quebec, and the Southerly Boimdaiy wUoh 
was defined as the Higfabnds dividing, &c. 
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Nt*f Bruns- ' 2d.— The fa<5t must not be overlooked, that (how- 
wick Bimii. gygj. \i might have arisen) both New Brunswick and 
^ Canada had adc^ted the Btstiaouc/ie River for a 

certain distance, as their Northern and Southern 
Boundary,— i^tr Brunaoick by the creation of the 
County of Bistiffouchey bounded by the river of that 
name, and Canada afterwards by the creation of the 
County of Banaventure, which has for its Southern 
Bounciary this same river. This mutual recognition, 
that is, mutual in r^rd to the Western limits of the 
County of Bisttgoucke^ appeared to have so far set- 
tled the question, and then all that remained to be 
determined, was the Boundary from the north-western 
corner of this County to the due North Line ; 

Or, 3d. — The settlement of a Conventional Line, 
in which could be considered, settlements made without 
the defined Boundaries of New Brunswick. 

Mr. Street si:^ested a settlement on the footing of 
uti possidetis. He remarked that Canada had en- 
croached on New Brunswick by coming to the Bisti- 
gouche^ as the Highlands referred to m the Quebec 
Act, and the Proclamation of 1763, were clearly the 
range far North of that Biver, and much closer to the 
St Laujrence, and that we could not (admittii^ the 
due North Line as traced on fVeW Mbi> A. only for 
aigument sake* to be correct) disturb tne long pos- 
session and jurisdiction of New Bn^nswick west of 
that Line, and in the Territory at and about the 
Madawaska Settlement, without retiring all preten- 
sions to land south of these Highlancls, which would 
be a most inconvenient coiu^ ; v^HiS New Brunswick 
gave up so much in that quarter, she might, if on no 
other ground, justly retain the whole Madawaska 
Territory. Besides, he intimated that the North 
Line, as shown on the Map, was established in ac- 
cordance with the Treaty of 1783, and could have no 
reference to the Line intended in 1763, and that in 
&ct the Line intended in 1763, was much west of 
that traced on the Map. 

In reply, we urged that we could not recognize any 
settlement or possession of New Brunswick to the 
westward of the due North Line, as conferring a 
right, until they had shown some Document or com- 
petent authority for crossing the clearly expremed 
and defined Western Boundary. That no len^h of 
possession, or even exercise of jurisdiction, could alter 
the Boundary assigned to that Province by the 
Sovereign authority. 

That the assertion as to the Southern Boundary of 
the former Province of Quebec being so evidentiy the 
Highlands referred to by Mr. ^/r«e^, so far from being 
admitted by us to be correct, was, in our q^inion, open 
to the greatest doubt, and that we conceive we nad 
the aumority of the Britbh Qovemment, in its long 
protracted negotiations with the Umted States, for 
asserting this was not the true range of Highlands, 
but that they must be sought mudi far^r I^Mxth, — 
and according to the argument of the British Go^ 
vemment and the reports of their Cinnmissioners, the 
range of Highlands which were designated in the 
Tr^ of 1783, would carry the lunit otNew Bruns- 
wick as far South of the Bistwmche^ as that Province 
claimed to carry it north, and we ccmld not therelfim 
admit as a basis that New Brunswick in adoptinff the 
Ristigouche as the Boundary pro tanto, was muing 
any amoeesion, and consequentiy acquiring any right 
to a correq>ondii^ compensation^ to the westward of 
the due North Lme. 

Mn Street re-asserted the position of the High- 
lands, and repeated his denial that tke Bonndaries 
in the Treaty of 1783 could aflbot tiie question, 
which must rest on the Prodamataon of 1763, and 
the Quebec Act; and he insisted ftirtiier, that evea 
admittio^ tiie force of our aigument as to the due 
North Lme, bounding the Provinoe of New Bruns* 
wick, that her having tafcoii possession to the west of 



it was nothing to us, as Canada, being bounded by a New Bruns- 
range of Highlands much nearer the St. Lawrence, 
could not cross them, and that she had no right to ^ 
the Territory between those Highlands and the Line 
established by the Treaty of Washington ; and he re- 
ferred to that Treaty and to the proceedii^ now 
being carried on on the North of the St. John, at 
the expense (for the present) of New Brunswick, as 
confirming her cldm to all the land to the southward 
of the Highlands he referred to, and the Boundary as 
now estaluished, of the United States, and he chal- 
lenged us to show any titie of Canada to the Terri- 
tory ; and in reply to the grant of the Seigniory of 
Madawaska and other SettiementSi made by the 
French before the Cession, he urged that the Cession 
had made all the Territory that of Chreat Britain, 
who had thought fit to bound the Province of Quebec 
by certain Highlands, beyond which we could derive 
no claim from Acts of the French Government prior 
to 1763. 

We admitted the authority of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, but insisted, that that Government meant one 
and tiie same range of Highlands by the Treaty of 
1783, which were already referred to in 1763. That 
we had the authority of the British Government for 
saying that those ICghlands were not the range Mr. 
Shreet asserted, and that it was not to be assumed that 
Great Britain intended to leave a narrow and unap- 
proachable strip of land between the United States 
and the Provmce of Canada and New Brunswick, 
which would be the result if Mr. Streefs position 
were correct ; and we dischdmed any proceedings for 
carmng out the Treaty of Washington, or an v -Article 
of that Treaty, as havmg any beaming on the boun- 
daries of Canada and Imo Brunswick. 

Mr. Street then observed, that we should never 
probably convince one another as to the Boundanr as 
of right) and it would be better to try and settle a 
Conventional Line, and for the sake of discussion, and 
as ascertuning what pro^>ect there might be of our 
concurring, he would make a suggestion. He pre- 
mised that he thought the Biver Ristigouche wrongly 
marked on the map, and that the true head and lme 
of the Biver was that designated as the Peetam- 
kedgewee, and he proposed a lme drawn from the head 
of that Biver, to the northernmost point of the United 
States Boundary, at the Biver St. Francis, or at least 
from the bead of that Biver to the Boundanr of the 
Sei^niory^ of Madawaska, and round that l^eigniory 
till it again reached the course of a direct line from 
the Biver above-mentioned, (which he insisted was 
really tlie Ristigouche,) to the northern point of the 
United States Bounds^. 

We at once declined this ; First, because we could 
assent to no chai^ as to the Biver Ristigouche; 
neat, because thimring New Brunswick properly 
bounded by the due north line, the extremest conces- 
sion, fuid this only for the sake of a prompt settle- 
ment of all diflSculties, must be the easterly side of 
the Madawaska Biver. 

This puts a stop for the present to the discussion 
respecting the Boundary, and we then proceeded to 

{ropose an ad interim arrangement, as to the Timber 
jicenses, &c 

We propoaed that Canada should grant Licenses 
as she had already commenced ; that New Brunswick 
should also grant Licenses; that the expenses of 
management should be borne out of the respective 
Provindal Funds ; ^hat the proceeds of all Timber 
cut imder these Lscenses should be collected by New 
Brunswick, and funded until the question of Bcmndiuy 
was decided ; Mr. Street at once stated that granting 
Liomses by both would inevitably lead to confosion ; 
that he thou^t New Brunswick had better re-com- 
mence granting Licenses, and that no other should 
be granted untfl the diqiute was settled, and that they 
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Mew Brant- would coUect and keep separate the reveime. This 
wick Boun- arrangement to be witnout prejudice to the ckim of 
either party; and he repeated the cbdm of New 
Brunswick alone to grant such Licenses^ &c*, on the 
ground of poeeeseion and jurisdiction, Ciril and 
Criminal, so long exercised, conmiencing, in fiict, in 
1787, and that Canada. hnd, till Tcrj recently ac- 
quiesced, without remonstrance, and ought not now 
to object to the continuation of this jurismction (with- 
out prejudice to her dmms) until the Boundary was 
deciaea ^ 

That as all the Timber must j^oss through New 
Brunswick, and become subject to its laws wad juris- 
diction, it would be better to let the whole matter eel 
interim remain in their hands. 

We strongly objected to this, because it would, by 
receding from the course adopted in 1843, of grant- 
ing Licences, im^y a partial, though only temporary 
at^donment of rights^ we beKeTed incontrovertible. 
That our proposal could not affect the facts on which 
the claim of New Brunswick was rested, whether 
those were the Southern Boundary of the Province 
of Quebec, as defined by the Highlands, or the long 
possession and exclusive jurisdiction whidi was as- 
serted. That we were quite aware New Brunswick, 
by her own L^slation, might enforce forfeiture of 
Timber coming down the mter, cut under our Li- 
censes, and by thus taking advantage of her geograr 
phical position, render, for the present, the market of 
St John^s inaccessible to us, but that they could not 
prevent our assertion of our rights, by settling Town- 
ships, which would be imme<£itely filled up by the 
surfdus population of Lower Canada, and thougn such 
a course was to be deprecated, as inevitably leading 
to collision and possibly bloodshed, yet we could not 
engage that the forbearance of Canada to assert ac- 
tively her claiins by taking possession in opposition to 
the possession claimed by New Brunswick, would be 
contmued. A long and desultory conversation en- 
sued, involving the question of possession by New 
Brunswick, and the consequences which ought Inti- 
mately to attach to it, but neith^ parhr seeming de- 
posed to yield, it was agreed we should reflect on the 
matter, and meet (with Mr. Reads li he were i^e to 
attend) to-monrow at eleven o'clock. 

Tuesday Morniko, 16M Jnh/, 1845. 

We attended this morning, according to the under- 
standmg yesterday. Mr. Reade being still unable to 
come out) the Honourable /. &n£m2fr5 was appointed 
in his place, to act with Mr. Solicitor General Street, 
on behalf of New Brunswick. 

Mr. Street renewed his observation of the importance 
of determining certwi principles as a basis of settle- 
ment, and then applying those prindples to the exist- 
ing facts, observing, that if the principle was to adlvm 
to the letter of the Boundaries estabushed by Procla- 
mation, Statute or Boyal Commission, all tiutt was ne- 
cessary was to expbre and trace out those Boundaries, 
but that if a line departing from those Boundaries was 
to be adopted, if some rules for ascertaining such a 
line should be first laid down, the conclusion would 
be more easilv arrived at. 

We remarked that, with reference to a huge por- 
tion of the Boundary, there could be no difficulty ; 
the eastern, southern, and western limits of New 
Brunswick could not be mistaken; for though as to 
the latter, it had been suggested that the due north Une 
as exploit, had been commenced fartiier eastward 
than It shoidd have been, yet as it was obvious that 
the British Crovemment intended thattheline drawn 
due north ftom the source of the Biver Ste. Croix, to 
the southern Boundary of our Province of Quebec," 
should be identical with the line described in the Tres^ 
of 1783, as '^a line drawn due north ftom the aouroe 
of the iSlftf. Croix to the Hi^ilands,'' when once the 
British Goverament had detennined what that line 
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should be, for the purposes of the Treaty of 1783, it Re* Brw- 
at the same moment gave its construction of ^^^f^T' 
same line which was to form the Western Boundaiy 
of New Brunswick, according to the Royal Commis- 
sion of 1784. It was on the Northern Boundaiy 
of New Brunswick alone, that any real difiiculty ex- 
isted ; that there had been mutual Le^dative Acts 
of Canada and New Brunswick, by wmch the Eiver 
Ristigouche had for a considerable distance been 
adc^ted as the Boundary between the Provinces, and 
we proposed to assume the line as thereby setded by 
the Act of both Provinces, as far as the nordiwestem 
angle of the County of Ristigouche, and starting 
thence, to endeavour to settie the residue. 

To this Mr. Street objected, as the adoption of the 
Ristigouche so far, woula be a wiuver of tne claims of 
New Brunswick to all the land lying north of the Ri»^ 
tigouche, and south of the Highlands near the St, 
Lawrence, which he contended were those meant by 
the Proclamation of 1763, and the Statute of 1774 ; 
and as the title of New Brunswick to this land was, in 
his opinion, dear, if for the sake of settiement, she 
gave up any part of it, she would insist on a corres- 
ponding indemnity on the west. 

We then proposed, without prejudice to anv chums 
on either side, but merely for tne purpose of endea- 
vouring to arrive at a Conventional Line, to take thb 
as a starting point; and equally without prejudice^ 
and only for the same puipose, to treat the Risti- 
gouche as having been so tar settled by the Acts of 
both Provinces as the Boundary. 

Mr. Street then claimed that the possession and 
authority taken and exercised by the Province of 
New Brunswick, commencing as early as 1787, and 
tacitiy acquiesced in by Canada, to the west oif th^ 
due Is orth Line, should equally be reo^iiized for the 
purposes of setthng the Conventional Boundary. 

To this we replied, that there was no analoCT^ be- 
tween the two cases. Li the former, Canada had by 
express enactment, made the River Ristigouche the 
Boundary of a County, and New Brunswick, which 
had also, by aa earlier Statute, created tiie County of 
Nortkumberland, part of whidi now constituted the 
County of Ristigouche, bounded bv the Province of 
Canada, had never attempted or claimed to push her 
jurisdiction or settlements beyond that Biver, and 
that however dear it might be to New Brunswick, 
that the Highlands die contended for were the true 
Boundary, it appeared to us that in insisting on a 
range of Highlands far to the south we had the au- 
thority of tne British Government. In the latter 
case, Canada had done nothing through her Legisla- 
tnre in the sli^test degree adopting or conceding the 
pretaision oiNew Brunswick, and as to her tacit ac- 
quieseenee^ as long as the dispute between the UnUei 
States and Oreat Britain was pending, any assertioii 
of her individual daim would have been premature, as 
the fint point to bedetmnined was, what was the 
limit of British Territory, apart from the considera- 
tion of within what Province that Territory mi^t 
be sitnate; and since that question had been deter- 
miiied, CanaAi had not been inactive. Tlwt, witii- 
ont meaning to inrist that the limits of New Brms* 
wick ni^ht not be extended to the west of the due 
North] ^ine, we could only view this as a ooneesrion 
for the sake of an immediate arranffement, and hav- 
ing in view tiie probability that t£e settlements to 
the west of that Boundary ct New Brunswick, were 
made under the erroneous belief that iSttej were within 
the limits of that Provinee, and therefore, that the 
inhabitants who had thus, under the authority of tiie 
Provincial Government, occupied and improved tiiese 
lands, were mtitied to consideration. 

Mr. atreot objected to the adoption of the pcnnt 
pvopoeed by us, and referred, first, to the Conven- 
tifloal Lbe suggested by His EaECcUem^ 8b Tf'^^ 
CoUtfooke^ eommeiiciBgonabendoftfaeRiver IKM^ 
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Kew BnuM. g&uche, according to Mr. TFeUi Map A. in latitude 
irj«kBomidtry47o 49* ^orth, nearly, and lonptude 67<=^ 20' 
west, or thereabouts, and running a direct course 
thence, to the northerly ande of me Ukitgd States 
Territory on the Biver St. Francis, and he again re- 
newed, as a proposition, by which he conceired the 
Government of JSkw Brunswick would be contend to 
procure a settlement, to adopt the TXiver Peetamkedge- 
wee as the true Itistiffouche, and commencing^ at me 
As of that River, appearing on Mr. M^eUrmAf A. 
to be in latitude 47 ^ 49' north, or thereabouts, and 
longitude 67 ® 57' west, nearly, and running from 
thence a direct line towards the same northerly angle 
of die United States Territory, until it reached the 
limit of the Seigniory of Madawaska, then around, 
and following the Boundaries of that Seigniory, until 
it reached the point where the first line to be drawn 
from the forks of the Biver, towards the north angle 
of the United States Territory would intersectflie 
westerly side of the Madawaska Seigniory, and thence 
following the course of the first mentioned line to the 
same north angle of the United States Territory on the 
Biver St Francis. 

We at once stated our conviction, that neither of 
the proposed lines could ever be acceded to on the 
part of Canada, and stated our belief that the extreme 
limit to which Canada could concede, would be to 
take the Biver Ristigouche as the Boundary, imtil it 
reached a point where the due North Lme drawn 
from the soiirce of the Biver Ste. Croix, and forming 
the Boundary between New Brunswick and the State 
of Maine, first intersects theBiver/Ztf^^^^cA^, thence 
in a direct line to the nearest angle of the Madawaska 
Seigniory, bein^ east of the Biver Madawaska, thence 
following the fioundary of the Seigniory southwes- 
terly, to the Biver Madawaska, thence down the 
Biver Madawaska to the Biver St. John, and the 
limit of the State of Maine, and so along the Biver 
Ristigouche, to the Baie des Chaleurs. 

The New Brunswick gentlemen declined this propo- 
rtion, and we then ceased any further discussion as 
to the Boundary. The subject of the Timber Li- 
censing was again taken up, but, as on the part of 
New Brunswick, it was refrused to aibnit any proposal 
under which Licenses were to be granted by the Go- 
vernment of Canada, either alone in one part of the 
disputed Territory, or in conjunction withiii^^run^ 
toick; no arran^ment could be come ta 

During the mscussion as to the actual respective 
l^ally fixed Boundaries of the two Provinces, Mr. 
Street proposed the appointment of three Commis- 
sioners to explore the Highlwids; we objected, on 
the grotmd that it would create delay and expense, 
both useless. For, if theProvinces could agree on the 
Conventional Line, it was unnecessary, and, if the 
question had to. be determined by Lnperud auUiority, 
existing circumstances, arising from the conduct of 
both Provinces, could not be overlooked in a settle- 
ment; and it was equallv certain that they would 
neither take the Highlands near the St Lawrence nor 
those forming a continuation of the chain by which 
the British Commissioners had contended the United 
States was bounded, according to the Treaty of 1783. 
However dearly it might appear iJierefore, which of 
these ranges was the true one, other considerations 
had intervened which rendered the adoption of either 
impossible^ and such a survey could therefore have 
no beneficial result, while the dday it would cause 
in a definite arrangement would be highly injurious, 
at least to Canada. 

It occurred also, that to a question put to Mr. 
Stfeet, to show any documentaiy evidence by which 
New Brunswick could be warranted in extendii^ her 
jurisdiction west of the due NorUi Line, contnuy to 
the Act by which the British Government had es- 
tablished the new Province of New Brunswick, he 
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asked how, in her turn, could Canada justify her New Brun*. 
claims in that Territory ? We answered that before ^^^^^^^^ 
1763, there were only two parties claiming the same. 
Great Britain on one side. Prance on the omer. That 
which was not British possession was French, or 
rather French Canadian possession. After 1763, 
British audiority and dominion was substituted in 
Canada, to French authoritv and dominion ; but the 
Colony of Canada remfdned the Same. After 1783, 
United States dominion was Substituted for British 
dominion in one part of theis possessions, therefore 
every thing west of the due North Line, which by 
any subsequent Act of the Imperial authority of 
Great Britain, was not acknowledged to be American 
property, must, of^course, remiun Canadian property 
or Territory.

^ It having been reported to me by the Commis- 
sioners employed in carrying into effect the proti- 
sions of the Treaty of Washington, that Mr. Francis 
Rice, a Justice of the Peace of the County of Carfc- 
ton, resident in the Madawaska Settlement, hadbeea 
appointed a Crown Land Agent under the Depart^ 
ment in Canada for the sale of Lands in that psurt of 
the county, I have the honour to request that Your 
Lordship will be so good as to inform me if such 
may be the case, and whether the appointment may 
have the sanction of the Canadian Government. I 
beg to draw Your Lordship's attention to my corres- 
pondence with Lord Metcalfe, referred to in the 
marmn, and to remark that it 
womd be the duty of Mr. Rice, as 
a Magistrate, to enforce the Laws 
of this Province within the Settle- 
ment against all persons who might 
disr^ard them; and I need not impress on Your 
Lor£hip tiie consequences of such a conflict of juris- 
diction and its effects in increasing the difficulties at^ 
tending the settiiement of the disputed Boundary be- 
tween the Provinces.

time to time made Reports which have been duly 
transmitted to the Secretary of State, acc(»npaniea 
by a Plim of ihe Surveys executed hj them. 

"With respect to their Survegrs having been canifl4 
into a Territory, which Your Lordship conddered to 
be imder the contnd of Lower Canaila, I b^ leave 
to observe, that the limits of the i(lad(titoa«Aa Settle- 
ment, from whence Mr. J2tce makes his Beport, have 
never been defined, and as he has, for sevmd years 
exerdsed jurisdiction in it as a Magistrate of this 
Province, an office he has not resigned, he is well 
aware of the fiict, of which the framers of the Treaty 
were also cognizant, as appears from the 3rd clause, 
wherein the Settlers on the St John and its Tribu- 
taries, were recognized to be inhabitants either of 
Maine or New Brunswick. On this point, I b^ to 
refer Your Lordship to the Supplementarv Beport 
of the Surveyor Creneral of New jSrunswick, at pace 
10, enclosed m my letter to Lord Metqfllfe, dated the 
13th December, 1844. 

As the Commissioners have suspended their opera- 
tions during the winter season, there will be full time 
to receivelnstructions from Her Majesfy's Govern- 
ment before anytlung ftirther can be done. They 
were simply rnstructid, in ^neral terms, to carry 
the provisions of tiie Treatv into effect, pursuant to 
the orders of Her Majesty s Government, to whom 
it will become my duty to transmit the correspon- 
dence whicli I have hdd with your Lordship, and to 
request that no delay may occur in arresting the 
oonsequences of the conflicting Jurisdiction which 
has recently arisen between the Provinces.

contribute most essentiidty to their eomfort and even 
necessary support. 

We further humbly submit to your Majesty, that 
in our opinion, the discontinuance of these allowances 
wiU be regarded by the Indians as a breach of a 
sacred compact entered into for their benefit, and 
that it will render them discontented, and we fear 
wUl aSect their loyalty and present devotion to the 
Crown of England, and the Person of your Majesty. 

We, therefore, with all hujniliiy, venture to sub- 
mit to your Majesty, that we should not be dis- 
charging our duty to your Majesty, or towards this 
interestmg cace, (not the least unportant in this por- 
tion of the western hemisphere, a bright portion in- 
deed of your Majesty's dominions,) were we to omit 
most respectfully soUciting upon this occasion, that 
your Majesty wiU be graciousiy pleased to interpose 
and prevent the discontinuance of these allowances 
to the aborigines of British North America, and their 
descendants.

— The leading thoroughftre through the 
Upper and Lower Town is occasionally Ikrfateo, and 
has been so until a very short time past The streets 
%hted are Si. Pster Street, Sl John Street, and 
AMcme Street 

6. To what do you attribute, thai the CSty is not 
Iq^ted throughout?— The reliance placed by the 
citizens of Qi^fec, upon the formation of a Company 
under the Provincial Statute of 6 VicL cap. 23,— 
which Company has not yet been formed ; and also 
to tiie circumstance that the Corporation of Quebec 
have not sufficient powers confided to them for the 
purpose^ 

7. Would it be possible to put the Gas Works ne- 
cessary for the lighting of the Cily of Quebec in full 
operation by the 1 2 th Cktober next ? — ^It is impoerible. 

8. What is the population of Quebec^l^OoDk it 
is about 35,00a 

9. The Committee understand that you have had 
occasion to travel upon the ccmtinent of America, — 
are you aware of any city upon that continent, with 
the population of Quebec, which is not lighted either 
with od or ffas ? — ^I am not 

10. Be pteased to state tiie powers which the Cor^ 
poration of Quebec would sedc to obtain, m order to 
effect the ligh^^ of the city, and the supplyii^ it 
with water ?— They would require the jpowers coiSer- 

by the Act above mentioned, with authority to 
lease or as(^n over to individuals for a limited period, 
the right of establishixi^ water worlm in case of their 
being unable to nuse the money, or deeming it inex- 
pedient to do BO, and also the power to borrow the 
money required for the ecmstracti^m of the works.

12. In cases of Bre, how is a supply of water ob- 
tained, and is there any difficulty in procuring it? — 
It is principally supplied by^ carters, but from the 
local situation of Quebec, it is impossible to obtain 
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this supply in stiffioieiit time, aod ia winter it cannot 
be procured at alL 

13. In what manner would yoju prcnpoee to obtain 
the requisite funds for the erection oP Gas and Water 
Woits, and what would be security for the 
investment of money for that purpose?— ^The stun 
which the city is now authorised to borrow by its 
Act of Ineorporatim, is totally inadequate for the 
purpose, and it is necessary to empower the Corpo- 
ration to raise a sum for tlie parlicidar purpose, by 
borrowing on debentures ^ I think the money so bor- 
rowed should be secured on the buildings and works 
constructed for the purpose, and on the revenues 
accruing from the same. 

14. In your estimation, what sum would be neces- 
sary for the construction of the Gas and Water 
Works? — ^I have made inquiry on the subject, and 
so &r as I can judge from the present population of 
the dty, there diould be about £35,000 for Gas, and 
f 65,000 for th^ Water,

That your Petitioner is poor and obliged to sufv* 
port an aged mother, who has no other support than 
himself and that at his age, after ien years of a hard 
apprenticeship, it would almost be impossible for him 
to find anv other means of existence.

MINUTES OF EVIDENCE. 

George (yXill Stuart, Esquire, Mayor of the City of 
Quebec, cfdled in and examined. 

What circumstances have induced the Corporation 
of the City of QuAee to apply to the Legislature for 
an amendment of their Act of Incorporation, so far 
as respects the election or appointment of Assessors? 
— The circumstances are, uiat at the election of 
Councillors for the present year, which took place in 
February last, an Assessor was elected for St. Lewis 
Ward, and another for Champlain Ward: after 
diese elections it was ascertidned that both these 
elections were void, neither of the parties elected be^ 
ing qualified, — ^the one chosen for St Lewis Ward, 
by reason of non-residence, and the one for Cham- 
plain Ward by reason of his means not enabling him 
to qualify to the amount of £50a The Act of In- 
corporation makes no provision for a new election, 
the consequence of which will b^ that these two 
Wards being without Assessors, there can be no as- 
sessment for the current year for the Wards above- 
mentioned, and one-third of the entire Cit}r revenue 
will be thereby lost, unless the Legislature interfere, 
and remedy the defect in the law above-mentioned. 

Is there any other enactment which it is considered 
by the Council of the said City, might, with advan- 
ULg& be added to the Act incorporatmg the said 
City ? — ^Yes, the establishment of a Mayor's Court, 
as appears by the following Solution, unanimously 
adopted by the Council on the Ist instant: — *^ Re- 
solved, on motion of Mr. Belleau* seconded by Mr. 
Tessier, That His Worship the Mayor be authorized 
to address the Legislature of this Province, in ite 
present Session, for the establidmient of a Mayor's 
Court, with all the necessary powers, and su<m as 
are vested in the Mayor's Court at Montreal Th.e 
circumstances that led to the passing of this Besolu- 
tion are, that at present, and for a long time passed, 
it has been found imposable to enforce the levying 
of a large portion of the assessments, as well as the 
execution of the Bye-Laws of the Corporation im- 
posing penalties for non-observanoe of their provi- 
sions. As respects the assessments, a large number 
of persons are assessed in sums varying from a few 
pence to twenty shilling ; the mode of recovering 
these sums is by proceedings before the weekly rit-^ 
tings. The costs in these cases are, first, to the 
Clerk of the Peace, for the summons; secondly^ for 
the bailiff; and, thirdly, to the attorney : makmg ia 
all about fifteen shillings law costs, before tlie case 
appears even before the Ma^trate, the consequence- 
of which is, that 'a poor person who in maiiy cases 
has not paid his one, two, or three shillings, the 
amount of his assessment, merely from neglect or in^ 
advertance, and he being at the same time perfectly

not be received unless he pays, over and above his 
assessment, something like ten times the amoimt, 
and some times more as law costs t the consequence 
of this is, that the class of persons above-mentioned, 
when sued, abstain from paying altogether. In this 
crtate of the case, the Corporation is obliged to pro«^ 
ceed to judgment, at which stage the costs amoimt 
between one and two pounds judbgment obtsun^ 
after proceeding to execution, it is found in many of 
these cases that the amount levied is not sufficient to 
pay the expense of carting the effects sold to the 
marl^ the eoiiM|;i^ 
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R^fort 9o Corporation find it far more profitable to the Citjr to 
«Um &C. ^ ^l»olve theae persons from the oayment of their as- 
Qtt«bM. seasment^ by not suing them, than to sue them and 
get nothipg. It so happens that in addition to the 
above heavy burden imposed on the citizens of Que- 
bee in the shape of law costs, the prosecutions fail 
from errors committed by Assessors m not procuring 
correctly the names of the parties assessed ; in such 
eases the prosecutions are dismissed from want of 
form, and the Corporation in many cases has to pay 
double costs ; all this occasions a loss to the City of 
about a thousand pounds per annum, from arrears of 
assessments alone. Then as req>ects the enforcing 
of the regulations passed for the good government of 
the City, similar costs attend prosecutions for a 
breach of these ; objeotions to form of every descrip- 
tion are continually raised to these suits, and in most 
cases successfully ; and when they are imsuccessful a 
Certiorari is issued, which stays the execution for an 
indefinite period of time, and in most cases alto- 
gether, — ^tbe consequence of which is, that nuisances 
and obstructions in the streets cannot be removed by 
an enforcement <^ ihh B]^e-Ijaws of the Corporation. 
Sudi b the administration of justice in relation to 
these matters at the present time, that no matter 
however imurious to the health of the City the con- 
tinuance or a nuisance may b^ or whatever may be 
the dan^^er to which the citizens are exposed from 
obstruction in the highway, there is no mode of re- 
moving them until aner a long and vexations litiga- 
tion, in many cases unsuccessful from some defect in 
matters of form. It is to remedy these evils that the 
Corporation desire the establismnent of a Mayor's 
Court of a description similar to that established in 
Montreal^ which 1 have been informed has proved a 
reinedy for similar evils of which the Corporation 
there had to complain. The costs in such a Court 
m^st of necessity be trivial, and I should say not 
more than equivalent to the mere disbursement occa- 
sioned by the prosecution. I have onlv to add, that 
so sensible are the citizens of Quebec of the Hecessiiy 
of a remedy to tl^e evils of the presept system, in the 
partici^ars^ above stated, that there was not a dis- 
senting voice in the Corporation when the am>lica- 
tion to the Legislature for a Mayor's Court (above 
quoted) was resolved upon.

The Statement shews the gross amount of these 
expenses, but from the continued and conflicting re- 
presentations and memorials which were from time 
to time made in fiivour of and against the respective 
lines, repeated surveys had to be made, the expenses 
attendwt upon which are all embraced in the one 
account, as rendered. 

3rd. — Statement shewing the amount expended 
in improving tiie Coldwater Road, from the Village

luport Your Committee find with great regret, from the 

numerous Petitions laid before your Honourable 
House, that the long agit^ited question of the Clergy 
Reserves has again become a subject of discussion 
and contention in this Province. 

The excitement which so unhappily existed on 
this subject for many years, and which produced 
such disastrous consequences to the peace and pros- 
.perity of the Province, was at len^tn set at rest by 
the LDoperial Statute 3rd and 4th Victoria, chap. 78. 

The Imperial Legislature intended that Statute to 
be a final settlement of the question, and, notwith- 
standing the inequality of the division, it was accepted 
by the mhabitants of this Province as such. 

Under these circumstances, it is deeply to be re- 
gretted that the Church Societies of the Dioceses of 
Quebec and Toronto should have adopted the course 
of again i^gitating the question, by claimi^ the ab- 
solute and uncontrolled conveyance to the Cnurch of 
England of a share of the Clei^ Reserves, according 
to uie proportion of funds assigned by the Imperii 
Act for the benefit of that Church. 

Your Committee beg leave to quote from the Re- 
port of the Select Committee on the same subject, 
which was presented to this House during the last 
Seswon, as conveying in concise yet forcible language 
the objections which offer then:iselves ^ the proposed 
division. "The extract is as follows: — 

" After a careful consideration of the subject, your 

Committee have come to the conclusion, that while 
** the advantages of divicEng the Clergy R^rves as 
•* prayed for are very doubtful, the disadvantages are 

very certain and obvious. 

** in the first place, it will be difiScult, if not im- 
practicable, to make a satisfactory division ; — in 
order to approximate to a fair division an enormous 
expense must be incurred in valuing each lot separ 
rately, and even then there will be a rivalry as to 
choice and location, and suspicions will (with or 
" without reason) be created of favouritism towards 
some particular sect or sects. 
" According to the present law, the management 
" and disposal of the lands are in the hands of a Go- 
vemment responsible for the same, and over which 
the L^islature can exercise an active supervision. 
" SUiouid the proposed distribution takeplace, they 
would be placed beyond the control of Irarliament, 
" and vestea in Ecclesiastical Corporations, respon- 
sible to no one, and whidi would dispose of tnem 
" to their own advantage, and without reference to 
tiiegeneral good. 

tine progress of improvement in Canada has, it 
is gependly believed, been greatly impeded by the 
"accumulation of its uncultivated landf in the hands 
" of owners who will not bring their property to sale, 
^^but retain it as a matter of speculation^ and in ex- 
'^pectiillon of a future increase in value, not from any 
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" expenditure of Capital, but from the industry and Report. 

skill of the neighbouring agriculturists. 

The conveyance of such a large quantity of land 

to Corporations, not desirous of disposing of them 
^^at their present prices, and which intend not to 
*'sell, but to lease, would, in vour Committee's 

(pinion, greatiy increase tins evil, and would iiave 
**a tendency to substitute an inferior order of 

Tenantry, for an independent body of Yeomen. 
Great apprdiension is expressed by the Pe- 
**titioners, lest the interests of those occupants of 
" Clergy Reserves who hold by lease or otnerwise, 
^shouM suffer by the proposed transfer of their 
" lands. The Government very properly gives such 

occupants every opportunity of earning the pur- 

chase money from the cultivation of the land itself, 

and thus enables many an industrious man to be- 
" come a freeholder and owner of property, which he 
" could not in bsij other way hope to acquire. 

This is not nkely to be the case when the lands 
" are vested in private parties, whose object is to sell 
" at the highest prices and receive the highest rents. 

"Your Committee, therefore, eamestiy recom- 
" mend, that the interests of all parties now occupy- 
" ing those lands should be fully protected and pro- 
" vided for in any arrangement that may be made." 

Your Committee beg to express tiieir entire con- 
currence with the above extract, and would further 
suggest that the late Order in Council allowing an 
extended time to the purchaser of Clergy Reserve 
Lands — an extension conducive alike to uic settle- 
ment of the Country, the prosperity of tlie occupant, 
and the advantageous sale of the lands — ^is an ad- 
ditional proof of the benefits to be derived from 
leaving the management of tbose lands in the hands 
of a Government having no interest di^ring from 
that of the great bodjr of the people. 

While your Committee beneve that the manage- 
ment and sale of the lands might be conducted in a 
more economical manner, they are at the same time 
of opinion, that the expenses said to be incurred 
have been much exaggerated, for although the charges 
for valuation have been large, these charges can only 
be considered as an advance bv the Crown Lands 
Department, to be r^mid by tne purchasers when 
making their payments. 

Your Committee are, therefore, unanimously of 
oinnion, that the division sought for by cme out of 
thd many denominations interested in the sud lands, 
is inadvisable, md they strongly recommend that no 
change or deviation from the preset system should 
be sanctioned by the Li^islatuxe.

Srisonmcnt in Niagara Jail, in the year 1819. 
'hat, had this simple praver been acted on« the 
Petitioner would immediately have gone to England, 
there to lay evidence, obtained, before the Imperial 
^ Parliament : but, instead of this, an Address was 
carried to the Lieutenant Governor highly injurious 
to the Petitioner ; in so much, that he was thereby 
obliged to remain in Upper Canada, under most dis- 
trosAQg citmniatanoes. That, in tiie year 1841, 
thl Wim^ ioA a Petiti6n presented to the Hous^ 



including copies of the above mentioned Memorials, Fetltto mi 
with other Documents ; and praying that all should 
be seriously oonodered* That, this Petition was 
referred to a Select Committ^ and reported on, 
to the entire satisfaction of the Petitioner. That, a 
Petition was presented to the House, this present 
Session, including the Report of 1841, and having, 
annexed, a Report of the Executive Council; — all 
of which has been printed. That, the Petitioner, 
from s«Bpeet to the House, attached to this Pe» 
tition no special prqrer, — ^believing that the Hoqsb. 
would, on sight of tibe Report of Conndl, rdpel 
the assaults thereof, and sustain its own ])osition8 ; 
but, after debate, nothing was concluded; and it 
is now the duty of the Petitioner to speak for 
himself, which he proceeds to do: — The Report 
of Council is cunningly devised. In its assertions, 
it is bold and deceptive ; and, — in its argument^ 
fallacious; — sometimes begging the question when 
that is inadmiasable I and, often insinuating, pui^ 
posely to mislead. In one place, it takes for cer^ 
tain, what, in another, it gives up to doul>t. It does 
not state, fairly, under what circumstances the Act 
of 1804 was framed ; and, makes question as to its 
application, while none can be entertained. In 
the year 1802, there remained, under sentence of 
death for rebellion in Ireland, many persons whom 
the Qdveniment waa loifli to execute, after the 
general peace. An offer was therefore made, that 
they should go free, on condition of expatriating 
themselves, and leavir^ the kingdom fur ever, — 
which offer, they gladly accepted. Some of them 
went to the United States, where they found many 
rebel friends, who had escaped from Ireland ; and, 
were soon after joined by others, who fled from jus- 
tice, after the insurrection in Dublin, m the year 1803^ 
It was to protect Upper CdnaAt against these des- 
perate men that the Act of 1804 was passed; and, 
towards them or aliens, there was nothing iii it to be 
complained of, however barbarous ; for, they hiy under 
no necessity of going into the Province ; and, if thei"e, 
could suffer no damage, by an order to. depart. How 
very different was me case of the Petitioner ! He 
was an unattemted British subject : had a right to ' 
land, in Upper Canfida, ten years before he set foot 
in it : — and, moreover, after two honourable acquit- 
tals on jury trial, had, in confidence of security, sent 
to England a power of Attorney for settlement of 
his affairs in Great Britain, in order that he might, 
untrammelled, establish a Colonial Land Agency. 
Would any man, so circumstanced, obey an order 
to leave the Province F Certainly not The Be* ^ 
port of Council says, that: "Being a native bom 
subject of the Crown does not enter into the ques- 
tion." Monstrous effrontery ! Did the writer of 
that Ecport not know the distinction between na- 
tural and local allegiance? or, did he mean to sink 
the condition of an una t tain ted British subjeet to the 
level of that of aliens, expatriated persons, and out^ 
laws ? But, before uttering this unblushing asser- 
tion, he had declared, — referring to the Act itself, 
" that actual residence in the Province and the ta- 
" king the oath of aUegiance were the neccssaiy qual- 
" ifications which would exempt any person from the 
" operation of the law." Even, here, the Report of 
Council falsifies, in substituting and for or. But, ia 
no way, was the Petitioner sultject to the law;— 
for, he had not only taken the oath of allegiano^ 
but had actually resuied in the Pmvince eighteen 
months before he was ordered to depart ; — and, whea 
he sued for liberation by Writ of habeas corpus, an 
affidavit was attached to the Writ, testifying that 
he had been domiciled, in one house, nine months,, 
viz : in the house of Robert Hamilton, Esquire,, 
of Queenston, who is still alive to confirm the swie^ 
The Oitf Jiislloe^ ^PP^ fAtMfa^ when he re- 
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PeUtioRs re«L numded Petitioner to prieon, after eight of that 
and other affidavits, most assuredly sinned against 
faiowledge, — judged contrary to evidence; and, on 
the Bench, when the Petitioner was tried before 
him, got out of the difficulty by telling the Jury 
thal^ ''to be an inhabitant of Upper Canada^ a 
^'person must occupy a house of his own in the 
Province" — a perversion which was happily reduced 
to an absurdity by Doctor Dtmlap when deba- 
ting the question before the House, in' 1841. 
Monstrous to think, the Petitioner jwas ban- 
ished, solely, on that perverted charge, while so 
weak with cruel treatment in prison as to be unable 
to protest against proceeding; and, now, after the 
clearest evidence of all uiis, — obtained by the 
Committee of the House, — even now, the Pe- 
titioner still rests under the ban of banishment; 
and, for twenty-seven years, has been out of posses- 
sion of his property in England and Scotland^ because 
of false imprisonments in Upper Canada ; — ^aye, and 
after all, the writer of the Keport of Council drivels 
about commiseration,'' and says, that the Peti- 
tioner, "if he wishes it," may be " granted a pardon, 
now. " Could anything, more insulting, be penned ? 
The Petitioner is told that, he cannot again be 
heard by the House, unless he prays for com- 
pensation, in monev. In reply, ne has to say, 
that he never asked for money from the people of 
Upper Canada, or Canada. In no one of his Peti- 
tions was ther^a prayer for that. He sought only 
for evidence to be laid before the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, and had the Assemblv, in the year 1839, 
granted his prayer, he would have been satisfied ; — 
so too, in the year 1841, had not the Executive 
Council thrown a bar in his way. That year, 
the Petitioner addressed a letter to the Chair- 
man of the Committee of the House, stating 
what he wanted, and concluding thus : — " The 
"opinion of the House being expressed to the 

Governor, I could return to -Britain, rejoin my 
" fiunily, and be, there, compensated. " That 
the House did, in the year 1841, gratuitously 
recommend that, the Petitioner "shouH be com- 
" pensated for losses ; that, in the mean time, 
" some allowance should be made to him, while de- 
" fending the rights of a British subject ;" and, in 
conclusion, suggested that> " What he did (for the 
" Government) in the late rebellion, should neither 
« be overlooked nor forgotten." With all this, the 
Petitioner was well pleased ; and, doubtless, all would 
have been allowed, but for the Report of the Com- 
mittee of the Executive Council. At present, 
in the opinion of the Petitioner, there is only one 
question for consideration, viz: — are the opinions 
expressed in the Report of the House, 1841, 
sound and true? — or, have they been proved to be 
otherwise, by the shewing of the Report of a 
Cornmittee of the Executive Councu? The 
Petitioner never had a doubt in his own mind 
that his imprisonment, in Niagara, in 1819, was, 
as the House declared, ^^ille^, unconstitutional, 
" and without the possibility of excuse or pallia- 

tion." But, as a dispute subsists between the 
House and the Executive Council, he would have 
the final issue reached, in so very grave a matter, 
by the best means, and most constitutional steps. 
Sir Richard Jackson had, no doubt, forgotten 
his determination not to interfere in this busi- 
ness, as "being only in the temporary adminis- 
*^ toition of the Govenmient," and, afterwards, 
been imposed upon by the very specious language 
of the Report of the Committee of the Executive 
Council, when submitted for approval. The Gover- 
nor General is now otherwise situated ; and, it would 
be proper that His Excellency shoidd review the 
wb<Me facts, and arguments, on both sides. Many

Ordered, That the Petition of Archibald Campbell, campbeii. 
Esquire, and others, of the City of Quebec and et aL 
its environs, be referred to the Select Com- 
mittee to which was referred the Petition of 
Jean Baptiste Page and others, inhabitants of 
the Parish of L^Ancienne Lorette, and other 
references. 

The Honourable Mr. LaFontaine, from the Select Election l«w

Legislative Assembly, reported that the Committee 
had gone through the Bill, and had made several 
amendments thereto, which amendments were again 
read at the Clerk's table. 

Ordered, That the said Bill and Report be com- 
mitted to a Committee of the whole House, on 
Thursday next 

Mr. Ermatinger, from the Select Committee to BorwtU 
which was referred the Petition of James Hutchison EutIow. 
and James F. M^Cartheg, on behalf of a Public 
Meeting of the inhabitants of Bayham and other 
Townships, in the Districts of London, Oxford, and 
Talbot, and other references, presented to the House 
the Report of the said Committee, which was again 
read at the Clerk's table, and is as folioweth : — 

Your Committee have considered the several Pe- Btport. 
titions referred to them, and beg leave to report 
thereon as follows : — 

That the Charter of the Harbour at Port Burwell 
has been surrendered to the Government, as will be 
seen by the Report of the President of the Board of 
Works (Appendix Q. 1843,) and Aat in the same Re- 
port the President stated "that the works for the altera- 
tion and improvement of the Harbour, as well as the 
Road leading to it, will be proceeded with as soon 
as possible," but that, notwithstanding, up to the 
present time, after a lapse of three years, nothing 
whatever has been done towards the improvement of 
the said Harbour, or the Road leading thereto. 

It appears to your Committee, that the construc- 
tion of a Harbour at Tort Burwell is an object of 
paramount importance to a large portion of the in- 
habitants of the Districts of London, Talbot, and 
Brock, as being the only Port to which they can 
have resort, for the carrying on of a large and valu- 
able trade in Lumber and other articles of corn- 
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Report. merce; that this trade is now otAj carried on at 
great expense, risk, and loss, to the inhabitants afore- 
said r ftnd that were a safe and commodious Harbour 
Constructed at Port Burtoell, the most eligible port 
for the formation of a ^ood Harbour on the northern 
shores of Lake JErity the Grand River excepted, the 
outlay would be more than compensated by the yast 
benefits which would accrue to the inhabitants afore- 
said, and by the amount of tolls which would be 
collected thereat. 

It has been represented to your Committee, by 
parties well acqi^iainted with the locality of Port 
Burwelly that all the diflficulties to be encountered in 
the construction thereof, a safe Harbour can be made 
for a sum not exceeding £7,500, an amount at one time 
estimated by theBoard of Works(AppendixQ. 1843,) 
although in his Report of last year the President 
estimated that a sum not less than £20,000 would 
be required, for reasons stated in the said Report. 
But your Committee are informed, that the ordinary 
depth of water at the mouth of Otter Creek, renders 
• it much more susceptible of being made a good 
Harbour for a sum comparatively small, as compared 
with that which has been expended at Port Stanley, 

Wherefore your Committee strongly recommend 
the prayer of the Petitions referred to them, touch- 
ing the improvement of the Harbour at Port Bur- 
well, and the Road leading thereto, to the favourable 
consideration of the Executive Government 

Oonttngeneies. Mr. Roblin, from the Standing Committee on 
Contingencies, presented to the House the Second

Your Committee, having carefully examined into 
the different items of expenditure, are satisfied that 
the same are in accordance with the directions of 
your Honourable House, and that the Accounts are 
kept in a clear and satisfactory manner. 

Your Committee have observed in the item of 
Warrants issued in favour of the Clerk, an amount 
of three thousand five hundred pounds, obtained by 
a letter of the Speaker of your Honourable House, 
(Sir Allan N, MacNab). Upon an enquiry by your 
Committee relative to this proceeding, it appears, by 
the communications laid before them, that, m conse- 
quence of the great length of the Recess, extending 
over a period of nearly twelve months, tie fiuds in 
the hands of the Clerk were insufficient to carry 
out the orders of jour Honourable House, and that, 
upon representation thereof to the Sp^^ker, War- 
rants w^ issued accordingly.

garoy presented to the House the Report of the ndd w 
Committee, which was again read at the Clerk'» 
table, and is as fbUoweth : — 

Your Committee, having examined the sdd Petition, B«fort 
they find that the petitioner is administrator to the 
Estate of the late Robert Randall, of the Townslup 
of Stamford, Esquire, who for many years was a 
Representative of the County of Lincoln, in the 
Parliament of Upper Canada. 

That, in the year 1827, he, the said Robert Ran^ 
doll, proceeded to England, being deputed by a 
large body of the inhai>itants of ITpper Canada to 
represent their interests connected with the Colony 
at that time, then under the consideration of tlie 
Imperial Government, which duty was performed to 
the entire satisfaction of the country. 

That the said Robert Randall, in performing those 
services, was put to a great expense, as well as low 
of time ; and m order to remunerate him, your Com-* 
mittee find that the House of Assembly of Upper 
Canada, in the ninth Parliament, passed a JBiU, 
granting to him, the said Robert Randall, the sum of 
five hundred pounds for his services, which Bill was 
rejected by the Legislative CounciL 

Another Bill was passed in 1829, in the tenth 
Parliament, granting him a like sum, which Bill 
shared the same fate in the Council; and agaift in 
1830, a sinular Bill was passed, but again rejected 
by the Legislative Council. 

And further that, after the decease of the said 
Robert Randall, which took place on the second Aiv 
of May, 1834, the subject of the claim as aforesaid, 
was again brought under the consideration of the 
Legislature of Upper Canada, in favor of the heirs 
of his estate, in the year 1836, when the Select Com- 
mittee to which the Petition was referred, reported 
in favor of the claim being allowed, but such allow- 
ance was never carried into effect. 

Your Committee, under these circumstances, which 
stand on record in the Journals of the Legislative 
Assembly of Upper Canada, as a pledge to remune- 
rate the said Robert Randall, for services rendered the 
inhabitants of that Province, respectfully recommend 
that an humble Address be presented to His Excel'* 
lency, the Governor General, that he would be plea- 
sed to take the case of the heirs of the said late 
Robert Randall, Esquire, into favourable considera- 
tion, — especially as a strong precedent occurred last 
Session m carrying out the pledge of the Legis^ 
lative Assembly of Upper Canada, with reference 
to the claim of Colonel Fitzgibbon ; and that a copy 
of this Report be transmitted with such Address. 

On motion of Mr. Merritt, seconded by Mr. Roblin, 
Resolved, That this House will, on Thursday next, Trwi*.

The joint and humble Address of Her Majesty's

Province of New Brunswick, in General Assembly 
convened. 

May it please Your Majesty, 

We, the Legislative Council and Assemblv of 
New Bmnswicky in Provincial Parliament assembled, 
b^ leave to approach Your Majesty with feelinss of 
the most devot^ attachment to Your Majesty's Per- 
son and Government. 

The object of this our humble and dutiful Address, 
is to bring under Your Majesty's Most Gracious 
consideration, the present inefficient and unsatisfac- 
tory state of the Post-Office Department in this 
Province, with a view to obtain such improvements 
as may be practicable in its future management. 

We r^ret to inform Your Majesty that very ^n- 
eral dissatisfaction exists throughout the Province 
with regard to this Department, as well on accoimt 
of the high rates of Postage established by the Trea- 
sury Warrant of October, 1843, as from the recent 
increase of the expenses of management, and the di- 
minished accommodation latterly affoxxled to the 
people of the Province.

By the Accounts of Licome and Expenditure bud P«it-o«er 
before the Assembly in 1844, it appears that the *^«P«'*^*- 
amount of Salaries for the two years ending 5th Jan- 
uary, 1843, was as follows:--* 
For the year ending 5th January, 1842, £1211 15 7 
For the year ending 5th January, 1 843, £1289 1 6 

And by the Betum laid before the Assembly at 
the present Session, it is shewn that the amount of 
Salaries for the vear ending 5th January last, was 
£2580 13s. 8d., from which it will manifestly appear 
to Your Majesiy that, under the system introauced * 
in July, 1843, the salaries and allowances to Officers 
have more than doubled ; and when we inform Your 
Majesty that the number of Mails has, during the 
same time, been materiaUy reduced, and the posta^ 
in several instances increased. Your Majesty will, 
we humbly conceive, graciouslv admit that we have 
abundant cause to complain of the present manage- 
ment of the Department in this Province. 

By the recent abandonment of some of the Lines, 
many of the oldest and most cultivated Districts of 
the Province are now left without any Post-Office 
accommodation; and for the purpose of affording 
partial relief to those and other Districts, we have, 
during the present Session, appropriated upwards of 
£600 towards the support of sixteen additional Cou- 
riers and Packets in various parts of the Province 
for the present year. 

Whether any surplus Revenue has been collected 
since the half year ending the 5th July, 1843, we 
are not informed ; but by the Betums liud before the 
Assembly at the last Session, it appeared that there 
was a surplus on the two and a half vears ending 
Jul^, 1843, of £4856, and we humbly suomit to Your 
Majesty, that such surplus as may from time to time 
accrue should not be expended out of the Province, 
but applied towards the establishment of additional 
Lines of Post communication. 

The present high rates of letter postage, and the 
tax upon printed papers, are considered so onerous, 
that not only is a large amount of correspondence al- 
together prevented, but every opportunity by pri- 
vate conveyance is resorted to; and thus is the Law 
habitually and generally violated, and that with im- 
punity ; and we are therefore unanimously of opinion, 
that u the charge on printed papers were abolished, 
and the letter postage reduced one half, the income 
of the Department would, in a short time, be much 
laiger than at present 

The Provincial Legislature, during the last two 
years, have expended over £145,000 on the Great 
Beads of communication within the Province, whidi 
has contributed very materially to reduce the rates of 
contract for Mail carriage, and it is therefore more un- 
satisfactory to the Provincial public, that less accom- 
modation should be now afforded by the Department 
than in former years y and the general dissatis&otion 
is mudi increased bj the fact, that the reduction of 
public accommodation has been accompanied by a 
concurrent increase of salaries ; and we humbly re- 
present to Your Majesty, that a much larger amount 
of Bevenue is absorbed by the salaries of Uie present 
officers, than is required for the effident management 
of the Department. 

The policy of Your Majesty's Oovemment in re- 
ducing the rates of postage in the Mother Country 
has recently been adopted in the United States. By 
an enactment of Congress the rates of postage in that 
country have been reduced on single letters not ex- 
ceeding half an ounce, to five and ten cents, as the 
distance may be under or over three hundrednniles, 
to take effect from the first day of July next; and 
as we are deeply impressed with the importance of 
extending the advantages of Post communications 
throughout the remotest settlements of this Province, 
we respectfully submit, that a very considerable re- 
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Pott-OflBee daction of rates, and the estabUshment of additional 
Deptftment Lines, are absolutely necessary for the beneficial at- 
tainment of thb desirable end. 

Admitting the absolute necessity of preserving the 
Metropolitan control of the Department, we do 
not venture to ask for a transfer of such control to 
the Provincial Grovemment, but we humbly and ear- 
nestly submit the following propositions for Your 
[Majesty's Most Gracious consideration : — 

1st, That the rates of Provincial Postage be re- 
duced on Letters not exceeding half an ounce to a 
maximum of sixpence, and a minimum of twopence, 
according to the distance. 

2nd. That the postage on printed votes and news- 
papers be abolished. 

3rd. That the Deputy Postmaster General of the 
Province shall, from time to time, under the direc- 
tion of the Postmaster General, establish such ad- 
ditional lines of communication as may be suggested 
by the Provincial Legislature. 

4tL That a full and particular account of income 
and expenditure be annually laid before the Legis- 
lature by the Deputy Postmaster GeneraL 

5th. That any surplus Bevenue collected within 
the Province, after appropriating such sums as may 
be required to keep up the proportions of the great 
lines of conmiunication between Nova Scotia and 
Canada, and between Nova Scotia and the United 
StateSy which lie within thb Province, and to main- 
tain an efficient establishment here, may be applied 
in extending the facilities of inter-Provincial com- 
munication. 

^ 6th. That in consideration of the forgoing proix)- 
sitions bein^ acceded to by Your Majesty, the Legis- 
lature of this Province should guarantee by Le^la- 
tive enactment, for a term of years, such additional 
sum of money as may from time to time be required 
to defray the current charges of the Department. 

We, therefore, in behalf of Your Majesty's loyal 
subjects, the inhabitants of this Province, confidently 
submit this our humble and dutiful Address to Your 
Majesty's gracious consideration ; and we eamestlv 
ana respectfully pray Your Majesty to grant such 
relief in the premises, as the exigency of the case may 
require, and as to Your Majesty may seem meet 
And as in duty bound will ever pray.

My Lord, 

I have had the honour to receive your Lordship's 
Despatch, Na 304, dated the 28th June last, with 
copies of correspondence relative to the illegal con- 
veyance of letters by the steam vessels in the Bay of 
Fundy, and the Biver Si. John, and directing me to 
furnish your Lordship with a Beport and suggestions 
for your information on the subject. . 

In my Despatch to your Lordship, No. 27, of the 
26th of April last, I transmitted a Joint Address to 
Her Majesty from the Legislative Council and As- 
sembly, containing various nroposals for remedying 
the inconvenience so generally complained of in the 



Province from the oi>eration of the laws relatkig to PMt>0ffice 
the Post Office, and in reference to the proposiu to i^wneni. 
enforce the provisions of the Acts of Parliament 
1 Vict caps. 33 and 36, I cannot but coni^ider that 
it would be highly objectionable to do so without 
taking into consideration the situation of the Pro- 
vince and remedying the inconvenience so long and 
so generally complained of. 

Although the correspondence carried on through 
St John, by the steamers plyii^ in the river and m 
thp Bay of Fundy is more considerable than in other 
quarters, there can be no doubt that the evasion of 
tne laws is general throughout the Province, and that 
it prevails not only during the summer months while 
the navi^tion is open, but also throughout the winter 
by the racilities of land travelling. 

In the Address of the Legislative Bodies, your 
Lordship will observe it noticed that the rates of 
postage m the United States have been reduced, and 
thev recommend a reduction of the Provincial rates 
on letters not exceeding half an ounce, to a maximum 
of sixpence, and a minimum of twopence according to 
distance. As the effect of these rates would be to 
impose the lowest rates on correspondence with St. 
John and Fredericton, where the greatest number of 
letters are received, and the hi^i^t on the remote 
settlements, where liiey are few m number, and the 
people can less afford to defray them, I am induced 
to prefer an uniform rate of threepence on all letters 
throughout the Province. According to the Ameri- 
can rates, five cents, or twopence halfpenny nearly, 
is the uniform charge of postage on letters weighing 
half an ounce, for all Stances under three hundred 
miles corresponding nearly with the extreme linuts 
of the Post Office routes in New Brunswick. The 
distance from St John to the Restwouche, by the 
northern route, being 202 miles, and from St John 
to Temiscouata on the north western frontier, 263 
miles. By establishing such a rate on letters, I 
entertain no doubt that the dbposition to evade the 
laws would be arrested and their enforcement gene- 
rally approved wherever the means of convqring let- 
ters through the Post Office might be afford^, and to 
facilitate the establishment of additional lines of 
communication, the Houses in their Address have 
pledged themselves on the adoption of the proposals 
to guarantee by Legislative enactment for a term of 
years such a sum as would defray the current ex- 
penses of the Department ^ 

In strongly recommending that Her Majesty's 
Oovemment should accede to their proposal^ on 
agreement of the Houses to a reduced and uniform 
rate as I have suggested, I should anticipate that on its 
adoj^tion the complaints of the people and the diffi- 
culties experienced in enforcing the Post Office laws, 
would at once be renooved, and recurring to the 
correspondence in 1843> above referred to on the 
subject of the Copy Bight Acts which are equally 
evaded, I would recommend in accordance wiUi my 
suggestions that those Acts should also be subject to 
revision.

My Lord, 

A sensation having been produced in the Province 
by the recent enforcement of the provisions of the 
Acts of Parliament, (5 and 6 Victoria, Ciqp. 45, 47, 
and 49,) for the protection of the Copy right on Books, 

am prompted to explain to your Lordship the situ- 
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ation in which these communities are placed by the 
restrictions which are thus imposed on the introduction 
of English Books reprinted in America; and on certain 
newspapers, throuA the medium of which thev have 
heretofore obtmned drculation, by what is called the 
privily of the Deputy Post-Master General who 
at his diacretion has dbpensed with the law for im- 
posing on them full letter rates of postage. 

In the Report of the Commissioners of Post-office 
enquiry in Canada, it was observed that no printed 
matter coming from England^ except stampea news- 
papery could pass throygh Uie post, unless chaiged 
by weight at the rates of letters exceeding an ounce, 
which m the case of English Reviews, Magazines, 
and Pamphlets, acted as a complete prohibition, and 
that the American reprints of Miscellanies, under the 
privil^e referred to, had obtained an extensive cir- 
culation. 

The limited means and op^rtunities of acquiring 
books lias led in these Provmces as well as in the 
United States, to the publication of a great number 
of cheap newspapers, containing with the usual mat- 
ter of advertizements, correspondence, and extcacts 
from Englbh and American Journals, selections from 
Books a^ Miscellanies. These selections which are 
for the most part taken from the lighter productions 
of tiie English and American presses, are geaecaily 
unexceptionable, and tend to encounge a taste for 
reading amongst those who have no access to Books, 
and are cut oh from social intercourse of an improv- 
ing nature. 

Some publishers in tli« United States, taking ad- 
vantage of the increasing demand far publications of 
tlus nature^ have undertaken the republication of en- 
tire wodcs ia consecutive numbers, or in extra sheets, 
and as examples of the works thus circulated in the 
Provinces, as well as in the United States, may be 
mentioned: — AUisotCs History of Europe, Uebig^s 
Animal and Agricultural Chemistry, AmoWs Lec- 
tures on Modem History, Borroufs Bible in Spain, 
&C. ; and it may be remarked, that the papers which 
are engaged in these republications, and depending 
on support in the Provinces, have taken no part in 
the acrimonious discussions which often pervade the 
political Journals in the United States, The clmm 
to protection of the English Publishers, being the 
ground on which the circulation of these papers has 
been suddenly arrested by the charge of letter post- 
age, and bv Uie seizure of the extras," the public 
attention has been drawn to the high price of Eng- 
lish Books, which has operated so entirely to prevent 
their circulation in these Provinces. 

The encouragement derived in the United King- 
dom from the numerous Libraries, Clubs, and Socie- 
ties, which arc supplied with copies of books as they 
issue from the Press, and to whom the price of a 
book is less an object than the early supply of new 
works to th^r numerous subscribers and readers, 
renders it practicable in most cases for an English 
publisher to attach such a price to a book miich 
would command any sale in the Colonies as nearly 
to remunerate him from this source alone, indepen- 
dently of the demand from individual purchasers, ac- 
cording to the merit or interest of the work. 

The increasing demand of a more numerous and 
less affluent class of readers has led to some reduction 
' in the price of works, by their publication in less ex- 

Csive forms, but the price even of these books, en- 
oed bv the charges attending their transmission, 
exclude them from circulation in the Colonies, espe- 
cially during the winter months. Hence the restric- 
tions imposed by the Copyright Acts operate in no 
manner to the benefit of the Englisn publisher, 
while, by excluding the inhabitants of the British 
Provinces from the opportunity they have hitherto 
enjoyed, of becoming familiar with the productions 



of the English Press through the medium of the re- Copyrighu. 
prints, chiefly in the newspaper form, they are led 
unfavourably to contrast their situation with that of 
their fellow-countrymen in the United States, where 
such a restriction cannot be enforced. 

The protection of publisliers in the United King- 
dom is a question altogether distinct from the exten- 
sion of the Copyright Acts by authority of Parlia- 
ment to the Colonies, and especially to those having 
separate Legislatures, who, it it devolved on them to 
consider of the local application of those Laws, 
would, in affording a reasonable protection to the 
English publisher, be disposed to provide also for 
the interests of the community, whom it cannot be 
politic to exclude from all access to English Litera- 
ture, except by an evasion of the exorbitant charges 
to which they are subjected bv law. I do not un- 
dertake to determine how far, their interests may ad- 
mit of beine reconciled by the imposition of such a 
moderate outy on Foreign reprints as would secure 
to the English publishers a small profit on their 
works when repnnted in a cheiq) form, or in the Li- 
terary Journals for circulation in the Colonies, but 
if, from the larger profits derivable from the sale of 
h^h priced books in England, the minor advantages 
from such cheap reprints for the Provinces should 
not be a considehition to English publbhers, the po- 
licy would be questionable, if altogether prohibiting 
the circulation of the Journals which are engaged in 
such republications, by which the public are deprived 
not only of tlie works protected by the Copyright 
Acts, but of others claiming no such nrotection. 

As the interest of EngUsh publishers cannot be 
iiyuriously affected either by a reduction in the price 
of books in the Colonies, or their circulation through 
Literary Journals amongst a class of readers to 
whom they would be otherwise imknown, I hqpe the 
measure may be abandoned, of enforcing by Parlia- 
mentary auUiority, a prohibition which, if not evaded 
througn the facilities every where presented, would 
have the effect of excluding EngUsh Literature from 
the Provmces.

±*revious to the Union of the Provinces of Upper 
and Lower Canada, the office of Clerk of the Execu- 
tive Council of the latter Province was held by 
George H. Ryland, Esquire, now B^istrar of the 
County of Montreal, who, upon the Union taking 
place, was sworn in as Clerk and Begistrar of the 
Executive Council of the United Province. Sub- 
sequently, the late Lord Sydenham, the then Gover- 
nor General, thought it necessary, on grounds of 
puUic policy, in a re-organization of that Body, to 
make several changes in the Constitution thereof, 
and to transfer many of the duties, which, up to that 
period, had been performed by the Clerk, to the 
President of the Council. 

In order to effect this arrangement, the Governor 
General propo^d to Mr. Ryland to surrender his ap- 
pointment, and to accept in its stead the office of 
K^istrar of the District of (Quebec, at the same time 
guaranteeing to htm aa annual income from the 
emoluments thereof equal to the sum of £515 cur- 
rency, which it was admitted he would be entitled to 
fl8 a retiring allowance under the Imperial Statute 
4 and 5 Victoria, chap. 29. 

Mr. Ryland, on bemg thus guaranteed, and being 
assured uiat the emoluments of the B^istrar under 
the Ordinance then lately passed, would amount for 
die first year to a very large sum, affording him 
ample compensation for the loss of th^ Council office, 
acceded to this proposal, and placed his situation at 
His Excellency's dispel But he expressly stipu- 
lated, in his official acceptance of the new appoint- 
ment^ as well as in his answer to the circular of His 
Excellency Sir Richard Jackson, dated 8th Dec., 
1841, " that in the event of the Begistrarship of the 
Dbtrict of Quebec not proving neany equal m value 
to his appointment as Clerk of the Executive Council, 
the sum ^aranteed was not to be considered as 
compensation in fbll, either for the loss of that office, 
or of his claim upon the Government.'* In conse- 

Juence, however, of Lord SydenhanCs decease, the 
>rdinance was not put in force in October, 1841, as 
had originally been determined, and it was not until 
January following that the law was promulgated. 
During this delay the Legislatui% altered the Ordi- 
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nance, and in effect deprived Mr. Ryland of the ad- AiMrew toH<pr 
vantage that he would have received from the law as By/^j^' ' 
it stood when he was first appointed ; and notwith- 
standing his remonstrances, no steps were taken 
by the Executive to protect him under the armnge- 
ment previously entered into with him, and yet about 
the same time the Clerkship of the Council, which 
until then had remained vacant, was filled up, and 
Mr. Ryland thus prevented from returning to it, as 
he had originally stipulated in his acceptance of 
the B^istrarship. Although Mr. Ryland was ap- 

S>inted under his arrangement with Lord Sydenham, 
egistrar of the District of Quebec, and although the 
emoluments of such appointment were insufficient to 
satisfy his just expectations, yet in addition to his 
other losses, he was obliged, by the passing of an 
Act during the Session of 1844, abolishing District 
B^istrarsnips, to receive, instead, the situation of 
Begistrar of the County of Quebec. And it is pro- 
ved b^ the Beport of the Commissioner appoint^ to 
examine into the several offices, by the Itegistry Or- 
dinance, that this situation, instead of being one of 
profit to Mr. Ryland, has only been a source of labour 
and expense. 

On the death of the late Begistrar of Montreal, the 
Governor General proposed to Mr. Ryland that 
he should be transferred from the Quebec to the 
Montreal Begistry office. In acceding to this pro- 
posal Mr. Ryland again stipulated that it should not 
be considered as in any way interfering with his 
ckums under his previous arrangement wi& the Gov- 
ernment. 

That this transfer has not benefited Mr. Ryland, 
is proved conclusively by the Beport of Mr. Clark, 
the Commissioner to inspect the offices in the Dis- 
trict of Montreal, dated tne 7th April of this present 
year. 

Thus it appears, that Mr. Ryland, by trusting to 
the guarantee of the late Governor General, has lost 
a lucrative office— has been deprived of all emolu- 
ment from his substituted appointments — and is now 
threatened with the loss of his retiring allowance, 
which he would have had a ri^ht to claim, at the 
same time that other officers, similarly situated, were 
placed on the Pension List of the Country. 

On a full consideration of the circumstances, the 
Legislative Assembly consider-^ Mr. Ryland*s case to 
be one of CTeat hardship; that his claims, the justice 
of which nas been officially recognized by tne late 
Governor General, Lord Metcalfe, ought not to be 
avoided or overlooked ; and that he nas a right to 
expect, that the contract entered into between him 
and the Governor General, of which he has per- 
formed his part, should be carried out, according to 
its terms, or, as that may now be impossible, that 
he should be fuUy compensated for the non-fulfil- 
ment thereof. 

And we fed bound to declare our opinion, that 
the denial of compensation to Mr. Ryland, would be 
a breach of faith that would greatly weidLcn public 
confidence in the acts of Your Majesty's Bepresenta- 
tives and Government in this Province. 

We, therefore, humbly pray, that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to take Mr. RylaruTs case 
into Your most &vourable consideration, and direct 
such measures to be taken, to ^rant him the justice 
he seeks, as Your Majesty may deem proper for that 
purpose.

Previous to the union of the Provinces of Upper 
and Lower Canada, in 1841, the office of Clerk of 
the Executive Council, of the latter Province was 
held by George H. Ryland, Esquire, he having been 
appointed thereto in October 1838, and having suc- 
ce^ed his late respected father, who had held the same 
office for a long period of years — and Mr. Ryland 
continued in the performance of the duties of the 
same office under the Government of the United 
Province, having been sworn in as such in February, 
1841. 

The late Lord Sydenham, the then Governor Ge- 
neral of the Province, in re-organizing the Executive 
Council, thought it proper to make several changes 
in the constitution of the Executive Council, and to 
transfer numy of the duties which, up to that period 



had been performed by the Clerk, to the President Addraito 
of the Council ; and in effecting this arrangement Hi§ 
Lordship proposed to Mr. Ryland to siui^nder the 
^pointment, and to accept in ita stead the office of 
Registrar of Deeds in the then Judicial District of 
Quebec, at the same time guaranteeing to him an an- 
nual income from the emoluments t&reof^ equal to 
the sum of £515 currency, to which he would be en- 
titled as a retiring allowance under the Lnperial Sta- 
tute, 4 and 5 Vict cap. 29. 

Mr. Ryland, on bemg thus guaranteed, and having 
reason to expect that the emoluments of the office 
offered to him, would amount for the first year to a 
lar^e sum, affording him ample compensation for va- 
cating his ori^nal one, acceaed to this proposal, and 

Elacc^ the latter at His Excellency's disposaL But 
e expressly stipulated in his acceptance of the new 
' appointment, as well as in his answer to the circular 
of Hb Excellency Sir R. Jackson, Adminbtrator of 
the Government, dated 18th December, 1841, diat 
in the event of the R^istrarship of the said District 
of Quebec not* proving nearly equal in value to his 
appointment as Clerk of the Executive Ccnmcil, the 
sum guaranteed was not to be considered as com- 
pensation in full either for relinquishing that office, 
or for his claim uoon the Government. 

The Registry Ordinance of Lower Canada did not 
come into operation until the 3 1st December, 1841, and 
the time within which all existing deeds were to have 
been enregistered, and from which the great amount 
of remuneration would have resulted, was extended 
until eventuallv a material alteration was made in the 
R^istration Law, establishing Coimty instead of 
District Registry Offices, and causing Mr. Ryla-nd to 
become Registrar of the County, instead of the Dis- 
trict of Quebec, notwithstanding his remonstrance ; 
and this alteration had the effect not only of depriv- 
ing Mr. Ryland of a great proportion of the remu- 
neration resulting from these arrears, but also of es- 
sentially reducing the annual income of the office. 

It is true that at a subsequent period, namely, on 
the 8th July, 1845, Mr. Ryland was transferred to 
the more important office of Re^trar of the County 
of Montreal, which he now holds, but the Reports 
of the Commissioners appointed to exanune the Re- 
gistry Offices, establish, that both Offices have been 
sources of labour and expense rather than of profit 
From the circumstances herein before detdled, the 
Legislative Assembly feel that the case of Mr. Ry- 
land is one of great hardship, — ^ihat his claims, the 
justice of which have been officially recognised by 
the late Governor General Lord Jl£?^ca(/^, ought not to 
be overlooked, and that he has a right to expect t)iat 
the Contract between the Governor General and him, 
of which he has performed his part, should be carried 
out by the Imperial Government according to its 
terms, or as that may now be impossible, that he 
should be fully compensated for the non-fulfilment 
thereof. 

We therefore, in reviewing these (urcumstances, 
humbly beg permissibn to call Mr. Ryland^s claims, as 
herein set forth, to your Majesty's Gracious Notice ; 
and we humble pray that your M^esty will be pleased 
to take them into your most mvorable considera- 
tion, and direct such measures to be adopted therein, 
as your Majesty in your wisdom may nnd them to 
deserve.

In company with mv brother Judms I have in- 
spected tne aoconnnodation provided by the Law 
Society in their new building for the Court of Queen^s 
Bench, and for the Practice Court and Offices con- 
nected with it; and we cordially unite in declaring 
that the Court Boom of tbe Queen's Bench^ the 
Practice Court, and the apartments asagned to the 
Judges,are in all respects most convenient and satis- 
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Soparior iiolory. Thej are indeed not merdy adequate in 
^^S^***^ themselvefl, and well arranged, both as regards the 
(U. C) public convenience and the personal comfort of those 
whose duties are to be discharged in them, but they 
have been designed and finished on a scale becomingly 
liberal^ though not extravagant. 

The Jud^ feel sincere gratification in remarking 
that by the exertions of the Law Society, the Supe- 
rior Courts of Justice in Upper Canada are at length 
accommodated in a manner worthy of the Country, 
and they have onl^ to repeat a hope which they have 
already expressed m a communication to the Govern* 
tnent, that such public arrangements may be made 
as will allow the Judges to feel that these increased 
advantages which they will enjoy, both personally 
and as composing the Court, are permanently assur- 
ed, and have not been procured by sacrifices which 
may prove in any degree burthensome to the Law 
Society* 

Wiu r^ard to the rooms set apai^ for the Office 
of the Clenk of the Crown and I^eas, to which the 
attention of the Judges was especially called, by the 
gentlemen who were so kind as to attend with them 
on the part of the Society, they appear to be suf- 
ficient in point of space, and as ^ood as the Law So- 
ciety are at j^sent able to provide, making ,sudi al- 
lowance as it is necessary to make for other arrange- 
ments. The Vaults for Kecords and Papers seem to 
be ample and safe, though we doubt whether under- 
ground Vaults will be found sufficiently dry. The 
experiment however could be made. 

The Judges are glad to find that the Society has 
been able to provide Mr. Small with a convenient 
room on the ground floor — as it would have been 
impossible for him during his present indisposition, 
to have miude use of an imartment in the higher story 
in which his Clerks will be placed. This separation 
however of the principal Officer from the subordinate 
Clerks, which unfortunately seem to be unavoidable, 
may occasion a good deal of inconvenience; and 
thouffh we do not see that an^ better arrangement 
could be made, as the East Wmg is required for the 
purposes of the Law Societjr, yet we trust the time 
IS not distant when the erection of a plain and cheap 
range of apartments running back from the new build- 
ing, will enable the Society to provide for the accom- 
modation of the Officepf the Clerk of the Crown and 
Pleas, and for the safe keepin(r of the Records and 
Ptipers in a connected suite of fire proof rooms above 
gmund.

As Chaimum of the Building Committee superin- 
tending the improvements at Oegoode Hall, with a 
view to the removal thither the Supreme Court of 
Canada West, and their officers, 

I have been instructed by tiie Law Society to en* 
close you the accompanying correspondence, and to 
state for the information of the Executive Govern- 
ment, that the Society is now prepared to enter into 
a perpetual covenant with Her Miuesty, to find the 
necessary accommodation for the tTourts and their 
Officers from this time forth. 

With reference to the consideration to be received 
therefore, — ^the Society having in view the com- 
munication of the Bench to the Grovemment rmm a 
former occasion, upon the ine^^pediency of the dourts 
becoming the tenants of any mdividiuil or corpora- 
tion, would accept a proportion of the present outky 
in lieu of an annual ren^ 

The total expenditure upon Oegoode Hall, in con- 
sequence of the present arrangement, will taM very 
litde short of ten thousand pounds ; and in mention- 
ing^ the sum of six thousand pounds, as the conside- 
ration of the agreement between the Government 
and the Society, I feel that I am placing the remu- 
neration at a very low rate. It must be borne in 
mind that the whole of the west wing, tc^ther with 
a portion of the centre building, comprising in all 
twenty apartments, many of them necessarily very 
sp^ous, is entirelv occupied by the Courts and their 
Officers, and should it happen that the vaults under 
ground are not found to answer for tJie keeping of 
9ie records — another fire-proof building must be 
added for that purpose. 

Li setting aside rooms for the Crown Office, the 
arrangement was first made for the Department, ir- 
respective of Mr. Small; and the Judges of the 
Court of Queen's Bench, beinff satisfied therewith; 
the Society, in consideration of that gentieman's in- 
firmity, appropriated a room on the ground floor for 
his especial use, of the same size, and in the same 
situation as the Judges Chambers. This room forms 
part of the suite of rooms originally with the assent 
of the Judge and Vice-chancellor assigned to the 
Court of Chancery ; and when another apartment w 
required for anv additional Clerk in the R^stw, 
or Master in Chancery's Office, which he has inti- 
mated will soon be the case — ^fiirther accommodation 
must be provided for him in the Centre Building. 
This, together with the slight inconvenience (men- 
tioned by the Chief Justice) consequent on the se- 
pamtion of Mr. Small from his subordinate Clerks, 
arises from his state of health, and not from the fault 
of the Society, or the want of proper arrangement in 
the Building. 

On behdf of the Society, I now tender to the 
Executive Gt>vemment the Building and apart- 
ments approved of by the Judge and Vioe-Chancellor

In order to effect this. His Excellency is advised 
that the necessary funds should be provided for by a 
duty on certain Law proceedings, and that either an 
ai^lication should be made to the Legislature to 
sanction the advance of the necessary sum, to be re- 
paid by a Tax on Law proceedings in these Courts, 
or that sudbi a Tax being imposed, the net proceeds 
of the Tax should be half y^lv paid to the Trea- 
surer of the Law Society, until the whole amount of 
£6,000 and interest from the date of agreement with 
the Sodety is paid. 

Before brining either of these proposals before the 
Legislature, His Excellency has dim^ted me to in- 
quire whether the Law Sodety would not be disposed 
to accept half-yearly payments, in the manner last 
suggested, which His Excellency is of opinion, would 
be a better way of disposing of the question, than to 
ask for an advance of £6,000 from the Legislature.

I submitted the same, at once, to the consideration 
of ilie Conunittee of Economy, and was in hopes at 
one time, that we might be enabled to accent the pro- 
posal of half-yearly instalments by the issumg of our 
own Debentures, oased on the payments to be made 
to us by the Government; but upon apidyinff to those 
to whom the Sodety is now indebted for the building, 
we are rductantly compelled to dedine sudi arrange- 
ments. If the Gt>vemment will issue to the Law So- 
ciety, Debentures for the sum of six thousand poimds, 
payable at any periods based upon the tax proposed 
or otherwise, we shall find no dimculty in negotiating 
Xhffm^ but our oreditprs refuse to take our own De- 
bentures. 

As I mentioned in the first communication 
had the honor to address to you upon the subject, 
the improvements at Osgoode Hall nave cost nearly 
tep thousand pounds. The Society borrowed four 
thousandpoimds on mortgage. Our Bankers allow- 
ed the Sodety to Qver&iw their accoimt to the 
amount of three thousand pounds more, during the 
progress of the work, upon the assurance that the 
amount should be paid immediately afler the next 
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Session of Parliament, and the Contractor is entitled Supirfor 
to his balance (which, together with the outlay on ^^^^^ 
the site itself will take lie whole of the r^idue) at (u. c.)'

Should Government Debentures be issued to the 
Society for the amount to be paid, the Bank of Upper 
Canada undert^es to cash them all, and the Society 
will be thus enabled to meet its engagements.

in Lotcer Canada, during the years 1844 and 1845." 

Extract from a letter addressed to the Honourable 
2>, Dafyf Provincial Secretary, by J. C. Bruneau, 
Esquire, Circuit Judge of the District of Qiieiec, 
dated 30th December, 1844. 

I have only now to give the plan which I think 
will meet the present and future wants of the country. 

The Coimties of Ottawa and of Missisauai have 
already prayed to be formed into separate Districts, 
many others, equally distant from the Cities of Mon- 
treal and Quebec, desire the same favor, and would 
receive it with pleasure ; it would therefore seem ne- 
cessary to subdivide the two great Districts of Mon- 
treal and Quebec, for certain iudiciary purposes. 

I begin by the Court of Appeals. 

1. Tnere would be only one Court of Appeals for 
the whole Province of Lower Canada, which would 
be held at the capital; it would be presided over by 
four Judges, two of whom would reside in Montreal, 
the Chief Justice and one of them, and the two 
others at Quebec; this Court would revise all judg- 
ments rendered in the Superior Courts of the Districts 
of Montreal, Quebec, Three Rivers, St Francis, Gaspe, 
and the other Districts to be established hereafter; 
on an equal division in appeal, the judgments of the 
Inferior Term would be confirmed. 

2. The Criminal Court would be held at Montreal 
by the two Judges of the Court of Appeals residing 
at Montreal, ana at Quebec by the two Judges of the 
same Court, residing there. In the Districts of 
Three Bivers and St Francis the Criminal Court 
would be presided over by two of the Judges of the 
Superior Courts of Montreal and Quebec, assisted by 
the resident Judges of each locality, and at Gaspe by 
one Judge onl^, assisted by the two resident Judges. 

3. A superior Court would be held at Montreal, 
for the District of Montreal, and presided over by 
three resident Judges of the Queen's Bench, and an- 
other at Qu^c, also presided over by the three resi- 
dent Judges of the Queen's Bench. A similar Court 
would be held in the Districts of Three Bivers, St 
Francis, and in the other IDistricts to be her^d^r 
^tablished, presided over by two of tiie Judges of 
the Superior Courts of Montreal, assisted by €»ch of 
the resident Judges, and at Gaspe by one of the said 
Ju^es of the Queen's Bench, assisted by the two 
resist Judges. 

4. — ^In every Distriet an Inferior Term and Cir- 
cuit Courts would be held, having jurisdiction to the 
amount of £20 and above £10. The evidence to be 
taken in writing, and a summary appeal to be granted 
to the Court Appeals at Montreal or Qmfee, as 
the case might be. 

The Superior Term would take cognizance of all 
ot her clidins. 

6. The Sessions of the Peace would be presided 
over in the Districts of Montreal, Quebec, Three Bi- 
vers and Gaspe, by the Commissioner of Bankrupts 
in each locality, and in the other Districts by the 
resident Judge. 

6. From uie District of Montreal would be de- 
tached, 1st. the County of O^tca, which would form 
the Distriet of Ottawa, of which Ayhner would be the 
chief place. Two other Districts would be formed on 
57 



the South side of the river St Lawrence, at the extre^ Corwipon- 
mity most distant from the City of Montreal From ^^^"^ 
the District of Quebec the County of Saguenay would 
be detached and called the District of Saguenay, of 
which Malbaie would be the chief place. The Coun- 
ties of Bimotishi and Kamouraska on the South of 
the river would form the Biviere du Loup District, 
of which Biviere du Loup would be the chief place. 
A resident Judge would be appointed for each of the 
new Districts. The Inferior Terms and Circuit 
Courts would be presided over in the Districts of 
Montreal and Quebec by one of the Judges of the 
Queen's Bench, and in the other Districts by the re- 
sident Judge or Judges. 

7. A Clerk and a Sheriff would be appointed for 
each of the new Districts, the former would also be 
Clerk of the Peace. 

Here is the Plan of the Courts : — 

1. ThhKJourt of Appeals. — To be held at Mon- • 
treal three times a year for all of the Districts, pre- 
sided over by the four Judges of the AppediL 

2. The Crimikal Coubt. — To be held at Mon- 
treal and Quebec three times a year, and presided over 
in each locality by the two resident Judges of Ap- 
peals, and also twice a year in the Districts of Three 
Bivers and St. Francis, presided over by two of the 
Judges of the Queen's Bench and the resident Judge, 
and at GaspS by one of the Judges of the Queen's 
Bench, and the two resident Judges. 

3. Superior Term of the Queen's Bench. — 
Four times a year, at Montreal and Quebec, presided 
by the three Judges of the Queen's Bench and of 
each locality ; and twice a year in the Districts of. 
Three Bivers, St Francis, and Gaspe, after the 
Criminal Term, and presided over oy the same. 
Judges; also in the new Districts twice a year, 
presided over by two of the Judges of the Queen's 
Bench, and the resident Judge. 

4. Inferior Term. — Six times a ^ear in the 
Districts of Montreal and Quebec, presided over by 
one of the Judges of the Queen's JBench; and four 
times a vear in me other Districts, presided over by 
the resident Judge. 

5. Circuit Courts. — Twice a year in all the 
Districts, presided over in the same manner as the 
Inferior Term. 

6. Sessions of the Peace. — At the same periods 
as at present. 

The forcing ccmtains pretty nearly my ideas 
concerning the Judiciary system which the coimtry 
wovi^ require. Although the establishing of the 
new Districts would, at first sight, seem to entail 
further expense on die Province, it would, in my 
opinion, have a contrary effect; and every one wiU 
agree with me as soon as the system will liave come 
into operation." 

Extract of a Letter addressed to the Honourable 
v. Daly, Provincial Secretary, by W. K. 
MCara, Esquire, Circuit Judge of the District 
of Q^dfee, dated 1st January^ 1845. 

Circuits. — ^Each Judge of the Court of Queen's 
Bench, or Resident Jud^ for the District of Q^d)ee, 
to perform one Circuit each year, whereof two are to 
be, while the navigation is open, that is, from the 
1st of May to the Ist of November. The third in 
the latter end of February, with the Jurisdiction 
similar, and in like Terms to the Inferior Term, 
Queen's Bench, like powers of evocation, &C.9 &c, &c. 

Circuit on the south shore, not to extend below 
Kamouraska. J urisdiction of a less extent than those 
of Montreal and Quebec, in some resets, should be 
established in those parts of the Province which their 
grjsat distance from the said cities would render it 
absolutely necessary. I would, at present, suggest 
Aylmer, on the Ottawa, and the two best adapted 
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pfaMietf cm ito mniStk of St Lwbrentee; lUad 
shiouia the d^^dtei^ of Cltcoits^ fot the Dktnet of 
Quebec not be a{>pr6yed of, I Wotdd' prop06e» as 
8epa]*ate Districts on the south shore of tike 'Rivet 
St Lcajorertce. Rk&re dm Loup. As m centre^ and 
on the north dvorer thtrray Bay 6i lukibaie. A 
Court to be held by the Resident Judges of said 
sepaiute Disirii^ts; Jurisdiction the same as the 
Que^^s Be]H^h« in' alt and every respeot^ at which 
sidd Coui^ a^ well as in Queen's* Benclv Su|)erior 
and Inferior Tete ^ I would propose' chw^ng the 
XaW 88 it now stands, and permit all Farknenr to 
pro^e tlieir claii!us ad^ in Mercantile oases^ aceotding 
to the English Law. 

Quarter Sessions. — Jurisffietion should also be 
granted to the^ Districts. It would probably be as 
well that the Court of Civil Jurisdiction shoyld be 
held at the same time. This coarse Would be of 
' great cbnvenienice to the people in genen^as many 
would be Enabled io attend ta tiieir owii business, 
while aidiM and Asnstinff in the Administration of 
Justice. Ucaleolabre advanfirige weold be derived 
by hitving a legal person to' preside At Gourtd of 
Quarfer Sessions. In the first place it Wov3d affiyrd 
Ihe Magistrarteff of the country toi^ and assist in tlie 
execution of the Crimiikal Law, and theireby lendei^ 
them more convenMit #ith them, aild arable them 
to perfoito their duties witii advanti^ tcthe cbuntri^y 
and credit to themselte^* In the second place it 
would csu6e a great sa'rii^ to the pebpleindiYiduaKy,

of a Railway. 

Whenever the survey, which it is essential should 
be first tmdertaken, shall be completed, I AsSi be pre^ 
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pared to offer my adviee to the Queen as to the 
course which it may be proper to take in reference to 
the request of the Assembly .for the appropriation 
of these funds to the Bailroad. 

I am happy to inform you by this early ojportu- 
nity, that i have reconunended the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury to rive their sanction to the 
employment of Officers of Engineers on the Survey 
in Nova Scotia^ and the neighbouring British Provin- 
ces, for which the House of Assembly has pledged 
ftself to provide^ and that instructions m accordance 
with my wishes on this subject, have been given by 
their Lordships to the Master General and Board of 
Ordnance, who will communicate with their Officers 
in North America. I enclose for your information, 
the copy of a letter which has been addressed by my

The project of a Railroad between HaKfax and 
Quebec^ having excited considerable attention in the 
British Provinces in North America^ as well as in this 
Kingdom, Mr. Secretary Gladstone has been in com- 
munication with the Governor General of Canada j 
and the Lient Govem(»r8 of the Provinces concerned 
in this undertaking, on the preliminary points which 
it is necessary to determine before any active pro- 
ceedings can be adopted for the construction of 
such an important work. Mr. Gladstone having, by 
the Mail which arrived yesterday, received from the 
Lieut Governor of Nova Scotia, a Despatch enclos- 
ing an Address to the Queen, from the House of As- 
sembly of that Pro'vince, with resolutions pled^ng 
the House to provide Ibr the expense of the Survey 
of those parts of Nova Sbotia through which it is ex- 
pected that the Hallway wduld pass, has directed me 
to request you would represent to the. Lords Com- 
missioners of the Treasury, that as Her Majesty's 
Government consider the proposed enterprize an ob- 
ject of general as well as Provincial importance, they 
are desirous of affordii^ their co-operation to the 
House of Assembly of Nova Scotia, m the requisite 
preliminary measure for which that House has now 
pled^ged itself to provide. It will not, however, be 
sufficient, to restrict the proposed Survey only to 
Nova Scotia. Mr. Gladstone does not doubt that the 
people of Canada and New Brunswick, have been 
equally animated by a desire to lud in the formation 
of some great chain of commimication by Railway, 
between the several Provinces, and (although theii^ 
L^islatures have not, so far as he is at present 
aware, adopted proceedings corresponding with those 
of the L^slature of Nova Scotia^ he considers that 
it will not, on that account, be proper to withhold 
from the former Provinces, the advantage of the 
Survey which will be afforded to Nova Scotia. The 
season during which this work can be executed, 
being necessarily very limited, it would not be advis- 
able to defer its commencement, and Mr. Gladstone 
would therefore impress upon the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury, the expediency of an imme- 
diate intimation being made to the Board of Ord- 
nance of the wishes of Her Majesty's Government, 



that instructions should be conveyed by the ensuing Qaebecand 
Packet, to the Commanding En^neer m the British 
Provinces in North America, to depute such Officers 
of that Corps to undertake the Survey in question, 
as may be selected by the Master General and 
Board of Ordnance, fqr that purpose. 

I am further to request that the Board of Ord- 
nance may be distinctly apprized that to render this 
Survey adequate to its object, it will be necessary to 
examine the question where the Port of Embarka- 
tion for England would most properly be fixed, hav- 
ing regard to the convenience of the public, the pur* 
poses of despatch, and the general sa^ty of the rort 
and terminus in time of War. 

Mr. Gladstone hopes to be enabled before the next 
Packet to consider, in connection with the Master 
General and Board of Ordnance, the.specific instruc- 
tions which it may be proper to give to these officers.

Assembly the assurance of Her Majesty's gradous 
desire and intention to pay every r^ard to the com- 
mercial interests of Qmada, even in the considera- 
tion of measures whidi must be regarded as mainly 
and properly appertaining to the internal condition 
of this country, which may be compatible with jus- 
tice to other classes of her subjects. 

I am further commanded hj the Queen to state, 
that having consulted Her confidential advisers on the 
questions broi^t under Her notice in this Address, 
and having bem pleased to approve and adopt the 
opinions submitted to Her by tnem on that subject. 
Her Majesty has directed me to explain to Your 
Lordship those minions as comprising the substance 
of the answer, wtiich Her Majesty 1^ to return to 
the Address of the House of Assemblv. 

As req^ts the question immediately aflfected by 
the Address, Her Majesty's Government are of 
opinion^ tiiat the reduction of the duty on Canadian 
Wheat, firom Is. to Id., would fail to have the effect 
which the Assembly have, it is probable, anticipated 
and desired. Use and convention, rather than any 
abstract principle, have established the rule, that in 
the Customs Law of this Country one shilling per 
quarter shall be r^arded as the standard of a nominal 
or register duW upon com. To reduce the chai^ge 
upon Forei^ Com to a rate corresponding with this 
description. Her Majesty's Government stands pledged 
to Parliament; and if Her Majesty's Government 
were to concede the request whi(sh is preferred, the 
effect would not \>e the establbhment of a minute 
preference, amounting to lld. per quarter in favour 
of Canadian Grain, as against the Foreign article, 
but it would, without doubt, be this, that the same 
reduction would be applied by Parliament to For^gn 
Grain also, and an entire equality between the two 
would thus be still maintiuned. For this reason Her 
Majesty's Government are of opinion, that it would 
not be expedient to propose to Parliament the 
alteration which it is the object of the Address to 
recommend

Most Gbacious Soyebeign, ^•^ J^Hr 

We, Your Muesty's dutiful and Loyal Subjects, 
the Commons of Canada, in Parliament assembled, 
res^tfully beff leave to address Your Majesty, on a 
subject of the nighest importance to the inhabitants 
of this Province. 

We assure Your Majesty, that while we have seen 
with unmingled satisfaction, the happiness and pros- 
peritv of the people of this Colony advancing in 
steacly and successful progression, under that mode- 
rate system of Protection of her staple productions. 
Grain and Lumber, which Your Majesty, and Your 
Imperial Parliament have hitherto graciously secured 
to them, we feel that we should be wanting in our 
duty, as well to Your Majesty, as to our Constituents, 
did we fail earnestly to represent to Your Majesty, 
tiiat we view with serious apprehension and darm, 
as detrimental to the best mterests of this Colony, 
the adoption of the proposed principle of commercial 
intercourse, now unaer the consideration of the Im- 
perial Parliament. 

We cannot but fear that the abandonment of this 
Protective Principle, the very basis of the Colonial 
Commerdal System, is not onlv calculated mate- 
rially to retard the A^eultural Imprevement of the 
Country, and check its hitherto rising prosperity, 
but seriously to impair our ability to piurchase the 
Manufactured Goods of Great Britain, a result alike 
preiudicifll to this Colony and the Parent State. 

We feel truly ^teful to Your Majesty for enabling 
us, by cuaranteemg the payment of £1,500,000, to 
undertwe many valuable Public Improvements, 
which are now approaching to completion, and 
which, under the existing Laws, would ultimately 
prove productive; but should the Duties on Foreigp 
and Colonial Produce, entering the United Kingdom, 
be assimilated as at present proposed by Your Ma- 
jesty^s Imperial Government^ it is much to be appre-* 
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Addrew t© hended, that the Agriculturists of this Province trill 
Majesty. ^ deprived of a fair and remunerative price for their 
surplus produce^ and that, consequently, the increase 
of our staple products which was reasonably antici- 
pated, will be checked to such an extent, as mate- 
rially to lessen the prospect of our Canal and other 
Public Works, proving as productive as we had 
reason to expect 

We respectfully represent to Your Majesty, that, 
situated as Canada is, and with a climate so severe 
as to leave barely one-half the year open for inter- 
course by the St Latorence with the Mother Country, 
the cost of transporting her products to market, is 
' much greater tlum is paid by the inhabitants of the 
United States^ and that, without a measure of pro- 
tection or some equivalent advantage, we cannot 
successfully compete with that country. 
« It, therefore, becomes our duty, as faithful sub- 
jects of Your Majesty, to point out what we sincerely 
believe must be the result of measures which have 
for their object the repeal of the kwrf affording pro- 
tection to the Canaoian Export Trade. First, it 
will discourage those at present engaged in Agricul- 
tural pursuits from extending their operations. 
Secondly, it will prevent the influx of respectable 
Emigrants from the Mother Country, who have for 
many years past settled in large numbers on the 
Waste Lands of the Province, and who, by their 
industiy and capital, have materially contributed to 
that rapid advancement of the Country which we 
have before noticed. And, lastly, it is much to be 
feared, that, should the inhabitants of Canadian from 
the withdrawal of aU protection to theif staple pro- 
ducts, find that they cannot successfully compete 
with their neighbours of the United States, in the 
only nmrket open to them, they will naturally and of 
necessity b^in to doubt, whether remaining a por- 
tion of the British Empire, will be of that paramount 
advantage which they nave hitherto founa it to be. 
These, we humbly submit, are considerations of 
grave inmortance, both to Your M^esty and the 
people of this Province, and we trust we need not 
assure Your Majesty, that any change which would 
tend in the remotest degree to weaken the ties that 
have for so many years — and under trying circum- 
stances — bound the people of Canada to that Land 
which they are proud to call their Mother Country, 
would be viewed as the greatest misfortune which 
could befall them. 

We would further remind Your Majesty, that 
while, in compliance with the recommendations of 
the Imperial Government, we have passed a law 
repealing all duty on American Produce, coming 
through oar Country for exportatioB, no sknilar 
advantage is aooorded by the American Govemm^ 
to the people <^ this Province; but that dutieo, 
amounting m most oases io pfohibition, are xigcsvoveij 
maintains by tiiat Government on eveij artide of 
ours entering into their Ports. The disadvanti^ 
we must labour under in this respect, is so apparent, 
that we respectfully request Yout Majesty will be 
pleasMsd to cause tlaje necessary steps to be taken for 
<n>ening a negociation with the Government of the 
United States, for the admisaon of our products into 
their Ports, on the sanoe terms that tneirs are ad- 
mitted into those of Great Britain and tins (kAony. 

We also humbly request, that Yodr Majesty will 
favourably consider the justice of admitting the pro- 
ducts of this Province, generally, into the Imperial 
Ports free of duty, as the expense of transportation, 
is in itself, all tne pn>tection whicJi our fellow sub- 
jects in the United Kingdom can reasonably expect, 
as respects the imports from a Colony situated at 
such a distance from the Mother Country, and with 
Ports closed to commerce for so large a portion of 
the year; and we the more confidently appeal to 



Your Majesty's justice upon this point, as the relief A^drm to 
that we seek, in this particular, is in strict accordance Mij«ty. 
with the very prindples upon which the changes that 
we deprecate are based, as well as to the assurance 
received through Your Majesty's Secretary of State, 
that it is the desire of Your Alajesty's Government 
that the Trade of Canada shoiild, in all respects, 
approach as nearly to perfect freedom, as the wishes 
of its inhabitants and the exigencies of the public 
Revenue may permit. 

While the subject that we Eave thus brought 
under the notice of Your Maiesty, embraces other 
points requiring the gravest deUberation, and calling 
for the most favourable consideration on the part of 
the Imperial Authorities; Your Majesty's iaithful 
Commons have felt it to be their duty to Your 
Majesty, to the Imperial Parliament, and the Mother 
Country, and to their own Constituents, to lose no 
time in at once approaching Your Majesty, with the 
j declaration of their views upon that part of it em- 
; braced in their present Address^ and to which, 
renewing their assurance of devoted attachment to 
Your Majesty's Person and Government, they 
eamesUy entreat Your Majesty's most gracious and 
favourable consideration. 

Eesolved, That an humble Address be presented 
to His Excellency, the GovenKN: General, pray- 
ing that His Excellencv will be pleased to cause 
the humble Address of this House to Her Most

Bridge referred to in the Petition is 
situated about a mile and a half from the St. Law- 
rence, ai which place "Za Bwiere & DeHsle^ pre- 
sents nearl^pthe skme section as at the site of the 
Bridge at tfoteau du Lac Fort It is about 1 10 feet 
in width, with shdving banks, and varies in depth 
from one to four feet The extreme rise of the 
water is about five feet 

The accompanying Plan is designed with the view 
of constructing the work on the most economical 
scale, consistent with rendering it capable of resist- 
ing the action of the ice, floating timber, &c.; I

MINUTES OF EVIDENCE. 

Thursday, 7th May, 1846. 

Sir James Stuart, Baronet, called in ; and being 
interrogated^ handed in the following Statement: — 

Among the early Grrants of the Waste Lands of 
the Crown in Lower Canada, were tiiose of the Town- 
ships of Dunham, Solton, and Brame, and I believe, 
indeed, these (Jrants were the first three which were 
made. B v the Letters Patent erecting these Town- 
ships, the lands therein were granted to a Leader, as 



he was then called, and his associates, as tenants in Bcfwc 
common; thus vesting the land granted in the whole 
body of Grantees, coUectively, without any tierml 
interest whatever, in any one of them, and rendering 
necessary a subsequent partition amon^ them^ before 
a beneficial enjoyment of the land could be obtained. 
This inconvenient and unfit mode of gmnting lands, 
to be held by the Orantees, as tenants in comnion, 
was, I believe, adopted in these three instances only. 
In all subsequent Grants of land by the Crown, the 
Grants were made to the Grantees to hold in severalty* 
I now produce an authentic copy of the Letters Pa-* 
tent erecting the Township of Bolton, by which it 
appears that this Township was erected by Letters 
Patent bearing date the 19th August, 1797 ; and 
that five-seventh parts of the Township containing 
62,621 acres, 1 nxxl and 30 perches ot land, were 
granted to Nicholas Austin, the Leader, and his fifty- 
u>ur associates therein named, their heirs and assigns, 
as tenants in common, in Free and Common Soccage. 
From the period of the issuing of these Letters Patent, 
since which, nearly half a century has elapsed^ down 
to the present time, no partition of these lands be- 
tween the original Grantees or their legal represen- 
tatives has taken place, and they continue to be held 
by the latter, as tenants in common, all the original 
Urantees, with the exception of one, being, I under- 
stand, dead. From the number of deatlks, which, 
during this long tract of time, has occurred, among 
the individufils who acquired a right to these lands, 
either under the Letters Patent, or by l^ties derived 
from them, and also from the great number of muta- 
tions by descent, devise, sale, and otherwise, alterii^ 
from time to time, the right of property in them, it 
has become impossible, b^ an^r extra-judicial proceed- 
ing to ascertain in what mdividuak that right is now 
vested, so as to make them b^ the ordinary process 
of Law, Defendants in an action of partition ; there 
are necessarilv manv of ^em unknown to each other, 
and do not aU reside within the jurisdiction of the 
same Court, and some of them, it is probable, reside 
out of the limits of Lower Canada. It is, therefore, 
impossible to effect a partition among the persons 
entitied to the land in question, by means of an action 
instituted in the ordiimryform, by Writ of Summons^ 
and the service of that Writ on each and eveiy of the 
Defendants. A substitute for this form is of absolute 
necesrf4iy to bring the parties before the Court under 
whoso authority the partition is to be made, and this 
substitute mi^ be found in a Public Notice, to be 
posted ^p within tJie limits of the Township, and to 
be mserted, for a certain time, in some of the News- 
papers of thb District, and of the other Districts i& 
ioictfr Cqnada. The iniury resulting from the un- 
setUed state in which the right of property in this 
Township has continued, since the issuing of the 
Letters Patent, is both private and puMic. The 
real proprietors have been unable to enjoy and im- 
prove their property, or to prevent and repress the 
wrongful possession of it by others, from its being im- 
pcwsible to unite them, as Plwntiflfe, in an action for 
this purpose: hence extensive private loss and injury 
have been, and continue to be, sustained, As 
respects the public, the settiement and progressive 
improvement of the Township are prevented and 
retarded, and the surroundii^ country, which is 
extensively settied and improved, suffers from the 
uniinproved condition in which this Township 
continues. As respects both private and publ£ 
interests, therefore, the interposition of the L^^ 
lature, to afford the means of bringing the parties 
interested in the partition before a Court for that 
purpose, has become of indispensable necessity. I 
am one of the tenants in common by whom tiie land 
granted by the Letters Patent above mentioned are 
now held. This right of property is derived from 
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conveyances by some of the original erantees named 
in the Letters Patent* and I am, therefore^ one of 
the persons sustaining injury for the want of a par- 
tition, and, if this were accomplished, should contri- 
bute to the settlement and improvement of the 
Township. 

The Honourable Paid H. KnowUan^ a Member of 
the Legislative Council, called in ; and being interro- 
gated, handed in the following Statement : — 

I am the proprietor of Land in the Township of 
Bramey which adjoins on one side the Township of 
Bolton ; the former of these Townships was ^nted 
to Asa Porter and thirty-five associates, by Letters 
Patent, under the Great Seal of Lower Canada, in 
July, 1797. The grant was made, as in the case of 
Bol ton, and I think also in that of Dunham^ to Mr. 
Porter, as Leader, and his associates as tenants in 
common. I am particularly acquainted with the 
Township of Bolton for the last thirty years. During 
all this tune the lands of this Township have conti- 
nued to be undivided as oridnally gmnted, no parti- 
tion having been made. j3l the original Grantees 
are dead, with the exception, I believe, of one survi- 
vor, who, from age and infirmity, is in a state of 
second childhood. The representatives of the Grantees 
have become, as might be expected, extremely nume- 
rous, so much so that no person can say who they 
are, or how and in what manner their rights have 
been acquired ; nor is it known how many of them 
mi^ reside out of the limits of the District of Mon^ 
treaty or where they reside^ One of the present 
holders of lands in Bolton is a Mr. Matthew, who 
resides at Durham, in New Hampshire ; he holds 
under Blistered Titles bearing date as far back as 
1806, which conveyed to him an undivided interest 
in the Township to the extent of 4,000 acres. The 
uncertainty which has prevdled as to the actual pro- 
prietors of the soil, has encouraged a number of 
persons to settle themselves on parts of the Township, 
without any Title whatever; and the proprietors being 
unable to unite in an action to turn them off, no 
measures could be taken against them. The conse- 
quence has been that the Township bein^ in part 
occupied by this description of persons, and for want 
of a partition, none of the owners having any sepa- 
rate portion that they could call their own, the im- 
provement of the Township has been prevented, and 
the value of the land depreciated to such a degree, 
that lands in it have been sold within a few years 
past for a less price than they brought forty years 
ago. Li the present state of the Township neither 
industry nor capital will be employed in improving 
it. Under these circumstances, it has long been 
Qigently necessary, as well for the interest of all the 
parties mterested in the Township, as for the public 
interest, and for the improvement of that part of the 
Country in which Bolton lies, that a partition should 
take place ; and until this is effected the Township 
must continue in its present unimproved conditbn ; 
with the disadvantage, moreover, of mcreased disorder 
and immorality, arising from the want of a settled 
determined ownership of the soU in severalty. 

Friday, 8th May, 1846. 
The Honourable Paul H. Knoulton, a Member of 
the L^islative Council, a^ain called in ; and being 
interrogated, answered: — ^Alr. Austin has applied to 
me annually, for the last fourteen years, ana, indeed, 
every time I have met him, desiring me to devise 
some means hy which a partition of the common 
rights of the Township of Bolton should be settled; 
and a few days previous to the meeting of the present 
Session, he called again at my house, TU ftlring the 
same request I then told hun that I had a Petition 
from Sir James Stuart to the three branches of the 



L^slature on that subject, and presented it to him Btfart 
for signature, whidv after seeing, and having it read 
to him, he sud he would dieerf ully sign it, and did 
so in my presence. Mr. Austin is 75 years of age. 
The distance of his residence from mine is about ten 
or twelve miles. I think he called on me for the 
express purpose of inducing me to devise some means 
of effecting a partition of the lands of Bolton ; he 
said sa Mr. liicholtu Austin is the person referred 
to in the statement handed in by me yesterday, as 
being the original surviving associate ; and I con- 
sider him competent to manage his own afi&irs. I 
am of opinion that the aUegation contiuned in the 
Petition of Osgood Peasley and others, of the Town- 
ship of Bolton, — ^that a lu^e majority of the present 
settlers in the Township of Bolton took possession of 
their various properties under a pledge from the 
original associates, or one of them, that a partition 
of lands would soon take place, and that titles should 
be given to them, — ^is incorrect, as respects, at any 
rate, a large majority of the signers of that Petition : 
but I am of opinion, that some of the persons in 
possession, who have signed that Petition, are in 
possession under deeds from the original assodates* 

John M^Connell, Esquire, a Member of the Com* 
mittee, handed in the Hallowing letter: — 

Bolton, April 6th, 1846. 

Sir, 

I have understood that my name was associated 
with Sir James Stuart, for a division or partition of 
the lands within the Township of Bolton, among the 
proprietors of the said Township. 

1 would observe, that I never read or saw the 
Petition, but I gave liberty for my name to be asso- 
ciated, allowing the Township should be divided so 
as to give equal justice to all parties. 

Tlie conditions I would have it divided on, would 
be, to have all persons holding lands under the 
colour of tide, to be quieted free from all expense on 
those lands. I wish you to make use of this letter, 
(if the Petition or the Bill comes to the House on 
any other condition than as above) to express on 
what condition I would wish to have the. land 
divided

John MConnell, Esquire, a Member of the Com- 
mittee, being interrogated, answered : — The Town- 
ship of Bolton was granted in or about the year 1795, 
to Nicholas Austin and fif^-four associates, these 
associates entered into an agreement with the said 
Nidiolas Austin to deed b^^ to him each 1000 
acres of the 1,200 to which they would severally be 
entitied, in consequence of his having been at the 
expense of obtaining the Charter from Grovemment, 
and having a survey made of the Township; few of 
tiiem however complied with this contract, but sold 
out their rights to speculators, and left the Countnr ; 
these specumtors purchased the associates' rights for 
a mere trifle ; — ^the^ made no roads, — cut down no 
trees, — and did not in any way assist in converting a 
howUng wilderness into fruitful fields. There is, I 
should suppose, about one fourth of the Township 
settied ; tnese settiers were obliged, before taking 
possessbn of their lands, to come through the woo£ 
a distance of forty or fifty miles, over a mountwious 
country, interspersed wiw swamps. Most of those 
who have deeds nold them either direct from the asso- 
ciates or from their descendants ; — ^tfais class contend 
that they should be confirmed in their Tities without 
further trouble or cost, — ^which appears to me to be 
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but a reasonable expectatioii. Those wlio have 
settled on the land without dee^jt claim the right of 
jHre-emptioii, or the right, to purchase the land they 
respectively occupy at what it waa worth in a state 
of nature when they came upon it, and I conceive 
that th^ demand is just and right

Your Committee having duly considered the 
prajjrers of the several Petitions referred to them, and 
weighed the evidence adduced before them, they are 
of opinion that the following Roads, or parts of 
Roads, should be placed under the control and man- 
agement of the Quebec Turnpike Trust, to wit: — 
1st The .Road called VOmHre, fVom the point 
of intersection of the St. Charles North and South 
Roads, to the Indian Village of Lorette, including 
the bridge over the stream, near the said Village : — 
2nd. That part of the Ste. Fou Road, which lies 
between the point where the said Road is joined by 
the Svide or SuUe Road, up to Cap Rouge Hill :

That por- 
tion of the Road leading to St. Augustin, from HougKs 
Farm to St, Auoustin ChurcL The expediency of 
Macadamizing the said Roads, appears by the Minutes 
of Evidence. 

The Road called La Mishre bei^ almost parallel 
to tlkd VOmHre Road, — and your Committee being 
infottted that the improvement of that Road would 
bd very expensive, — they cannot for the present, 
reoommend that it be placed under the management 
of tiie Trust 

As req[>ects the Road called La Route Sainte 
Claire, your Committee conceive that if the Road 
from the Dorchester brid^ to the CharleAourg Church 
were Macadamized, as is conditionally provided for 
by a Statute of last Session, in the event of the said 
bridge beinp purchased by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, the improvement of the said Route Sainte 
CMre would tnen be rendered useless.

Your Committee have not yet abandoned the h<»e Btpwt 
that something will be done, either to acquire tlie 
said bridge on the part of the Govemment, or to 
vest the nght of the Crown to purchase the same, in 
the Trustees, and therefore cannot recommend, for 
the present, the Macadamizing of the, said Route 
Sainte Claire. They submit tiiat in the event of 
the bridge being purchased, the CharUAourg Road 
ought to be Ma^ioamized, not only up to the Char* 
leSourg Church, but four miles beyond that p(nnt in 
a northerly direction, and also from the said Charles* 
bourg Ch^h in a north-westeriy direction, to the 
Indian Village of Larette, there to join the VOmOre 
Road. 

Your Committee are informed that if the Trustees 
were authorized to borrow a sum of £20,000, on the 
guarantee' of the Province, it would enable them to 
Macadamize the several Roads, and portions of Roods, 
which they have above recommended to be improved, 
and to purchase the si^d Dorchester bridge mm its 
present proprietors. The completion of the said 
itoads, and the additional ToUs that would accrue 
from the bridge, would so increase the revebue of 
the Trust, as to relieve the Province from paying in 
future the interest on the loans already guaranteed* . 
As to the Petitions praying for the removal of the 
JSlmamoch Gate, your Committee are of opinion 
that the prayer of the Petitioners be granted, and 
that the said Gate be removed. 

With respect to the complaints made in relation to 
the C<»nmutation of ToUs, your Committee are of 
opinion, that no doubt could have existed as to the 
interpretation of the Statute of last Session, which 
dearlv provided for a distinct commutation for each 
veliicfe ; they r^ret to learn, however, that the issu* 
ing of Commutation tickets has been so managed as 
to cause misapprehension on that subject ; the present ^ 
rate of Commutation, amounting to three douars for 
the summer vehicles of the lowest class, and two 
dollars for winter vehicles, making altogether five 
dollars for the whole year, your Committee do not 
consider to be excessive. They hope that in future 
the Trustees will endeavour to avoia any difiicultv of 
the nature of that above alluded to, otherwise their 
conduct would be highly reprehensible. 

Your Committee conceive, that most of the abuses 
usually comphdned of, in the management of Tum- 

Eike Trusts in general, cannot be remedied by Jjepa* 
ktion, but matters of this nature come more pn^rly 
under the notice of the Executive Grovemment, in 
whom is vested the appointment of the Trustees. 

Your Committee do not consider that the present 
mode of collecting the ToUs is the most efficient, but 
until all the improvements to be made shall have 
been completed, thej do not think it advisable to 
recommend the Letting of the Gates by Auction. 

Your Committee perceive with satisfiiction, that 
the reduction of Tolls, effiscted last year, has caused 
no diminution in the Revenue, but, on the contrary, 
has increased it. As difficulties have arisen, as to 
some of the items in the tariff adopted last year, 
they would suggest the following Schedule, as more 
simple in its operation, although not expected to be 
materially different in affectmg the amount of the 
Revenue: —

completed, it was not to be expected that the benefits 
anticipated from these Canals could be realised ; until 
then, no advanta^ could ccnnparatively be derived 
from the completion of one or two isolated portions ; 
the trade must have continued to be carried on in the 
small class vessels, which returned upwards by the 
Rideau route, and the same transhipping and other 
costs would have to have beeii incmred, which will 
be abolished on the opening of the Navigation

down stream, it is c^r that to ensure despatch and 
certainty of delivery, suling and all other craft not 
propelled by steam power, must be assisted up stream 
m some manner. 

Of the two modes suggested in the extract from 
the Address of the Legislative Assembly above quot- 
ed ; I consider *^ a continuous tow-path " tobe out of 
the question, not only from the enormous expense 
that would have to bs incurred in its construction 
and maintenance, but even if constructed alonff the 
narrow waters, the object aimed at would not nave 
been obtained, as the Navigation of Lake Francis 
and LaJce St. Louis would still continue to render 
the arrivals of all craft, not steam vessels, uncertain. 

Li the present pecuniary circumstances of the Pro- 
vince, there are many individuals, whose means, 
although sufficient to induce them to become the pro- 
prietors of one or two or more large barges, well suited 
to the enlarged navigation, are not extensive enough 
to enable them to undertake the establishment of the 
steam tug-power, requisite to ensure a steady and 
r^ular course of forwarding "by means of bai^ges ; 
without this power their baizes could not return. 

Li my opimon, therefore, the forwarding trade will, 
as heretofore, continue wholly in the himds of men 
of large capital, at least, for some years, until by de- 
grees the high price of freight and large pw^ts lead- 
ing others into the trade, would resmt m extensive 
competition, and thereby reduce the cost of freight 
to wnat it ought to be at present, if we are to com- 
pete successfmlj^ with our American neighbours. 

The question is a most important one, whether 
this object could not be at once obtained upon the 
completion of the canals, by the establishing of a 
towmg power between Montreal and Kingston at the 
cost of the Province, the use and aid of such pow^r 
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St Lswrence, to be open to all, and to. be laid aside when prirate 
BMubaraou'*^ enterprise renders its continuance no longer necessary. 
C^als. consideration of this question and of the gene- 

ral principles of political economjr involved in it,

Tour Honorable House, in the year 1841, unanl 
mously declare, that the arrest and imprisonment of 
your Petitioner, in Niagara, in 1819, was illegal, 
unconstitutional, and without the possibility of excuse 
or paUiation." Thatyour Honorable House did, at the 
same time, recommend that ''the L^islature should 
declare bis sentence of banishment null and void ; 
^d cause him to be compensated for the losses he has 
sustained by the unwarrantable exercise of authority. 
In the meantime, that some allowance be made to 
him, to defirav his personal expenses, while in attend- 
ance before the L^slature defending the rights of a 
British subject.'' That, as yet, his sentence of bar 
nishment is not declared null and void : neither has he 
been compensated for losses. On the contnury, he 
has been detained in America ever since, wiw no 
other object but the fulfilment of the recommenda- 
tions of your Honorable House, and thereby, 
incurred great expense; besides suffering unspeak- 



able misery in being kept away from his family in P«titioiw rtad. 

Scotland. On his part, all has been done that was 

possible, to urge on fulfilment, during the whole of 

these last five years; nor has he ever relaxed in de* 

fending the rights of a British subject. In order to 

form an idea of what compensation he is entitled to, 

it is proper to state, as follows :-<-That he is an eleve 

of tne oldest and least tainted family of the County 

of Fife in Scotland. That he was bom in the year 

1778, heir apparent to considerable estates in the said 

County, where his father was a Magistrate, till his 

death, in the year 1819. That, in the year 1799, 

he received from the King a commission as Captain 

Commandant of Volunteers ; and, from the year 1 802 

till 1809, was enrolled, by Acts of Parliao^ent, as a' 

Commissioner of Supply for the County of Fife. 

That^ at his marriage, m the year 1807, he had an 

yearly income of upwards of £500 sterling, besides 

provisions for his wife and children. That, when he 

was falsely arrested in Upper Canadoy in the years 

1818 and 1819, he could still reckon on such income 

and provisions ; but, in consequence of these arrests, 

all his property was put out of his possession, and is 

still beyond his control That, in the year 1820, he 

went to London, to enter as a Student at Law, that 

he might, by its practice, maintain himself and family 

in their accustomed rank ; but, because of his con vie* 

tionin Upper Canaday wasprecluded by the Benchers; 

and has, ever since, found it impossible to surmoimt 

ruinous prejudices proceeding therefrom, while in 

fact, his character has ever been unimpeachable. In 

the year 1831, being a Candidate for the Chair of 

Agriculture in the University of Edinburghy he could 

not obtain a hearing ftom the Electors ; and, in defence 

of his reputation, obtained testimonials from very 

many eminent men; some of which are annexed hereto. 

He now entreats, that the whole of these premises 

may be duly considered ; and that compensation be 

allowed him for expenses incurred these last five 

vears, the whole of that time having been devoted to 

bis defence as a British subject.

the late Rebellion, when the Petitioner was readout 
in the United States, His ExceUency Sir FrancU 
Bond Head, then Lieutenant Governor of Upper 
*^ Canada, derived from him the most important 
intelligence of the movements of the Briganas, then 
*^ organizing for an attack on the Province. This, 
Your Committee humbly surest, should neither be 
•* overlooked nor forgotten.^ That, the above 
was altogether gratuitous on the part of the Com- 
mittee,— Your Petitioner having solicited nothing 
of the kind. Yet, as it was laid before the 
Governor General, by an Address of Your Hon- 
ourable House, and has won, for your Petitioner, 
not the slightest consideration, he deems it a duty to 
himself, as it also is to Your Honourable House, now 
to refer to it ; and to add that, conveyance of intel- 
ligence to Sir Francis Bond Head was but a very 
small part of the service which Your Petitioner diq 
to the Provincial Government, while he was residing 
in the United States. In fact, during six montl^ 
that he resided in the City of Cleveland, in the State 
of Ohio, viz : in the month of December, 1837, and 
five succeedii^ months, he was daily employed in 
watching machinations for the invasion of Canada ;

That, in fact, while it was in Your Peti- 
tioner's power to have banded together an overwhelm- 
ing force for the Conquest of Canada, he was the 
most zealous and influential in guarding the Pro- 
vinces from harm. Your Petitioner wcmid have been 
little inclined to set forth these facts, had he not ex- 

Serienced unaccountable neglect, and even marked 
isrespect, from Governors of Canada, after the de- 
parture of Sir Francis Bond Head, viz: from Sir 
George Arthur, Lord Durham, and Mr. Pouktt 
Thomson. Not only did ^r George Arthur and 
Lord Durham fail to acknowle^e lumr Petitioner's 
letters, after he had thrice received thanks. fh)m Sir 
Francis Bond Head; but, on going from Ohio to 
Quebec, — a distance of seven hundr^ miles, .for no 
purpose whatever but to communicate to Lord Dur- 
ham, matters of utmost importance to the welfare of ' 
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p«titioiis m4. Canada^ and at a most critical juncture^ he was 
denied an interview. — That, Your Petitioner, on 
this occasion, abandoned his furniture in Ohio; greatly 
aggravated disease with which he had been long 
afflicted ; and was necessarily put to much expense: 
indeed, moved solely by the purest patriotism, he 
then brought upon himselif an accumulation of distress, 
from which he can never recover. He is convinced 
that the August personages, above named, were blinded 
and deceiv^ by some influences hostile to Your Pe- 
titioner, and is therefore more desirous of inquiry 
into the truth. He earnestly entreats that Xour 
Honourable House will do him the justice to lay this 
Petition, by Address, before His Excellency tlie Go- 
vernor General, in order that there may be opportu- 
nity allowed to substantiate what is above affirmed ;

Railroad Bills. The Honourable Mr. Bobinsan, from the Select 
Committee on Railroad Bills, presented to the House 
the Final Report of the said Committee, which was 

Sain read at the Clerk's table, and agreed to by the 
ouse, and as as followeth : — 
Baport. Your Committee have had under their considera- 

tion the Despatch, No. 457, from the Right Honour- 
able Lord Stanley, on the subject of the " St Lawrence 
and Atlantic RaUroad Company," and inform your 
Honourable House that both of the suggestions 
alluded to in that Despatch have been fully carried 
out in the Act now before the House, for amending 
the Charter of the said Company. 

Your Committee have abo duly considered the 
Despatch of the Right Honourable fVi E. Gladstone, 
dat€d 15th January, 1846, which certainly contains 
many valuable suggestions, and which they will notice 
in the order in which they stand in the Despatch, viz: 
No. 1. Suggests the propriety of holding any 
Charter liable to the enactments of any Act of the 
Legislature which it may be deemed necessary to 
pass hereafter. This is .provided for in the Second 
Keport of this Committee, by a clause recommended 
to be inserted in all Railroad Acts for tjie future- 
that your Committee cannot agree to recommend that 
power should be given to repeal any Charter passed 
before the enactment of any general law regulating 
Railroads, as mentioned in Mr. Gladstone's Despatch. 
They deem such a provision unjust, and if insisted 
upon, likely to prevent persons investmg their capital 
in such undertakings. 

Na 2. With re^trd to the suggestion conveyed 
under the second head of the Despatch, That of the 
proposed capital one tenth, at least, should have 
been actually invested in good and available security 
for the prosecution of the work," Your Committee 
are of opinion, that its adoption ^ould be inapplica- 
ble to the circumstances of the Colony, and unneces- 
sarily restrict its enterprize ; the revisal of the Stand- 
ing Orders ofyour Honourable House in the case oS 
all Railway BiUs, as recommended by the Com- 
mittee, reqitiring that a preliminary Survey of the 
Line of Road be made, and a copy of all Plans, Sec- 
tions, and Books of Reference be deposited, together 
with a published Map of the Country with the Line 
of the Railway delineated thereon, would require an 
outlay of sufficient extent previous to the application 
to the Le^lature, to demonstrate generally the 
intention of the api^icants to carry out the undertak- 
ing in the event of its being sanctioned by Law. 

Nob. 3, 4/and 5. Your Committee humbly conceive 
are amply provided for in their Second Report to 
your Honourable House* 

No. 6. Your Committee have considered the clause 
referred to in the Imperial Aot, which gives power 
to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's xrea- 
duiT to revise the Scale of Tolls from time to time, 
and are of opinion that the same object is attained in 
a manner more suited to the circumstances of this 
Province, by the provisions contained in the St. 
Lawrence and Atlantic Railroad Charter, Sec 40, as 
follows : — 

" Provided always, and be it enacted. That from and 
after tiie expiration of the first entire year, ending on 
the thirtieth day of November, after the said Railroad 
shall have been completed and opened, the several 
rates by this act granted, shall yearly and every year 
be r^ulated by the amount of Dividends which the 
said Company shall have declared for the preeecKng 
year; that is to say, if the sidd Company shall have 
declared for the preceding year a £vid6BaiK>t exceed* 



ing six pounds currencv, on each and every diare in R<*pnri 
the said undertaking, the said Company shall be and 
they are hereby authorized and empowered to demand 
and receive, not exceeding the maximum rates by 
this Act granted, but when and so often as the sua 
Comjmny shall have declared for the i)recedinff year 
a dividend of greater amount than six pounds per 
share, the said Company shall and they are hereby 
directed and required to pay over, as a tax to the 
Provincial T)*easury, one moiety of the net income 
from the said Railroad accruing thereaft;er, over and 
above the six pounds per share, first payable to the 
said Proprietors. " 

No. 7, recommends giving power to the Govern- 
ment to purchase, on behalf of the Province, any 
Railroad chartered after the enactment of such a 
law on certain conditions. Your Committee see no 
objection to such being the case upon the terms 
pointed out in the Despatch. 

Nos. 8 and 9. Your Committee also conceive are 
provided for in their Second Report. 

No. 10, relates to powers recommended to be exer- 
cised by the Executive Government in regard to 
Railroads generally, which your Conunittee do not^ 
deem it their province to remark upon, further than ' 
that they quite coincide in the views expressed by 
Mr. Gladstone on that subject. 

Your Committee have also had under their con- 
sideration the Petition of the Trustees of tiie Man- 
treal Turnpike Roads, by which it would appear 
that certain persons have, under the authority of an 
Act for that purpose, loaned money to make a Road 
from Montreal to Lachine, as well as other roads 
embraced in the same Trust — and the Trustees are 
apprehensive that should the Railroad from Montreal 
to Lachine go into operation, it would diminish die 
revenue of the Trust, and thereby impair the security 
which the lenders at present have for the ultimate 
Dayment of the Capital invested in these Roads. 
Your Committee therefore recommend that a clause 
should be inserted in the Charter of the Montreal and 
Lachine Railroad Company, or of any .other Company 
Chartered for a like purpose, to render such Com- 
pany liable to any provision which the Legislature 
may deem it just to impose, for the protection of 
those persons who have loaned money as aforesaid, 
or that the same may be secured to them in any other 
way which your Honourable House may think pro- 
per to adopt 

Your Committee *heg leave herewith to report an 
Address to Her Majesty, praying that she will not 
withhold Her Rovai Assent to the Bills passed by 
this L^slature, auring the present Session, for the 
reasons therein set forui, and mentioned in the pre- 
ceding part of this Report, as followeth : — 
Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, Your Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, 
the Legislative A^embly of the Province of Canada, 

Begleave humbly to represent to jour Majesty, 
that We have had under our consideration the Des- 

Stch from your Majesty's Secretary of State for the 
>lonie6, dated 15th January, 1846, on the subject 
of Railway Communication in th^ Colonies, pointing 
out the terms upon which it is intimated the Royu 
Assent will be given to any Acts of this Legislature 
for chartering Kiailway Companies. 

We have no hesitation in oomplyii^ with the seve- 
ral suggestions contained in the JDespatch alluded to, 
with vSd exception of the second, wnich requires as 
an indispensable prdiminary, that of the propoied 
capital, one tenth at least should have been actually 
invest^ in good available seemilieB for the prosecu- 
tion of the work. This provision, however necessary 
it may have been found in Great Britain^ where, 
from uie abundance of capital and the numerous ap- 
plications for Railwa7 Chfurters, the Lnperial Govern-' 
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Ad«ir«M. ment may have found it advisable to impose such a 
re8tri(^tion. We humbly submit, is not applicable to 
this Province, and We respectfully represent to your 
Maiesty that compliance with the rules requiring a 
prdiminarv survey of the line of road, and that a 
Copy of all Flans, Sections and Books of reference, 
• together with a Map of the Countrv, with the line 
of the proposed Bailway delineated thereon, be depo- 
sited with the Executive Government, would require 
an expenditure of sufficient amount previous to ap- 
plication to the L^slature for a Charter to demon- 
strate the intention of the applicants to carry the 
undertaking into effect 

We assure your Majesty, that the Legislature 
have chartered no Railway Companv for the con- 
struction of a Road which will not, when completed, 
be of the ereatest benefit to the country, and there- 
fore humbly hope the several Bills may receive your 
Majesty's sanction without delay, that the country 
may, as soon as possible, enjoy the benefits they are 
calculated to confer. 

Resolved, That this House doth concur in the 
Address to the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, 
as reported from the Select Committee on Rail- 
road Bills.

some 1,500 miles in extrat^ bordering on and separ 
rated £pom a Foreign power, in many parts by an 
imaginary line. 

it will not ^ve rise to the slightest incon- 
veniwce on Her Ik^esty's Commissariat, inasmuch 
as the supply from the Colony itself exceeds the de- ' 
mand in every Market of the jProvince. 

That the Act in question, by encouraging the 
raising of Cattle in the Country, may correct that 
evil, and was loudly demanded by the Agriculturists 
of Canada, as a Counter-Protection to* the duties 
levied on Canadian Cattie entering the United States, 
and its enactment has given general satisfaction 
throughout the Province. 

That this House assures Her Majesty that fiuch a 
proceeding would cause general and extreme discon- 
tent throughout every County in Canada. 

That while the Colonists are anxiously awaiting 
the result of the advice which has been tendered to 
Her Maiesty, to withdraw the protection hitherto 
enjoyed by them in their Commercial transactions 
with the Mother Country, this further step would 
compd Her Canadian subjects to trade with the 
Americans in the respective Markets of the two 
Countries, at a disadvantage of 20 per cent.

Mr. fFatts, from the Select Committee appointed Cuttom* Act 
to prepare and report the Draught of an humble Ad-

Act of last Session, of Cattle and Live Stock intro- 
duced from the United States for the use of Her 
Majesty's Troops, presented to the House the Address 
prepared by the said Committee; which Address was 
agam read at the Clerk's table, and is as followeth : — 

To the QueerCs Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign. 

We, YourMajesty'smostdutifuland loyal Subjects, Addre» to 
the Legislative A^mbly of Canada, in Provmcial Majeiir. 
Parliament assembled, most humbly beg leave to 
represent: — 

That during the last Session of the Provincial Par- 
liament, aCustoms Bill was enacted, imposmg, among 
others, certain Duties on Live Stock imported from 
the United States of America, without contaimng any 
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Her Majesty. 



dause exempting cattle introduced for the use of 
Your Majesty's Troops. 

That this enactment was made after a long and seri- 
ous debate, and findly carried by an unanimous vote of 
the Bepresentatives of the People, the exemption in 
question having been in full operation during the two 
preceding years, and having been found to render the 
taw passed for the protection of the Canadian far- 
mer in a great measure inoperative ; although Your 
Majesty's Provincial Government were aware of the 
fact, and took every possible precaution to prevent 
frauds. 

That although it may be true that this was a de- 
parture from " an acknowledged principle observed 
by eveiy Possession of the Crown," yet it was not 
intended to be ungracious : It was called for by the 
peculiar position of thb Colonj^, as compared with 
X our Majesty's other Possessions, having a line of 
frontier some 1,500 miles in extent, bordenng on and 
separated from a Foreign power, in many parts by an 
im^nary line. 

That although for a short period Your Majesty's 
Government may be called upon to pay a sum which 
we trust Your Majesty will consider unimportant 
yjh&OL compared with the permanent advantages that 
may reasonably be expected from the present Liaw, 
ibis House is fully confident, that the supply from the 
Colony can meet the demand. In the case of the un- 
fiweeeen exigencies, Your Majesty will always find 
your fidthfursubjects in Canc^ ready to co-operate 
with Your Majesty's Government in provi<fing - 
remedy. 

That the Act in (]^uestion intended to enoour^ 
the nosing of Cattle m the Country, was loudly de- 
manded by the Agriculturista of this Province as a 
Counter^]rroteotiQn to the duties levied on Canadian 
Cattle entering the United States, and that its enact- 
ment has given general satisfinetion throughout the 
Province. 

That this House assures Your Majesty, that any 
proceeding to interfere with this Act would cause 
general and extreme discontent throughout every 
Uounty in this Province. 

That while the Colonists are anxiously awiuting 
the result of the advice which has been tendered to 
Your Majesty, to withdraw the protection hitherto 
enjoyed by them in their Commercial transactions 
with the Mother Country, this further step would 
compel your Canadian subjects when trading with 
the Americans in the respective Markets of the two 
Countries, to do so at a disadvantage of 20 per cent 

That this fact could not fiul to produce among the 
Colonists generally, an impression that the Imperia 
Oovemment had placed the Americans, a foreign 
people, on a more favorable footing than theipselves, 
against the express will of the local Legislature ; an 
impression, however, which this House ferventiy 
prays, that the wisdom of Your Majesty's Councilsmay 
prevent, by a due regard to the wishes of the loyal 
inhabitants of the Colony, as expressed through their 
Representatives in Parliament 

That the Representatives of Your Majesty's Cana- 
dian subjects are therefore induced to approach Your 
Majesty with an humble prayer, that x our Miuesty 
.may not concur in any advice which may be tenderec 
to Your Majesty to sanction any interference with 
the Canadian Customs Act passed during the last 
Session of the Provincial Parliament, in any way 
beyond the amendments made at the suggestion of 
Your Majesty's Government during the present 
Session. 

Mr. fVatts moved, seconded by the Honourable

The Honourable Mr. Jtobinsan, from the Select Bm. 
Committee to which was referred the Petition of 
WtUiam Bees, late Medical Sm)erintendent of the 
Provincial Lunatic Asylum at Toronto, presented to 
the House the Report of the said Committee, which 
was again r^ at the Clerk's table^ and is as fd- 
loweth 

Your Committee have carefully examined the case Bif«i 
of the Petitioner, so far as the Documents transmitted 
to your Honourable House from the Elxecutive 
Council Office and the Vouchers submitted to tiiem^ 
(all which are appended to this Report,) have per- 
mitted them to ao, and they find that Dr. Bees, iSfter 
having made in successive years repeated representa- 
tions to the Government, and having un;ed the abso- 
lute necessity of providing suitable means for the accom- 
modation and treatment of the unfortunate Insane, was 
called upon and directed by certdn Commissioners 
(appointed by the Government, in accordance with 
a Kesolution of the House of Assembly of Upper 
Canada, predicated upon the Statute of 2nd Victoria, 
chap. 2, which authorized the erection of a temporary 
Lunatic Asylum until a permanent one should be 
erected,) to find such a buuding as would be suitable 
for the reception of patients. 

That Dr. Bees having reported upon the fitness of 
the old Gaol of Toronto, then unoccupied, it was fitted 
up for the purpose, under his direction and superin- 
tendence, and continues to be the Lunatic Asylum 
for Upper Canada to this date. 

That Dr. Bees took chaige of the said Asylum on 
the 30th September, 1840, and remained in office as 
Medical Superintendent until the 21st October, 1845. 

That dunng the whole period of his term of office, 
he seems to have devoted his undivided and exclu- 
sive attention to the duties his office, having fifom 
the moment of his appointment relinquished a res- 
pectable and increasing general practice, and in his 
professional management he appears, by the accom- 
panying Documents, not only to have merited, but 
to liave obtained the high approbation of the Com- 
missioners, and that also fwith but one exception) of all 
the members of his protcssion, who visited the insti- 
tution under his charge, and of those who in their 
capacity of commentators on the subject of insanity 
and Limatic Asylums, have paid a high compliment 
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Btport to his system of treatment in the Asylum at Toronto^ 
' as proved by its statistics when compared with those 
of similar Institutions in other Countries. 

That the Statute under which his appointment 
was made, stipulated to the Medical Superintendent 
a Salary of £300 per annum, with suitable residence 
and allowances ; but it appeal's to your Committee, 
that from the period of hb assuming his duties up to 
July, 1844, he received only a stipend of £180 a 
year, without residence or allowances, and that at the 
last named date the Government added £50 per 
annum to the former amount. 

That he had always been given to understand by 
the Commissioners, consisting of the Vice-Chancellor 
and other gentlemen of high respectability, that he 
would receive the allowance stipulated by the Statute; 
that he reasonably expected it, and that he rendered 
his services in accordance with such expectation, as 
appears by the recommendation appended to his Peti- 
tion, dated January, 1845, and which in effect is a 
guarantee on the pai*t of the said Commissioners for 
the said full allowance. 

In consideration of all these circumstances, and 
that it is mainly due to the persevering representa- 
tions, that Upper Canada can boast of having a 
Lunatic Asylum established in thatportibnof Canaday 
and that the accommodation and successful cure of 
many cases of insanity have been already provided, 
when without his exertions and talents such would 
not have been the case, Your Committee would 
therefore strongly recommend to your Honourable 
House to ad£e6s His Excellency the Governor 
General, to direct the payment to the Petitioner of 
full amount of the salaiT' of £300 per annum, as 
stipulated by the aforesaid Act, with an additional 
sum for resiaence and allowances from the period of 
his appointment on the 30th day of September, 1840, 
to the 21st October, 1845, deducting therefrom the 
sums annually received by him ; but that should it 
wpear to His Excellency the Governor General, 
that authority is wanting under the Statute, by which 
his appointment was given to the Petitioner, for the 
payment of the first sum or the salary due to him, 
that then, in that case, His Excellency may be pleased 
to direct such sum to be included in the Estimates to 
be laid before Parliament during its present Session. 

With reference to the second portion of the Peti- 
tion, to wit, a claim for arrearages due from the 
friends of paying patients, although it appears that 
the Government authorized the Commissioners to 
make such regulations in respect to the Institution, 
and its patients whose circumstances warranted such 
a charge to be made, and although the Board of 
Commissioners did authorize the Warden to collect 
entire sums of money from the friends of this class of 
patients, whose circumstances warranted such a charge 
being^ miade, and although a sum of £26 only was paid 
on this account to the Petitioner, and although a large 
amount still remains unpaid to the Warden of the 
Institution, and a large proportion thereof is still due 
the Petitioner, nevertheless your Committee cannot 
regard this claim as a^nst the Province ; and^ how- 
ever much the Commissioners may have erred in not 
enforcing due payment from such parties, or obtain- 
ing payment in advance, or demanding security for 
the uquidation of these debts to the Institution, that 
the Petitioner's proportion might have been forth- 
coming to him, thev ai*e, however, compelled to recom- 
mend to your Honourable House to address His 
ExceUenoy the Governor General, to direct the 
Commissioners to discharge that claim out of the 
funcb derived from private or pay patients. 

Totally different is their opinion with reganl to 
that portion of the Petition praying compensation 
for injuries received fcom the unfortunate and irres- 
ponsible class of our fellow bebgs under his chaise, 
74 



while discharging his duties ; this your Committee Report 
apprehend can no more be denied to him (the Peti- 
tioner) than to a soldier wounded in the service of 
his country. 

In the case of the Petitioner, notwithstanding the 
personal misunderstanding between the Board of 
Commissioners and himself, on the occurrence of 
these accidents, a most strict and careful examination 
and investigation was gone into the Commissioners, 
as proved by the minutes of their proceedings ; they 
were satisfied, as your Committee are, by the medical 
certificates produced by the Petitioner, of the serious 
effects that might arisc-tothe Petitioner therefrom, and f 
unanimously concurred in the opinion that he was 
entitled to compensation at the hands of the Govern- 
ment, as certified to their Report appended to his 
Petition; and this is fully borne out also by the accom- 
panying strong recommendation of the Lord Bishop 
of the Diocese, the Mayor and Corporation of the 
City of Toronto^ and other Heads of Departments in 
that City. They cannot too strongly urge the re- 
quital of valuable service in meritorious public officers, 
and a compensation to them for injuries which they 
may receive incidental to their employment, and 
while they fully admit that the Petitioner has clearly 
shown that in this respect he is entitled to compen- 
sation, they (your Committee) are at a loss in what 
way or extent to recommend compensation ; however, 
as it is not shewn to them that the injuries he has 
received may affect him for life, or disable him from 
pursuing his accustomed avocation^ they cannot take 
upon themselves to recommend him for a pension, 
but they urge that a grant at least, not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, should be made in his fiivor, and 
that His Excellency should also be addressed by your 
Honourable House, to direct that amount to be in- 
eluded in the Estimates to be laid before Parliament.

Subjects, induces us a^in to address Your Ma- 
jesty in reference to the claim which we consider 
Alexander M^Leod has upon Your Majesty's Govern- 
ment. We are fully aware that it is the desire of 
Your Majesty's Government to protect to the fullest 
extent, the liberties of Your Majesty's Subjects, and 
when a well founded and legitimate claim is estab- 
lished, to ^rant indemnity for anv pecuniary loss by 
tiiem sustained, and more particularly when such loss 
results from a course rendered imperative by the ful- 
filment of those obligations which they owe to Your 
Majesty as their Sovereign. 

The said Alexander M^Leod having experienced 
the greatest possible private injuries and personal 
privations by his detention «nd imprisonment by the 
ixovemment of the United States, we conceive that 
he is entitled to remuneration at the hands of Your 
M^esty's Government, and although we understand 
that Your Majesty's Government discharged the 
amount necessary for retaining the services of emi- 
nent Counsel and the other expensed connected with 
the defence of the said Alexander M^Leod, yet we are 



at a loss to imagine how that can be considered a AdduM !• 
compensation to the individual for the manifold pri- **** 
vate injuries he has sustained, it being a course of 
proceeding rendered necessary in vindicating the 
right of one of Your Majesty's Subjects, and the 
honour and dignity of Your Majesty's Crown. 

The said Alexander M^Leod became a victim in 
the hands of a foreign power, apprehended, imprisoned, 
arraigned, tried, and acquitted, and has no individual 
claim on that foreign power for remuneration, which 
power, if responsible for that act of aggression upon 
one of Your Majesty's Subjects,' must be held ac- 
countable on a demand made by and through Your 
Majesty's Government 

Under the circumstances herein most respectfully 
represented to Your Majesty, we earnestly solicit 
Your Majesty's serious attention, and Your Majesty 
may rest assured that the Legislature of Canada 
must be deeply sensible of the justice of this claim, 
otherwise they would not deem it prudent or expe- 
dient to bring it a second time under the consideration 
of Your Majesty's Government.

Mr. WattSy from the Select Committee to which costoms lit 
was recommitted the draught of an Address to Her 
Majesty, on the subject of the non-exemption from 
Duty under the Customs Act of last Session, of Cat- 
tle and Live Stock introduced from the United StateSy 
for the use of Her Majesty's Trooi)s, reported to this 
House on the thirtieth of May last, with an In- 
struction to the said Committee to report the said 
Address in strict accordance with the Resolution 
adopted in Committee of the whole House, reported 
to the House the draught of the said Addi^^ which 
was again read at the Clerk's table, and is as fol- 
loweth : — 

To t/ie Queen^s Most Excellent Majesty, 
Most Geacious Sovereion, 

We, Your Majesty's most dutiful andloyal Subjects, Addnn f 
the Legislative Assembly of Canada, in Provmcial ^ 
Parliament assembled, most humbly b^ leave to re- 
present — That during the last Session of the Pro- 
vincial Parliament, a Customs Bill was enacted, im- 
posing, among others, certain Duties on Live Stock 
imported from the United States of Americuy without 
containing any clause exempting cattle introduced for 
the u^e of Your Majesty's Troops. 

That this enactment was made after a long and 
serious debate, and finally carried by a unanimous 
vote of the Representatives of the ]reople, the ex- 
emption in question having been in full operation du- 
ring the two preceding years, and having been found 
to render the Law wholly inoperative*; although 
Your Majesty's Provincial Government were aware 
of the fact, and took every possible precaution to 
prevent frauds. 

That although it may be true that this was a de- 
parture from an acknowledged principle observed 
by every Possession of the Crown,'' yet it was not in- 
tended to be ungracious: It was called for by the 

?iculiar position of this Colony, as compared with 
our Majesty's other Possessions, having a line of 
frontier some 1,500 miles in extent, bordering on 
and separated from a foreign power, in many parts 
by an imaginary line. 

That it will not give rise to the slightest inoonve* 
nience on Your Majesty's Commissariat, inasmuch as 
the supply from the Colonv itsetf exceeds the de- 
nmnd, in every market of tne Province. 
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That the Act in question intended to encourage 
the raising of Cattle in the Country, was loudly de- 
mande<f by the Agriculturists of this Province as a 
Counter-Protection to the duties levied on Canadian 
Cattle entering the United StateSy aci4 that its enact>- 
metft has given general satisfaction throughout the 
Province. 

That this House assures Your Majesty, that any 
proceeding to interfere with this Act, would cause ge- 
neral and extreme discontent throughout every 
County in this Province. 

That while the Colonists are anxiously awaiting 
the result of the advice which has been tendered to 
Your Majesty, to withdraw the protection hitherto 
enjoyed by them in their Commercial transactions 
with the Mother Country, this further step would 
compel your Canadian Subjects to trade with the 
Americans in the respective markets of the two coun- 
tries, at a disadvantage of 20 per cent 

That this fact could not fail to produce among 
the Colonists generally, an impression that the Im- 
perial Government had placed the Americans, a Fo- 
reign people, on a more favorable footing than them- 
selves, against the express will of the Local Legisla- 
ture; an impression, however, which this House 
fervently prays that the wisdom of Your Majesty's 
Councils may prevent, by a due regard to the wishes 
of the loyal inhabitants of the Colony, as expressed 
through their Representatives in Parliament. 

That the Representatives of Your Majesty's Ca- 
nadian subjects are therefore induced to approach Your 
Majesty with an humble prayer, that Your Majesty 
may not concur in any advice which may be tendered 
to Your Majesty, to sanction any interference with 
the Canadian Customs Act passed during the last 
Session of the Provincial Parliament, in any way 
beyond the amendments made at the suo:gestion of 
Your Majesty's Government during the present 
Session. 

On motion of Mr. Watts^, seconded by the Hon- 
ourable Mr. MoTiny 

Resolved^ That this House do not concur with the 
Committee in the said Address, but that the follow- 
ing be adopted in lieu thereof: — 

To tlie Queen^s Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, Your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal Sub- 
jects, the Legislative Asseml)ly of Canada^ in Pro- 
vincial Parliament assembled, most humbly beg leave 
to represent, that we have had under consideration 
the Despatch of Your Majesty's Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, on the subject of the Customs Bill 

1)assed during the last Session of the Provincial Par- 
iament, imposing, among others, certain Duties on 
Live Stock and provisions imported from the United 
. States of America^ without any clause exempting 
them when introduced for the use of Your Majesty's 
troops. Which omission is represented in the said 
Despatch as a departure from an acknowledged prin- 
ciple observed by every Possession of the Crown. 

We respectfully assure Your Majesty, that this 
/ enactment was adopted after a long and serious deli- 
berfttion, by a unanimous vote of this House, with- 
out any intention to do that which might be consi- 
' dered ungracious, or prejudicial to Your Majesty's 
aervice* It was called for, by the fact of this Pro- 
vince, with its immense extent of frontier line, af- 
fording greater facilities for smuggling than any 
other ; and secondly, from it having been proved, that 
during the two preceding years, frauds to a very 
great extent had been practised on the Revenue by 
Contractors making an improper use of certificates 
obtained from the Commissariat^ for the admission 
into this Province of provisions for the Public service, 
thereby rendering ineffectual the law passed for the 
protection of the Canadian farmers. 



We would also humbly submit to Your Majesty, Addrew to 
that in consequence of the American Government Q"**"- 
having placed high prohibitory duties on every article 
of ours entering into their country, from Canada^ 
the Agriculturists of Canada feel strongly that 
they are en tj tied to similar protection a^inst those 
of the United States, for their own products ; — and 
this jcircumstance merely, induced the Legislature to 
impose in some cases by the Act in question, a higher 
duty than a due r^ard to other considerations 
might have warranted. The said Act has given ge^ 
neral satisfaction throughout the Province, and any 
interference with it^ we humbljr represent, would 
cause dissatisfaction in the Counties generally. 

We humbly conceive that the Act will not entail 
any important expense or lasting inconvenience to 
Your Majesty's Government, as the Colony will very 
soon, if indeed it cannot now, furnish the necessary 
supplies, if the present protection is continued ; and 
should it prove otherwise. Your Majesty will find 
your faithful Subjects in Canada prepared to make 
good to Your Majesty the amount of Expenditure, 
when the facts have been fully ascertained from the 
experience of at least one year under the present .ar- 
rangements. The Representatives of Your Majesty's 
Cantidian Subjects are therefore induced to approach 
Your Majesty with an humble prayer, that Your Ma- 
jesty may not concur in any advice which may be 
tendered to Your Majesty to sanction any inter* 
ferenoe with the said Canadian Customs Act, beyond 
the amendments made at the suggestion of Your 
Majesty's Provincial Government during the present 
Session.

After mature consideration of the matter contained 
in this Petition, your Committee cannot recommend 
a Penrion to the Petitioner ; but they find that she 
id entitled to the sum of £10 as six months allowance 
on the usual annual vote, up to the dat« of her hus- 
band's decease, and as three months intervened be- 
tween that period and the appointment of his euc- 
. cesser, your Committee think it will comport with 
justice to allow her the additional sum of £15, mak- 
ing together the sum of £25— as a final settlement 
in full of all daims in respect to the services of Pe- 
titioner's late husband. 

The Petition of 'M.rs. ' Julia Bell, widow of jEneas 
Bell^ Chief Messenger to the House of Assembly of 
Upper Canada ; prays f6r compensation as House- 
keeper of the Parliament Buildings at Toronto for 
10 montha 

Your Committee, upon 'consideration of the sub- 
ject matter of this Petition, recommend that the sum 
of twelve pounds ten shillings be paid her as a final 
settlement of all claims for past services of herself 
and husband. 

The Petition of WiJUam Dixon^ Messenger of your 
Honourable House; prays for a retirinff allowance in 
consideration of • his age, his length ot service, and 
incapacity to attend his duties during the sitting of 
the House. 

Your Committee consider the case of the Peti- 
tioner worthy the consideration of your Honourable 
House, and being guided by the allowance made to 
similar servants of the House of Assembly of Loxcer 
Canada, in the Session of 1841, I'espectfully recom- 
mend that a retired allowance of £18 per annum be 
paid out of the Contingencies, to the Petitioner, 
from the end of the present Session. 

The Petition of Andre Leroux Cardinal, Chief 
Messenger of your Honourable House; prays for 
an increase of Salary. 

Your Committee find that in the ^ear 1841 £100 
was fixed as the Salary of the Petitioner, and a fur 
ther allowance of £25 to enable him to keep a boy 
for the service of the office during the recess. Upon 
representation made to your Committee of the inade- 
quency of the amount heretofore allowed him, and 
being entrusted throughout the year with the charge 
of the House, they recommend that the Salary of the 
Petitioner be increased to £160, commencing with 
the current year, including the allowance for a boy. 

The Petition of Michael McCarthy, jan^y^ for the 
appointment to the office of Night Watch to the 
Parliament Buildings during the recess. 

Your Committee having enquired into the neces- 
sity of such an appointment, consider it will be 
highly conducive to tne protection and safe keeping 
of the building, and that the Petitioner is a person 
in whom confidence can be placed, and would there- 
fore recommend him to your Honourable House, to 
fill that office,at an allowance of five shillings per night 

The Petition of James Voller and John Kay, Mes- 
sengers of your Honourable House; prays for a re- 
tired allowance. 

Your Committee cannot recommend the prayer oi 
the Petitioners, as they are quite able to perform their 
respective duties. 

The Petition of Robert Defries, Post Office Mes- 
senger, for an alteration in the mode of his present 
* remuneration. 

It appears that he now receives twelve shillings 
and sixpence currency, per day, during the Ses- 
sion, the Petitioner living at Toronto, and the 
Serious being unequal in time, your Committee 
recommend ttmt a Sessional allowance of sixty pounds 



be made to him, commendng with tlds present lUport. 
Session. 

The Petition of WilKam Winder and others, Offi- 
cers and Clerks of your Honourable House ; pray^ 
that their case i|iay be* considered, and an increase be 
made in their Salaries. 

Your Committee, after due consideration, cannot at 
the present recommend the prayer of this Petition in 
respect to all the Petitioners, but your Committee 
considering that the present incumbent, ^one of the 
Petitioners) filling the office of Second Office Clerk, 
ought to be placed, at least, upon the same footing in 
respect to remuneration, as the Second Clerk of Com- 
mittees, those two Officers having previously to the 
last Session been paid the same amount, would there- 
fore respectfully recommend that ^he Salary of Mr. 
ThomoB Vaux be £250 from the commencement of 
the current year. 

The Petition of Joseph Bouchette and others, 4^ ^ 
ployed in the Civil Service of the Provincial GovenP 
ment, prays for an allowance in consideration of the 
various removals of the Seat of Government. 

Your Committee cannot entertain the prayer of 
this Petition, the Petitioners belonging to Depart- 
ments not connected with the Legislative Assembly. 
Your Committee therefore consider that they cannot 
be paid out of the Contingencies of this House. 

Your Committee b^ leave respectfully to reoom- 
mend the usual yearly allowance of one hundred 
pounds to the Clerk of your Honourable House, for 
house rent ; also, the allowance of sixty pounds to the 
Assistant Clerk, for the like purpose. 

Mr. William P. Patrick having been in the last 
recess called upon to act ae Deputy Clerk, your^ 
Committee in conformity with the resolution of the 
House last Session, for similar services, recommend 
thkt the sum of fifty pounds be paid to Mr. Patrick; 
the above not to form a precedent for the future. 

By representation made to your Committee of the 
amount paid for extra work in the Office during the 
recess of Parliament, to bring up the work of the 
previous Session, they have t^en into consideration 
^e propriety of recommending that an addition be 
made to the present number of permanent Officers. 

Your Committee beg leave to append to this Re- 
port, the Letter addressed to them upon this subject 
by the Clerk, recommending the appointment of cer- 
tain persons at present in the capacity of extra Clerks. 
This recommendation having received the sanction of 
the Honourable the Speaker, your Committee b^ 
leave to suggest that Mr. Henry Hartney, Mr. King 
Barton, Mr. William H. LeMoine, and Mr. William 
Spink, be appointed as Junior Clerks in the Office, 
at a Salary of £150 each, commencing from the pre- 
sent Session. 

In reference to the work to be done in the Office dur- 
ing the recess, in arranging the Documents and Copv- 
ing, and attending to the Printing of the Journals, 
&C., of the previous Session. 

Your Committee would recite the recommendation 
contained in the Beport on the Officers and Depart- 
ments of the House during the first Session of the 
last Parliament^ 184L " It is to be understood that 
" all the permanent Officers of the House, (including 

the Clerk and Clerk Assistant^) are to oomdlete 
" and finish the whole work of the year." This 
understanding your Committee would recommend to 
be enforced, and that the labour of the recess may, as 
near as possible, be so divided that a pn^rtionate 
share be allotted to ^ich, in order that the Journals 
and other Documents be placed in the hands of 
Members as soon as possible after eadi Session; and 
further, that no payment for extra work during the 
recess be allowed.

Board, that the Canal now about to be made alouj;

since the first settlement of the Country to Wadding- 
tony in the State of New York.

We, Your Majesty's dutiful and Loyal Sulbgects, 
toe Commons of Canada in Provincial Parliunent 
assembled, sensible of the desire of Your Majest;^ at 
idl times to listen favourably to every suggestion, 
which may have for its object the convenience and 
welfare of''^ Your Subjects, in ever^ portion of Your 
Migesty's widely extended Dominions, leave to 
represent to Your Miyeety that while We thankfully 
acknowledge the great benefit, that has been c(»i- 
fenred on the In&bitants of the North American 
Colonies, by the establishment of a regular convey- 
ance by Steam, of the Mails between Great Britain 
and America, Wewould respectfully call the attention 
of Your Majest^s Imperial Government to the ne- 
cestt^ of providmg for their more'frequent transmis- 
sion during the winter mondis. 

We neeid scarcely remind Your Mi^ty, that 
mainly depending as the Inhabitants of these Colonies 
do, on the intercourse with the Mother Country, for 
their social happiness and commercial and ajgrioultural 
prosperity, it is an oUect of the greatest importance 
to them, that every facility should be afforded to it; 
and that between the first of Decembef and firat of 
April, when but one Mail per month is despatched 
to and from the two oountries^ the necessity for a 
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more frequent communication is particulariy felt It Ad*«i u 
is during that period all the surplus produce of the ^ ^^^^ 
country is purchased and prepared for the British 
MariLcts, and the7)rices here of our staple commodi- 
ties being regulated entirely by those in Britain, both 
buyer and seller require the eariiest notice of any 
change that may take place in the Markets of Europe,' 
to prevent in numy cases serious losses to the (me or 
to the other. 

We would also urge as a further reason for the 
favourable consideration of our request, the fact, that 
during the winter both Your Majesty's Imperial , 
Parliiunent and Colonial Legislatures, are generally 
in Session, and that it is highly desirable in many 
instances, that more frequent intercourse shoidd take 
place between them, than once a month. 

Taking these circumstances into consideration, and 
many others which, if necessary, might be mentioned. 
We humbly hope Your Majesty will be gradously 

!>leased to cause the necessary measures to be adopted 
or insuring to Your Loyal Subjects in these Pro- 
vinces, the transmission of the Mails at least twice a 
month during the whole year. 

Intimately connected with the foregoing, is the 
excessive high rates of postage which "Your Majesty's 
Colonial Subjects are compelled to pay by the Imperial 
Government, without any reference to the Local 
L^islature, and they deem it imperative on them to 
beseech Your Majesty, promptiy to take the same 
intoyour eracious consideration. 

We feel assured that Your Majesty will at onoe 
admit the hardship of British Subjects m one portion 
of the Empire being compelled to pay extravagantiy 
for that, which by others is enjoyed at a merely 
nominal charge ; while in Britain a letter may be 
sent to any portion of that country for one penny, 
the inhabitants of Canada are forced to pay, from 
four-pence half-penny to one shilling and four-pence 
Pix>vmcial Currencjy, for a single letter within the 
limits of the Province, althou^, at the same time, 
they can send a letter from any part of Canada 
to Britain, by Your Majesty's BoyalMail Steamers, 
for the last mentioned sum. 

The Government of the United States, anxious to 
relieve their citizens from so vexatious aburthen,have^ 
within the last year, reduced the Bates of Postajse in 
that Country, from a standard similar to that stiff im- 
posed upon us, to the more moderate chaige of two- 
pence halfpenny sterling on a single letter, fxw a dis- 
tance of 300 miles, and five pence for any distance 
beyond that. And We can assure Your Majesty that 
so great a boon enjoyed by a people living in their 
immediate vicinity, causes the Inhabitants of Canada 
to desire, with increased earnestness, the favorable 
consideration of Your Majesty's Government, on a 
question of so much importance to them. 

We therefore iumbly pray, that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to direct that a reduction 
of our Bates of Postage may take place without delay ; 
and if not to tiie extent -enjoyed in the Mother 
Country, at least not exceeding the charge now made 
in the United States. 

We state with confidence that the high Bates of 
Postage, now exacted, is a serious charge on the 
sodal and commerdal intercourse of the Colonies^ 
and that in order to evade it, much of the correspon- 
dence is conveyed by private individuids, to the 
serious loss of the revenue. 

We are prepared to hear it obiected, that the re- 
duction asked for will cause such diminution in the 
Bevenue of the Post OfiSce, as might seriously im- 
pair the effidency of that Department. But when 
it is considered -that large sums are now annurily 
paid for postage on account of the Public Service, TVe 
respectfully submit to Your Majesty, that bo^ the 
Imperial and Colonial Governments might, with 
justice, be called upoato pay thdr fieur proportion of 
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ftny deficit that nuij be cauBed by a leduced rate, 
beueTing that the revenue from the great increase in 
the number of letters ee^t by Mail, will, in a diort 
iime, be found sufficient to meet the expenses of Uie 
Dqiartment 

We would also suggest the propriety of relieying 
the Press from chaises which now bear heavily upon 
it» by allowing exchange Newspapers to be sent by 
Mail, free of postage, and remittances to Editors, in 
pajrment of their papers, to be transmitted by Post- 
masters withoutchaiige,as is the case in the UmtedStates. 

We take this occasion to renew to Your Majesty 
the assurance of our sincere attachment to Your 
Majesty's Person and Government.

Bank of Upper Mr. BouUon, from the Select Committee to which 
CaiMda. referred the Petition of the Bank of Upper 

Canada, and other references, presented to the House 
the Report of the said Committee, which was again 
read at the Clerk's table, and is as foUoweth : — 
Report Your Committee have carefully examined the 

several Petitions laid before vour Honourable House, 
praying for a repeal of the Tax, which is one 
per cent, per annum on the issues of the Banks, 
taken frixn the average monthly returns of the cir^ 
culation, and after mature consideration, they are 
gf opinion that a reduction of this Tax is most de- 
sirable, inasmuch as they feel jts continuance must 
prove exceedingly detrimental to the Monied and 
Commeroial Interests of this Province. 

Your Committee consider the Tax to be at variance 
with the principle of fair and equal taxation, operat- 
ing as it does, as an Income Tax upon one particular 
class of the community, viz.. Shareholders in our 
Chartered Banks, whilst Stockholders in every other 
Joint Stock or Incorporated Company are exempted 
from any similar imposition* 

Your Committee further consider, apart from this 
Tax being incon^tent with fair taxation, it is unduly 
onerous, being equd to eight per cent upon the 
Dividends of Uie bharohol(fers, which is^ moro than 
four times the amount of the Income Tax in England, 
and when t]iey reflect that a majority of the holders 
of Bank Stock in Canada aro persons whose sole 
income, or the greater part of it, is derived from their 
Dividends, and who are, in many cases, unable to 
bear the deprivation of th^ property, whidi this Tax 
has had tKe effect of causing, thev feel it to be a 
grievance which loudly calls for the interferonce of 
your Honourable House. 

In pursuing their investigation on this important 
subject, your Committee have been unable to dis* 
cover that any other Tax is imposed on Bonks in 
England, than the stamps for their notes, and the 
Income Tax on Dividends, when they amount to a 

g*ven smn ; and that the Tax upon thcie items bears 
it a very small j^roportion to their profits, when 
contrasted to that imposed on the Banldng Institu- 
tions of Canada. 

Your Committee have ascertained, that in the State 
of New York, a Tax is imposed upon Bank Capital, 
but ^ey beg to draw the attention of your Honour- 
able House to the fact, Uiat m that State the Tax is 
not imposed for the jpurpose of contributing to the 
State roveniie, but to form a Safety Fund for secur- 
ing tJie public against loss. 

And It is believed, that in no other Country than 
Canada \» there in existence such a Tax as that 
- compkdned of ; and whilst tli^ Capital employed in 
BauKinff in Canada is acknowledged to be insufficient 
for devdoping the resources and ext^idinff the Com- 
merce of tnis young and rising country, m&j cannot 
reconcile the continnanoe of uiis Tax with the true 
interests of the Province, or with the change now 
taldog place in the commercial policy of the iSnpire. 



Your Committee are of opinion that the Peti- 
tioners have just reason to complain of the injustice 
of the Tax referred to, conceiving as they do, that the 
Tax has had the effect of depreciating the value of their 
property, which, from being considered a few years 
ago, the most eligible investment in point of interest, 
and the facility with which it could be realized when 
quired, has now come to be looked upon in a very 
differont and secondiur light; and they aro satisfied 
the imposition of the Tax upon the ciroulation, instead 
of upon the profit, has had and must continue to have 
a most injunous effect upon the public generally, by 
inducing the Banks, too frequently, to seek business 
of a naturo not involving the issue of Bank notes» 
and thus causing the agriculturist and mechanic, who 
aro most benefited by a free circulation of money, to 
be serious sufferors in conse<][uence. 

Your Committee are of opmion, that a continuance 
of the present Tax must necessarily have the effect of 
preventing the employment of more capital in bank- 
ing than we now enioy, and that this alone, must 
prove injurious to the growing commerce of this 
Province. 

Your Committee are frirther of opinion, that^ 
whilst they have no hesitation in denouncing the 
continuance of the Tax as most impc^tio, and whilst 
they are satisfied that its Imger continuance cannot 
be defended on other grounds than for the sake of 
revenue, the ^neral revenues of the country are inr 
directly diminished to a much greater extent than 
the Tax received by the contractions in commerce 
necessarily consequent upon the course forced upon 
the Banks by this impolitic and injurious Tax. 

Your Committee, therefore, most respectfully re- 
commend your Honourable House to pass a BiU» 
repealing this unjust, unequal and oppr^ive Tax, or 
if a Tax on banlcing institutions is considered advis- 
able, that the Tax be imposed on the dividends, and 
not on the ciroulation, as atpresent.

We, Her M^esty's dutiful and loyal Suhjects, the 
Commons of Vanada^ in Provincial Parliament as- 
sembled, humbly beg leaye to thank Your Excel- 
lencv for ^our Message of the twelfth ultimo, relative 
to tne projected liaimwd from Quebec to Halifax. 

We assure Your Excellency, that We are fully 
sensible of the value and importance in a political 
point of view, of improving the Inland Route be- 
tween Quebec and Halifax, by tlie construction of a 
Railroad^ thereby shortening the time within which 
communications can take place between this Province 
and the Mother Country, and facilitating the defence 
of the British Possessions, on this Continent, in the 
event of a war. 

We are humbly of opinion, that a Survey and 
Estimate should be maoe for the purpose of ascer- 
tiuning the best Route for, and the cost of construct- 
ing such Railroad from Quebec to the South-Eastem 
Boundary of this Provii)ce, to unite with a Railroad 
to be constructed onwards to Halifax, and that a 
Report should also be obtained of the nature of the 
Country, through which the first mentioned Railroad 
will pass — its Population, Resources, Trade, and such 
other statistical mformation, as will enable the Le- 
gislature to judge of the Commercial value and im- 
{>ortance of die projected improvement, and to decide 
on the extent to which it may be for the interest of 
this Province, to co-operate with the Imperial Go- 
vernment and the Sister Colonies, in encouraging 
and assisting the completion of this undertaking.

MINUTES OF EVIDENCE. 

Tkomat A. Beghfy Escjuire, Secretary to the Board 
<^ Wori^s, called m ; and examined :— 

1. Da you know that the Petitioners did contract 
for the constmotion of a Bead fix>m Chatham to 
AmhenOnag and SanduMi ? — am aware that they 
hfkre ^xmtraoted for such Road ; their contracts 
were made in 1844. 

2. Are you aware that any difficulty arose as to 
the ftilfilment of that contract ? — ^Yes, the lowness of 

Sice at which they took the work made them much 
fBculty, which they felt after having been engaged 
about a year at it. 

3. Upon the Board of Works being informed of 
their dimcultieS) what actiim was taken by them upon 
the same ? — On being informed by Mr. Gzoteskiy who 
was Superintendent Engineer on the Western Works, 
of the situation of ihp Contractors, by a letter, a 
copy of which I band in to the Committee ; abo, a 
letter from Mr. Lamed^ which was enclosed in the 
same ; he was written to in reply upon the subject. 

4. Did you get a subsequent Ileport from the 
Engineer upon the subject ? — I did. 

5. Bid the Board talce that Beport into consider- 
ation ? — There was a Beport made to the Secretary 
of the Province by the Chairman of the Board, in 
April last, a copy of which Beport I will furnish 
^ Committee with. 

6. Did you reoeive an answer from the Secretary 
of the Province in the matter? — I think a Copy of 
Minutes in Counoil was returned as the reply, refus- 
ing to allow the Contractors' claim. 

7. Will you funush the Committee with a Copy 
of that Minute ?— If I have it I will. 

8. How did the Board consider the application of 
the Petitioners ? — That they had no well grounded 
daim, and that the claim was for remuneration beyond 
the contract prices, having taken the work too low. 

Mi:. C. S. Gzowski, Civil Engineer, called in ; and 
examined : — 

9. Will you be so good as to inform me as to cir- 
cumstances attending the taking, the suspension of 
the WoAs contracted for by Se- Petitioners, the 
Beports made by you, instructions sent you in res- 
pect thereto, and such other information connected 
therewith as you may be enabled to lay before the 
Committee ? — I know that Messrs. Bead and Lamed 
have tendered for the whole of Chatham and Amherst- 
burp and Maidstone Crass and Sandwich Beads — 
upwards of eighty miles. The tenders were accepted, 
being the lowest for upwards of 60 miles. In January 
184^ Mr. Sead brought a claim against the Boaid 
of Works for an extra allowance for extra formation 
of Bead, against which claim I reported on the 17th 
January, 1845. The work from that time till June 
following, beinff the time which the Contract for the 
completion of the work expired, progressed satisfao^ 
torily. On the 16th day of that month they were 
notified of the expiration of the Contract. From 
ihat time until October of the same year I had had 



several interviews with the parties, and advised them BrpMi. 
to complete the woric if posaible previously to making 
any clfum — ^neariy five sixths of the whde beinff 
cosipkted at the time. In October they suspendea 
the work Sot a whiles but by making a new arraiffie- 
laent for money the work proceeded vntil Deeemler 
foUowing, from which time the work was entirely 
Bu^>eDded. Several claims were brought by Messrs.. 
R^d md Lamedy for allowance to cover the losses 
sustained in the work, upon all of which I reported 
to the Department in April last Mr. Larmed 
requested me to express my opinion as to the eanaa 
of the loss sustained on the work, which I seat to 
the Department on the 8th April last. I eoasider 
the causes of the loss sustained on the work are those 
over whidi the parties contracted have no control. 
They completed 57 miles in strict accordance with 
the terms of Contract; they used all economy and 
industry to attain this object My estimate for the 
67 miles amounted to £9806 9s. 8d., their Contract 
prices are £7636 Is. lOd., makii^ a difierence of 
£1572 7s. lOd. between tiieir contracting prices and 
the estimate, independent of drainage, whidi was 
not anticipated by myself and the Contractors, for 
the reasons given in my letter handed in and in my 
Ileport sent in to the Board of Works. My estimate 
in my opinion would have been sufficient to complete 
the work had not casualties arisen, for instance, at 
the time the parties contracted for the work Flour 
could be got fbr 8s. 9d. per cwt, they were obl^ed 
to pay subsequently owing to the rise of provisions 
ana other causes, from 12s. 6d. to 15s. per cwt ; they 
could get Pork at 45s., it rose during their term to 
65s. per barrel; Oats rose from lid. to Is. 10^. 
per bushel ; Hay from SOs. to 60s. per ton ; Potatoes 
from lld« to Is. 7d. per bushel; Beef from 15s. to, 
20s. per cwt I am unable to state without a minute 
investigation to that point alone on the spot with 
access to the information to be derived from the 
Books of the Contractors, taken in connection with 
the Betums of Forces employed on the work and 
furnished by Local Officers in charge, what amount 
would make up the loss sustiuned by them in prose- 
cuting this work, and the encountering and sur- 
moimting difficulties so fiir as the work has progressed 
which have occurred. I should say that the sum 
would be large, for I have already mentioned that 
they have expended all their means and exhausted 
all their resources, so much so as to be compelled to 
abandon or to cease prosecuting the residue of the 
Contract The work in a puWic point of view has 
conferred an incalculable advantage in that portion 
of the country from drainage alone, apart from meana 
of opening communication, it has redeemed it from 
being incapable of settlement, which was foimd from 
experience to be coming the reverse, and now pre* 
sents every inducement for fast settiement 

Mr. SamuelKeeferJ^jngiiieesr of the Board of Works> 
called in ; and examined. 

10. You have just heard the evidence given by Mr. 
Gzowshi read ; do you concur in the same ? — da 

11. What do you know of the merits of the appli^ 
cation? — ^In consequence of applications made to the 
Board of Works by the Contractors, I was sent to 
investigate into the merits of the chums on the spot,, 
and having gone over the whole of the road, accom- 
panied by the Superintending En^neer, Mr. Gzotoshi^ 
and tiie Contractors^ I made myself intimately 
acquainted with the circinnstances under which tm 
works were conducted. I also called upon Mr. 
Gzowshi for statements regarding the estimates and 
returns, and was furnished by the Contractor with 
statements of the liabilities due. From these, taken in 
connection with my personal inspectiim of the Works, 
I was enabled to report to the Board of Works as I 
did upon the 29th October, 1845, to which I beg leave 
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to refer the Committee for various details connected 
with that claim. The former part of this report is 
devoted to showing that the Contractor's chum for 
extra worky In the raisin? of and crossing the centre 
of the Road, (which I looked upon as the mdn point 
to be determined in this question,) could not be en- 
tertained, but in the latter part I have felt it my 
duty to represent to the Board the peculiar hardships 
of the Contractors, in having prosecu^ their worts 
uilder great diflSculties, and at losing prices. They, 
as well as the Engineer, were deceived as to the value 
of the work, on account of the extraordinary dryness 
of the season when they examined it, and consequently 
the work was contracted for much below its actual 
value. It was prosecuted by them in a most satisfao^ 
tory manner, so long as their means, and the assist- 
ance they could obtain of their friends, enabled them 
to dp so, and at the time I was upon the work I liad 
reason to believe that they would oe losers to upwards 
of three thousand pounds, exclusive of the value of 
their own resources. The principle of not paying 
the Contractor any more than his contract price, could 
not be departed from, but I stated that I conceive 
their case an exception to the general rule, and there- 
fore deserving the most favourable consideration of 
the Board. I conceived that if assistance were afforded 
them to the amount of one thousand five hundred ' 
pounds, while the Works were in progress, they would 
DC enabled to prosecute it to completion, and that the 
interests of the public would be bestpromoted by adopt- 
ing that course, for should they Iml, the work would 
oost much more to complete it. Taking these things 
into consideration, as well as the immense benefit 
derived to the public by the labour and losses of the 
Contractors, I recommended that the Board should 
^vance the sum of one thousand five hundred pounds 
ae a bonus, which has not been granted. My reason 
lor recommending one thousand five hundred poimds, 
instead of three thousand pounds, as I considered at 
the time to be about the amount of the Contractor's 
losses, is this: If a Contractor were made good for 
all his losses, imder similar circumstances, it would be 
drawn into a precedent, and encourage tlie taking of 
contracts in future at very low prices, in the hopes of 
being compensated upon completion, besides on the 
principle of each party sustaining a loss. 

Mr. C. S. Gzowski again called in; and examined. \ 
12. Having had an opportunity of returning to 
ITorantOy and shaving there referred to your Books 
and Papers in reference to Readsmd ZarwecT^ matter, 
can you now state to the Committee, (whiqh you 
could not when you were here before,) to what ex- 
tent have the parties been damaged in the prosecution 
of the contract in question, both as regards expendi- 
ture and their loss of time? — From papers which are 
before me, being returns of forces employed in con- 
structing the Chatham and Amheistburg Koad, from 
the 12th January, 1844, to the 28th January, 1845, 
I find that the total number of days' work peritormed 
by Labouring Men is ... ... 84,050 

if umber of (£ys' work by Horses ... 2,910 
Number of days' work by Oxen ... 3,418 

Deducting from the number of days work perform- 
ed by men in grading the Road, the number of days 
work performed bjr mechanics in constructing Bridges 
and (Julverts, bemg 7,169 days work, leaves the 
amounts of days work expended by them in grading 
the Boad, as follows, to wit : —

13. Do you admit that you were mistaken as to 
the extent of the work to be performed on the route 
in question? — I was deceived as to the extent of 
drainage required for the perfect completion of that 
Road, and though every means to obtain that infor- 
mation, taking the shortness of the time and other 
circumstances into consideration were adopted, yet 
the quantity of excavation absolutely required to 
effect drainage, f&r exceeded my estimate, and what 
I supposed would have been sufficient under ordinary 
circumstances. 

14. Is this the only workyou are in charge of ?— 
I am in charge of 'all the Western Works, with the 
exception of the Welland Canal, and the Works in 
the neighbourhood of Hamilton. 

15. Have you entertained any claima for extra 
work or compensation made by different Contractors 
on the Works under yotir charge ? — Numerous claims 
have been made for extra work and compensation 
by the different Contractors, but I am not aware of 
any one instance where I either recommended the 
chum for the favorable consideration of the Board, or 
asked for an allowance to be ^nted. 

16. What is your opinion m reference to the case 
now before the Committee, (Bead and Larned's,) and 
do you consider them entitled to any and what allow- 
ance ?— I consider the case of Bead and Lamed dif- 
ferent from any of those that ever came before me 
claiming an allowance ; I am aware that they have sus- 
tained a loss, as the foregoing calculations shew, to 
the extent of £4971 15s. 9^., irrespective of loss of 
time. These calculations being the only means by 
which any thing like a decisive conclusion can be 
arrived at, as to the actual amount of their expendi- 
ture and losses. And I am also of opinion that the 
causes which led to the loss, are those over which 
they could have no control, nor could they have been 
foreseen or avoided by them ; and on those grounds 
I have been induced to consider their case as a pecu- 
liar one, and have taken the liberty of recommend- 
ing it to the favorable consideration of the Board of 
Works. 

17. From your experience of, and connection with 
Public Works and Contractors, what do you consider 
to be the value of the services of a Contractor for one 
year ? — The value of a Contractor's time cannot be 
determined satbfactorily, as that is entirely depen- 
dent upon the extent and nature of the work, as well 
as the amount of capital embarked ; but under any 
circumstances, and considering a contractor nothing 
more than a foreman in charge of a work, the value 
of his time cannot be, in my opinion, estimated at a 
less sum than lOs. per day. 

18. Where did you receive the summons, in puf- 
suance of which you are now in attendance before 
the Committee? — At Toronto.

ply sufficient to protect this Colony from every at- 
tempt at hostile aggression, or invasion from a foreign 
enemj. We rejoice to assure Your Excellency that 
iiiis important Bill has been discussed and carried 
-through with perfect unanimity of feeling, and that 
all have cordiali v united in the completion of a mea- 
sure which has for its object the defence of our com- 
mon Coantrvy the mailitenanee of the integrity of the 
Empire, and ef the S&veredgn authority oi f our Most 
Gracious Qu^n. 

Amidst the various important concerns which have 
presented themselves fo^ ouf notice, there are n6ne 
m which we take a deeper interest than tiN)ee which 
reffard the dignity of the Crown, and those Officers 
whose high official stations place them in more im- 
mediate connectiott with it, should be properiy and 
fibemDy provided for. Impr(^ssed with these senti- 
ments^ we have endeavoured", bv a new settlement of 
the Civil List, to provide for defraying the expense 
of t&e sevenal services of tlie Provincial Government, 
and though not unmindful of the fact, that the Be- 
vemtes of tfte Ph>vmce cannot constitutionally be 
appropriated without the^consent of itsBepresentatives

In completing our financial arrangements, the ex- 
penditure of the service of ourCivil Establishments aiid 
Public Works, has been considered with reference to 
the pecuniary resources of the year ; and amongst the 
most important of these measures, as affecting the 
general interests of the country, b the Bill regnlat- 
mff the Customs, by which the Public Revenues 
wul, we confidently hope, be both increased and se- 
cured. These, May it please Your Excellency, are 
the principal objects to which our thoughts and la- 
bours have been chiefly directed, and for com|)leting 
the grants which it is our eq)e<nal duty and privilege 
to provide, — and to strengthen the means of Her 
iMajesty'iB Government, we now preirent to Your 
i Excellency a Bill intituled, An Act to appropriate

Gracious Sovereign may always rely upon the attach- 
ment of Her Canadian subjects, and the promptitude 
and energy with which' they would at all times be 
readv, should circumstances require it, to come for- 
ward in defence of their country, and in support of 
their connection with the Parent State. 

I have had the satisfaction of assenting, in the 
Queen's name, to the greater part of the Emctments 
whidi you have passed 

In r^ard to the Bills which have been reserved 
for the decision of Her Majesty's Government, that 
course haa in each case been required by imperative 
reasons, over which I could exercise no control 

The several Addresses which you have voted to 
the Queen have been dulv forwarded through the 
proper department, to be lidd at the foot of the^HuKme. 

]ji returning to vour homes where your presence 
is so much required, Gentiemen, I doubt not that you 
will use your utmost influence to inspire confidence 
in your respective Districts, by encoura^nff that 
spirit of Loyalty for which the Canadian peopk have 
always been distinguished, and by promoting as far 
as may be in your power those branches of useful 
and productive industry, as well as of Commercial 
enteiprise, upon which the welfare of the Colony so 
nuuniy depends. For they may be assured that 
however unfavorable the afi^>ect of afiairs may have 
appeared to them, th^ exists sufficient power and
